Pact vote 2-1 against 

Carter poised 
for coal fight 


WASHINGTON (AP) - 
Early returns in balloting 
showed striking coal miners 
voting 2-1 against a tentative 
contract Saturday as a con¬ 
cerned Carter administration 
, threatened swift action to 
order the miners back to 
work if the 89-day walkout 
continued. 

Administration officials 
said President Carter was 
ready "to move-immediately 
and decisively”—very likely 
invoking the strike-hailing 
provisions of the Taft-Hartley 
Act as early as Monday—if 
the pact were rejected. 

With 264 of the United Mine 
Workers' locals reporting, 21. 
624 miners had voted against 
the pact, and 9,854 had voted 
for it. That represented about 
one-third of the 794 UMW 
locals, or about one-fifth of 
160.000 union members. 

Miners in many large 
locals in West Virginia and 
parts of Ohio and Pennsylva¬ 
nia were scheduled to vote 
today. Both pro-contract and 
anti-contract forces had pre¬ 
dicted the final vole would be 
close.

Californians flee storm-battered homes 

Floods , mud still deadly

LOS ANGELES (AP) — 
Thousands of residents fled 
their homes in storm-battered 
areas of Southern California 
and northern Mexico on Sat¬ 
urday as floods and mudslides 
killed at least three persons in 
suburban Los Angeles. 

As the latest of a series of 
rainstorms appeared to be 
subsiding, mudslides sent a 
hospital parking lot tumbling 
onto a downtow'n freeway, 
but police spokesman Carl 
Berlin said no cars were 
trapped and nobody was in¬ 
jured. Other freeways were 
also blocked by mud. 

In Ensenada, Mexico. 20. 
000 peopJe were left homeless 
by floods. Ensenada Mayor 
Luis Gonzalez Ruiz said Mex¬ 
ican President Jose Lopez 
Portillo had declared the city 
130 kilometres south of the 
California border a disaster 
area. 

A 14-year-old boy drowned 
in a flood control channel 
leading into the Sepulveda 
Basin in the San Fernando 
Valley He Was riding his bi 
cycle along the channel when 
he slipped into the raging 
waters. 

In Los Angeles, mud col¬ 
lapsed the back of a subur¬ 
ban Woodland Hills home, 
trapping a maid and a child 
inside.. The maid was killed 
but the child was rescued by 
a 17-year-old youth who lived 
nearby, a fire department 
spokesman said. The spokes 
man said three other homes 
in the suburb slid down a 
hillside. Twenty-five homes 
in Topanga Canyon were re¬ 
ported flooded

Ottawa won’t allow 
veto of automation 


OTTAWA (UPI)-The fed¬ 
eral government will not 
allow the Canadian Union of 
Postal Workers a veto over 
automation and is not afraid 
to face a strike, according to 
Postmaster-General Gilles 
Lamonlagne. 

"We re there to serve the 
Canadian people — that’s 
very important," Lanioh- 
lagne said in a radio inter¬ 
view Saturday. 

^'If we are sincere and 
think that we have the best 
technological changes to help 
to have a better post office 
system — 1 mean better de 
livery, belter letter sorting 
and all that — well I think 
we re the ones to decide,” the 
recently-appointed cabinet 
minister said. 

“The union can give their 
opinions and discuss with us 
how we are going to do that." 
Lamonlagne said, "but to 
have a veto on something like 
that, we can’t accept.” 

Lamontagne said the dis- - 
pute with the CUPW, whose 
contract expired last June, 
was not primarily over 
money, since the members 
were protected against any 
rise in the cost of living. 


Mechanization was a greater 
problem, he said. 

"If we suggest technical 
changes and it does affect 
very badly the workers, I 
don't think the government is 
stupid enough to go ahead," 
he said. 

The postmaster-general 
called on union president 
Jean-Claude Parrot, who 
earlier in thfe week said the 
union was preparing for a 
strike, to stop threatening a 
walkout.

"I think that a lot of people 
don’t seem to realize that up 
until now. at least, they have 
not in Quebec tried to force 
head offices of companies 
such as ours to operate in 
French." 

Sinclair, who is on the 
board of Sun Life Assurance 
Co., which announced plans 
to move from Montreal to To¬ 
ronto. said that switch was 
justified because the com 
pany was finding policy 
holders^ were losing confi¬ 
dence in the company’s abili¬ 
ty to meet its obligations. 

"In a couple of areas we 
are having difficulties in at 
trading the kind of people we 
need and the flexibility we 
need." he said. But, Sinclair 
added, the problems had not 
been large enough to force 
CPR "to lake the traumalic 
step. and we’ll be pushed 
very hard tiefore w*e do." 

"Having said that, if we 
can t operate effectively and 
efficiently there, we’ll 
leave," the CPR chairman 
and chief executive officer 
said. 

CPR has been based in 
Montreal since it was formed 
to build Canada s first trans¬ 
continental railway almt*t a 
century ago.

Following its mysterious 
disappearance, the ship 
reappeared with no trace of 
its cargo or original crew. An 
inquiry by the Western Euro 
pean Euratom organization 
was abandoned three years 
later.

LONDON (AP) - Ku Klux 
Klan leader David Duke said 
Saturday the white suprema 
cist organization he headed 
was "on the move in Britain" 
and had established “dens" 
In every major city. 

British government offi¬ 
cials said Duke was being 
watched and would be thrown 
out of the country if he broke 
any law. 

Duke, Imperial wizard of 
one of many Klan factions in 
the United States, told a news 
conference he planned to 
travel throughout Britain. He 
said he had already made 
speeches at Sussex Universi¬ 
ty and to a meeting of the 
right-wing League of St. 
George. "I have done nothing 
wrong and I have broken no 


British lawt.” Duke said. 

British police were told to 
keep a close watch on the 
Klan leader, but no move was 
made to deport him. 

“If we were to order his 
deportation, he would have 
the right of appeal," one offi¬ 
cial said, and such an appeal 
could extend Duke’s planned 
two-week stay in Britain. I 

The Home Office, which 
controls Britain's internal af¬ 
fairs, said Duke's name was 
not on a list of persons to be 
expelled if found in the coun¬ 
try. 

Kian recruiting pamphlels, 
found in a box on the com 
mercial jetliner that brought 
Duke to London from New 
York Thursday, were confi¬ 
scated by customs officials.

government officials were 
not available for comment. 

Asabi said Japan and Petro 
Canada, a government-run 
oil firm, Imperial Oil, 
Exxon's Canadian subsidi¬ 
ary; and Canada City Service 
would develop a 5,006-square 
mile area in Alberta estimat¬ 
ed to have 160 billion barrels 
of oil reserves. The deve¬ 
lopers hoped to recover about 
30 per cent of the oil in the 
next 15 years, the paper said. 

Japan would put up about 
$135 million in return for 25 
per cent of the concession 
rights, the paper said. It did 
not say how much the Canadi¬ 
an companies were contri¬ 
buting to the project. 


Eighty per cent of the Japa 
nese money would come from 
the Japanese government, 
making the project a “na¬ 
tional enterprise," and 20 per 
cent from about 40 oil, steel, 
power and trading companies 
that would be invited to par 
ticipate, the paper reported.

Bombs follow pact 


SALISBURY (AP) - Five 
• mall bombs exploded In 
scattered sections of Salis¬ 
bury Saturday, a day after 
the signing or an agreement 
for black-majority rule In 
Rhodesia. No one was Injured 
and It was not known who was 
responsible, but immediate 
speculation centred on foes of 
the constitutional plan. 

A leading black moderate, 
meanwhile, began a cam 
paign abroad to gather sup¬ 
port for the agreement 
among Western powers. 

Police said one bomb went 
off at the main post office and 
the others exploded over a 
214-hour period In garbage 
cans and postal boxes in four 
suburbs—two white, one 
black and one racially mixed. 

Police cleared shoppers 
and office workers from the 
downtown area for three 
hours while officers searched 
buildings for more bombs. 

Afternoon movie shows and 
a ballet performance at a 
suburban theatre were can¬ 
celled. 

Observers said the devices 
might have been planted 
either by blacks loyal to 
guerrilla movements not in¬ 
cluded in talks that culminat¬ 
ed in the agreement for black 
rule by Dec. 31. or by white 
militants opposed founding 
more than jive dedadas of 
white-minority nfle. 

Bishop Abel Muzorewa. oto 
of three black moderates who 
signed Friday's agreement 
with Prime Minister Ian 
Smith, arrived in London. 


where he is to discuss the 
settlement Monday with For¬ 
eign Secretary David Owen. 

Smith and the three black 
leaders are seeking the sup¬ 
port of the U-S.and Britain 
Smith unilaterally declared 
independence from Britain In 
1985 to avoid moving toward 
black rule. 

Muzorewa to|d reporters: 
"Britain is the legal (coloni 
al) authority and the British 


government must be Involved 
as much as they can.'' 

The 52-ytar-old American- 
educated clergyman, a Meth¬ 
odist, said he was confident 
the eventual government of 
Rhodesia, to be called Zim¬ 
babwe under black rule, 
would be accepted interna 
tlonally. 

"It s going to be recog¬ 
nized. I can promise you 
that.” he said. 


The immediate U.S. reac¬ 
tion to the agreement has 
been non-committal. State 
Seecretary Cyrus Vance 
called It a "significant step” 
but said the U A and Britain 
still hoped for an agreement 
accepted by all Rhodesians, 
apparently meaning the 
black guerrillas based out¬ 
side Rhodesia as well as the 
internally based moderates. 


SEA TOLL FEARED 47 
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Copter rescue 
. after floods 

LISBON (Reuter) — Air force helicopters were 
plucking stranded villagers and farmers from isolatad 
land today after the worst floods tor nearly 4# years 
devastated Portugal's Tagils river valley area. 

Firemen and marines tried to save valuable live¬ 
stock. 

The situation remained critical in the Rlbatejo 
province around Santarem. an industrial and farming 
{ town 80 kilometres north of Lisbon where floods cut 
rail links and held up Paris-Usbon expresses. 

Elsewhere conditions were reported to be slowly 
returning to normal after a week ht which severe 
damage was done. 


CARACAS (AP) — Forty 
seven persons are believed 
dead in the crash of a Vene¬ 
zuelan airliner that plunged 
into the Caribbean and 
burned minutes after takeoff 
Friday night. 

It was not immediately 
known If any of the 43 passen¬ 
gers and four crew members 
were foreigners. 

Rescue launches worked 
through the night to recover 
20 badly mutilated bodies 
from the sea five kilometres 
offshore. Search leaders held 
no hope that any survivors 
would be found. 

"Now only a few floating 
objects, suitcases, plane 
seats and other things, can be 
seen, but we don’t see any 
more bodies." said the cap¬ 
tain of the port of La Gualra, 
where search operations 
were centred. 

Search efforts, hampered 
by heavy seas, were stepped 
up at dawn with the addition 


of five helicopters and more 
boats and men to the estimat¬ 
ed 200 searchers who worked 
through the night. 

The bodies were taken to a 
morgue at a hospital in the 
beach resort of Macuto, 30 
kilometres from Caracas. 

The plane, a turbo-prop 
Avro belonging to the govern¬ 
ment-owned airline Aeropos-' 
tal. tqpk off on a routine flight 


to Cumana, 450 kilometres 
east of Caracas. 

Unofficial sources at Mai- 
quetia International Airport, 
which serves the Caracas 
area, said the pilot radioed 
almost immediately after 
takeoff that he was returning 
to the airport due to an un¬ 
specified problem aboard. 
Radio contact was lost before 
he could explain.

Time to face 
the truth 

NOW THAT THE RHODESIAN agreement on a 
black majority-rule settlement reached between 
Prime Minister Ian Smith and African moder¬ 
ates has received general acceptance by Great 
Britain and the United States, and substantial — 
albeit slow — progress is being made toward the 
establishment of self-government in South West 
Africa (Namibia). Canadians would be well 
advised to regard the continuing anti-Rhodesian 
and anti-South African campaign being run in 
this country with some res'ervation, if not suspi¬ 
cion. 

A good many well-meaning organizations 
have been spreading a great deal of destructive 
propaganda across Canada in recent months, in 
the belief that they are contributing to the 
betterment of the blacks in Southern Afri¬ 
ca. The material upon which they base their 
activism is unfortunately more related to fiction 
than fact. 

For instance, only a few days ago the CBC 
interviewed a young official of Oxfam-Canada 
who had recently returned from a four-month 
visit to Southern Africa. She spent her time talk 
ing about Rhodesia, the dreadful things that 
were happening there and what a low opinion 
some people had of Rev. Ndabaningi Sithole. one 
of the moderate African leaders who have 
teamed up with Ian Smith to work out a peaceful 
settlement. 

Many viewers, of course, must have taken 
the young Oxfamer's views as gospel. After all, 
she had been there and seen things first-hand. 

However it turns out, as discovered by an 
enterprising Vancouver newspaper columnist, 
that the young activist had not visited Rhode¬ 
sia during her African junket and everything she 
talked about was hearsay. 

This is the sort of program that is being run 
with the objective of discrediting Rhodesians 
and South Africans but which, instead, brings 
considerable disrepute to what is basically a fine 
and good organization. 

Nor is Oxfam the only group which has been 
guilty of misleading the people of Canada on 
matters pertaining to the situation in Rhode¬ 
sia, South Africa and Namibia. Among others 
are such organizations as the Taskforce on the 
Churches and Corporate Responsibility (which 
includes the Anglican Church of Canada, the 
Baptist Convention of Ontario and Quebec, 
CUSO, the Lutheran Church, the Presbyte¬ 
rian Church, the Roman Catholic Church, and 
the United Church). 

The Anglican Church has played a particu¬ 
larly leading rolle in this activity, inasmuch that 
its House of Bishops recently asked the Cana 
dian government to sever all connections with 
South Africa until it ends its policy of apartheid. 

This, despite the fact that economic sane 
lions against South Africa would be disastrous 
to the black workers of that country. This, 
despite the plea of one of the great Zulu leaders 
in Southern Africa. Chief Gatsha Buthelezi. a 
dedicated enemy of the South African govern¬ 
ment and long-time foe of apartheid, who recent¬ 
ly led 13,000 of his own tribesmen in condemning 
international action of this kind because . . the 
people who will bear the brunt of it are first and 
foremost the African people.” 

PeThaps if Archbishop Ted Scott, the Angli¬ 
can Primate of Canada, had not cancelled his 
trip to Southern Africa to observe things first 
hand, the House of Bishops might not have taken 
the action they did. 

It might be well for the Anglican Church and 
other organizations interesting themselves in 
African affairs (organizations such as the South¬ 
ern Africa Action Coalition, which “brings to¬ 
gether individuals as well as representatives of” 
such bodies as the Vancouver Labor Council, the 
Anglican Church, Oxfam, B.C. Peace Council, 
Canadian World Youth. Canadian University 
Service, United Nations Association, to name but 
a few) to reassess their purposes and review 
their facts. 

Among the objectives of SAAC is to arouse 
public awareness of conditions in Southern Afri¬ 
ca and to build public support and raise funds for 
the liberation movements of Southern Africa 

To millions of peace-loving bjack and white 
Rhodesians these liberation movements are syn¬ 
onymous with Marxist terrorist armies who 
have wreaked death and destruction throughout 
their unhappy land during the past decade. And, 
indeed they are. They are not only trained and 
led by Communist advisers, but also armed by 
them. 

It Is no longer a secret that Cuban forces are 
at work with them and that the total operation 
comes under the personal direction of Vasily 
Solodovnikov, now Soviet ambassador to Zambia 
but also a top KGB official and former head of 
Moscow's Africa Institute. Russia's prestigious 
agent-training centre. He is also one of Russia’s 
leading specialists on fomenting Third World 
uprisings. 

With this kind of backing for the so-called 
liberation movements in Southern Africa surely 
there is no additional need to be filled by Canadi¬ 
an churches and other organizations such as 
those supporting the Southern Africa Action 
Coalition.

Serious doubt about the whole fishy mess 


OTTAWA — It should have been 
designated "National Spy Week" with 
Tom Cossltt “revealing” one little epl 
aode concerning Soviet espionage after 
another. Each was discounted by the 
Soviets who accused Cossltt of "politi¬ 
cal fantasy” — amidst loud guffaws. 

“You want to know how many spies 
we have here" demanded Igor Lebanov. 
their assistant press attache, in re 
sponse to a question from an Ottawa 
reporter? "Not a single one,” he re¬ 
plied. when he'd stopped laughing. 

Anyone who believes Lebanov's deni¬ 
als would believe anything. Especially 
if they have taken the trouble to read the 
1968 report of the Royal Commission on 
Security 

But the Soviets can afford to take the 
whole question of their extensive spy 
operations lightly because they know 
the Canadian government treats it as a 
joke 

Figures on the number of agents 
operating from the cover of the Soviet 
and other Warsaw Pact embassies are 
well known. They have been given to a 
Commons committee several times In 
private, but they have never been made 
public and they should be because the 
public is entitled to know 


If the Soviets and their allies operat¬ 
ing in Canada are primarily interested 
In “Industrial espionage" as is often 
suggested, that Is only because their 
Infiltration of the West Germany gov 
emment was sufficient to yield them all 
the NATO defence secrets they re 
qulred, including ours. 

Actually they have very wide inter¬ 
ests which accounts for their attempts 
to suborn ministerial aides in the hope 
of obtaining cabinet secrets. 

Also, their curiosity about the Inner 
workings of the RCMP security service 
Itself was sufficiently compelling that 
they were willing to employ 13 of their 
high-priced help in an effort to pene¬ 
trate it 

In the face of all this activity, the 
repeated suggestion that the RCMP Is 
primarily, if not exclusively, involved In 
tilting at windmills raises serious doubt 
about the whole Ashy mess. 

From the outset it appeared that 
some of the information being "fed" to 
the Tory Opposition was more “tailor 
made" to undermine the credibility of 
the security service rather than to em 
barrass the government. The identity of 
the “source" might help in understand 
Ing the “plot.” 



Then along came the Keable Com 
mission; It was quite justified in exa 
mining alleged wrongdoing within the 
province of Quebec — the break-in at 
l.’Agence de Presse Libre, taking Parti 
Quebecois membership lists, barn 
burning and dynamite stealing — all 
these things fell within its domain. 

But when it began fishing in clearly 
federal waters, little lights began to 
flash. Without in any way reflecting on 


Keable's Intentions, It should be noted 
that some of the RCMP Internal docu¬ 
ments he wanted produced were similar 
to those the Soviets had been willing to 
pay cash for. So the Quebec court of 
appeal was quite right in ruling that he 
had overstepped his authority. 

My general suspicions were further 
aroused when, in the course of an Inter¬ 
view, someone volunteered the infor¬ 
mation that a well-known Toronto left 
wing lawyer had tried to bribe him to lie 
to the McDonald Commission concern 
ing RCMP activities. If this happened 
once, could it have occurred in other in¬ 
stances as well? % 

In view of the grave nature of the 
charges and countercharges It would be 
a great disservice to the principle of ba 
lanced reporting should the weight of 
the public Inquiry be directed primarily 
at the alleged wrongdoing without an 
equally exhaustive public look at the 
nature and totality of the threat. 

Mr. Justice David McDonald and his 
commission should not be content to 
examine the scabs on the skin. They 
must accept the responsibility to give us 
a look at the whole apple, including the 
worms at the core.

Safe water drive under way this year

LONDON — This has to be 
a year of planning and prepa¬ 
ration for better and safer 
water supplies in all develop¬ 
ing countries. 

It will see the beginnings of 
a world-wide strategy for the 
1980s, designed to ensure that 
by 1990 everyone will have 
adequate supplies of safe 
drinking water— a minimum 
of 20 to 30 litres a day for each 
person — and to promote an 
enormous increase in water 
supplies for sanitation. 

All this is a result of the 
resolutions of the 1976 Habi¬ 
tat Conference in Vancouver 
and the 1977 World Water 
conference in Mar Del Plata, 
Argentina. 

The World Bank and World 
Health Organization, already 
operating a six-year program 
to assess the water supply 
and sewerage needs of indi¬ 
vidual countries, are now col¬ 
laborating to work out practi- 
cal targets for the newly 
proclaimed International 
Drinking Water Supply and 
Sanitation Decade of the 
1980s.

Joseph Stalin, leader of the 
U.S.S.R.. died 25 years ago 
today — in 1953. 

The son of a shoemaker 
named Dzhugashvili, he 
changed his name to Stalin 
(meaning made of steel) 
after joining the Bolshevik 
revolutionary movement. 

He became a Marxist while 
studying for the priesthood 
and was named the people's 
commissar for nationalities 
in Vladimir Lenin's cabinet. 

After Lenin’s death in 1924, 
Stalin and two others jointly 
succeeded Lenin, and in 1927 
Stalin obtained the expulsion 
from the party of his two 
chief rivals, thereby gaining 
sole leadership.

ship absolute by liquidating 
all opposition within the

evaluations of the size of the 
problem; studies of alterna¬ 
tive ways of coping with it 
together with costings; and 
an assesment of the commit¬ 
ment and ability of individual 
governments to endorse and 
implement programs aimed 
at the 1990 target and of the 
prospects in each country for 
meeting this target. 

The latest information 
shows that about 80 per cent 
of the urban population of the 
less developed countries has 
reasonable access to piped 
water supplies. 

Of these, 60 per cent have 
water laid on to their homes 
and 20 per cent rely on public 
stand-pipes. But supplies to 
half these people are inter¬ 
mittent and therefore liable 
to become health hazards. 

When water pressure is not 
constantly maintained, im¬ 
pure water can seep into the 
mains through faulty joints 
or through the semi-porous 
materials often used in mak¬ 
ing the pipes. 

In rural areas, only 20 per 
cent of the population has ac¬ 
cess to safe drinking water. 
Taking town and countryside 
together, two-thirds of the 
people living in developing 
countries have no means of 
obtaining safe drinking 
water. 

World Bank and WHO ex¬ 
perts estimate that if the 1990 
target is to be met, an extra 
150 million people will have to 
be provided with a minimum 
level of service each year 
until 1990 in a rural-urban 
ratio of about two to one. At 
the same time, much of the 
existing service will have to 
be greatly improved. 

Taking the first half of the 
present decade as a guide, 
this means that they would be 
considered unsatisfactory in 
an industrialized society 

Dispersed populations will 
continue to rely on individual 
water sources between com 
munlties, water supply devel¬ 
opment will be at a wide vari 
ety of stages. 

Some communities will 
have rudimentary aqueducts 
and storage tanks to supply a 
few houses in the richer areas 


while the rest of the people 
near enough to the distribu¬ 
tion network will rely on pub¬ 
lic stand-pipes. 

Those who live in more af¬ 
fluent communities will have 
more connections to the 
house or garden and a larger 
number of stand-pipes closer 
to the majority of users. In 
these communities, the water 
will be improved and made 
safer in treatment plants. 

Julian Bharier, Senior

Water and Telecommunica 
tions Department of the 
World Bank, says: "To reach 
the 1990 target, all govern¬ 
ments will have to increase 
the emphasis on water supply 
in their development plans. 

“Commitments by, interna¬ 
tional agencies such as the 
World Bank and WHO to as 
sist in developing feasible 
programs will have to be in¬ 
creased and benefiting com¬ 
munities will have to in 
crease their efficient use of 
water supply systems."

Preoccupation 
with own affairs 


WASHINGTON, D.C. - 
Have you noticed how little 
“foreign” news there is these 
days? That go®S" for most 
parts of the world. 

Yes, there are exceptions. 
In the Middle East there is 
strain, tension, and change in 
the making where Arabs and 
Israelis test wits and 
strengths against each other. 
There is still something less 
than accommodation in 
Northern Ireland. Black 
guerrillas make forays 
against whites in Rhodesia. 
The Soviets have a venture 
going in Ethiopia which is 
causing justified concern in 
the capitals of Western Eu 
rope and in Washington 
China and the Soviet Union 
line their common frontier 
with troops and watch each 
other with deep suspicion 

But the big news In the 
United States is of matters 
concerning the economy and 
polities. Can Jimmy Carter 
dampen down the inflation 
without increasing unem 
ployment? 

in Britain the main news is 
the economics and politics; 
the revival of economic sta¬ 
bility and the meaning of that 
happy condition to the pros 
pcctive fortunes of Labor and 
Tories. At the moment Labor 
prospects are high. 

The news in and from 
China is of the gradual re-es 
tablishment of economic and 
political stability. The new 
regime Is emphasizing eco¬ 
nomic pragmatism. Exami¬ 
nations are being put back in 
schools and universities. 
Quality rather than Ideology 
is being preached. And how 
long can this change of direc¬ 
tion last? 

The main news in and from 
Russia is about economics 
and politics. What can the 
Soviet government do to 
overcome the tendency to 
stagnation in the economy? 
How long will the present 
aging leadership continue? 
What will happen when the 
Brezhnev generation passes 
from the scene? 

Throughout Western Eu¬ 
rope economic conditions 
make top news. Can a new 
government be put together 
in Italy which could make 
headway against inflation? 
Will the Communists and So¬ 
cialists hold together in the 
next French election and 
break the coalition of the 
centre which has long domin¬ 
ated French politics? Can 
Spain and Portugal overcome 
their gnawing economic 
problems? How long will the 
West German people be sa 
tisfied with the present pace 
of the prosperity? ^ 

The common denominator 
of it all is the preoccupation 
of peoples with their own af 
fairs at home. Domestic 
events make news, not what 
one country is doing or might 


\ 



do or is not doing to another. 
Except for the Middle East, 
Africa and Southeast Asia 
there are few guns being 
fired and little evidence of 
any serious danger of an out¬ 
break of firing. j 

None of this proves that 
some great new outbreak of 
trouble is not germinating as 
yet out of sight between or 
among nations. Nor does it 
rule out some economic ca¬ 
tastrophe which could domi¬ 
nate the policy-making deci¬ 
sions of one or more 
important countries and it¬ 
self revive the importance of 
"foreign” news. But for the 
moment at least the world is 
in a condition which has not 
been known since the middle 
’20s. 

Back when Calvin Coolidge 
was President of the United 
States and Ramsay MacDon¬ 
ald and Stanley Baidu In were 
exchanging occupancy of 10 
Downing Street with each 
other and Social Democrats 
were running Germany, 
times were similar. There^ 
were economic problems, but 
no crisis. There was lively 
interest in domestic polties, 
but no great issues of life and 
death were involved. 

The condition in those days 
was called “normalcy.” •* 

The primary sympton of it 
w as preoccupation of the peo¬ 
ple of each country w ith their 
own local problems and acti¬ 
vities. There was little news 
of what one was doing or not 
doing to another until the 
whole condition was rocked 
first by the Great Depression 
and then by the rise of Adolf 
Hitler. “Foreign” news cam© 
back into its own with a ven¬ 
geance with those two events. 

From then until these im¬ 
mediate limes, news was 
made by the rise and fall of 
the military distatorships, 
the rise of Soviet power, the 
rivalry-between Moscow and 
Washington and the awaken¬ 
ing of a cohesive and disci¬ 
plined China. 

We have had a half a cen¬ 
tury of “foreign” news. Now 
we are having a respite from 
it. May it last longer than the 
“normalcy” of Calvin Coo¬ 
lidge.

In the never-ending game of political one-upmanship, 
the people in power always have the edge on the outsiders 

looking in. 

The reason for that is simple: They know what's going to 
happen while the outsiders can only guess. The insider can 
taunt or hint or push or pull. The outsider can only respond 
And so we had during the past week the spectacle of 
Premier Bennett suggesting, with just the right amount of 
twinkle in the eye. that his coming 1978-79 budget would be 
so good that he wouldn't mind fighting an election on it 
With the polish of a quick-learning professional, he 
quickly added that he didn't want anyone running off and 
shouting that he was thinking of calling an election. As a 
matter of fact, he added, he didn't really want an election 
This year because there was just too much to do 

He pleaded with the reporters present not to exaggerate 
what he was saying. "Please don't go away and say I'm 
threatening anybody," he said. So we obliged him with a 
headline Premier Threatens Snap Election. 

In the strange world of politics both the premier and the 
headline were correct. He had made a generally gentle 
statement on his new budget and said he wouldn't mind 
gqing to the people on it. He also got in a few shots about 
NDP financial irresponsibility and the financial mess they'd 
left behind when they left office in 1975. 

In context the statements were made casually almost in 
the form of throw-away lines. But a premier like Bennett 
doesn't make casual remarks. They were calculated re¬ 
marks designed to get a reaction from the Opposition and 
from the people Some people call it kite flying.

Badly mauled by the emergence of Oak Bay's fabulous 
recreation centre as the area's number one leisure facility, 
the Crystal had been demoted to the rank of white elephant 

Kids shunned it$"Ttjtd and institutional atmosphere. 
Economy-minded adults concluded that they were getting 
more for their money in Oak Bay. All of which resulted in 
dwindling revenues and a worried city council. 

The aldermen realized last year that something had in 
be done. They even allocated $62,000 for the installation of a 
sauna, a swirlpool and some electronic timing gear 

But were tile improvements made? Of course not. There 
was the question of provincial grants which might be 
secured. Council reasoned that once the project was com 
pleted. the province might not be in too much of a rush lo 
shell out funds. 

So the Crystal limped a little further down the road to 
oblivion. Until Aid. Robin Blencoe took the matter in hand 
and lobbied for immediate installation of the aforemen 
Honed facilities. 

But he didn't stop there. He compiled a list of additional 
improvements, including expansion of the lounge, more 
parking, renovations lo the office and exercise areas and 
perhaps installation of a solarium, a room with heat or 
health lamps. 

The parks and recreation committee, of which Blencoe 
is chairman, bought the proposal at last week's meeting and 
work will begin April 1. Total cost of the improvements is 
estimated at $247,000 of which $62,000 has already been 
approved. The rest is to be included in the 1978 budget 

All that’s left to be said is: What took you so long? 

I'm sure with the improvements, the city can turn the 
loss picture around and show more revenue. But more 
important, the pool, which is one of the finest in Western 
Canada from a technical point of view, will be used by the 
community. 

And that, it seems to me. is the whole idea of having a 
swimming pool in tile first place

one of their own. 

It also caused a bit of 
apprehension at Great 
Western Savings and 
Loan Association which 
had Just laid out It million 
for Wayne to be Its spokes¬ 
man. When Wayne's first 
Great Western commer¬ 
cial aired In December 
and hate mall began to 
flow Into the Beverly Hills 
headquarters, the appre¬ 
hension rose a couple of 
notches. 

In the past couple of 
months more than 30 
pieces of mail blasting 
Wayne have reached GW 
president F. Montgom¬ 
ery's desk. And countless 
others arrived at the asso¬ 
ciation's branches. 

Did Great Western's 
use of the Western star 
backfire? 

“Not at all." according 
to Montgomery. “In fact, 
in December — the first 
month the commercials 
were shown — we did bet¬ 
ter than anybody In the 
business.” 

Great Western had a net 
savings gain of $8 million 
in December, a month 
that traditionally is bad 
for Savings and Loans be¬ 
cause of heavy withdraw¬ 
als for holiday spending. 
California Savings and 
Loans as a whole suffered 
a net outflow of $120 mil¬ 
lion during the month, ac¬ 
cording to the Federal 
Home Loan Bank of San 
Francisco. 

In January, when the 
GW campaign really 
gathered steam, Great 
Western recorded a $21 
millon net savings gain. 
California Savings and 
Loans as a group had a 
$482 million net inflow 
during the month, includ¬ 
ing $200 million of short¬ 
term corporate deposits. 

“Our December and 
January gains came ex¬ 
clusively frdm over-the- 
counter deposits," Mont¬ 
gomery said. “That's the 
kind of business we were 
trying to attract with the 
Wayne commercials — 
the mom and pop savirtgs 
that will remain on depos¬ 
it rather than the big 
short-term deposits that 
are made as investments. 
Those passbook accounts 
are the bread and butter 
of the industry.” 


But the hate mil) did 
come In — with many 
writers threatening to 
cloae their accounts at 
Great Western. 

One "fan” letter ad¬ 
dressed to Wayne began: 
"You greedy, over rated 
old fakir . . .” and got 
nastier as It went along. 

Another unsigned card, 
purporting to be the 
“voice of the people and 
the motion picture and 
television Industry,” ad¬ 
vised the Duke to "take 
off that cowboy 
hat . . . you have been 
wearing for the past 30 
years and expose that 
REAL John Wayne to this 
public.” The writer in¬ 
formed Wayne that he Is 
now “hanging In effigy In 
millions of homes across 
this nation.” It was sug¬ 
gested that Wayne move 
to Panama "where you 
say all your friends are. 
You certainly are no 
longer an American.” 

One writer hinted dark¬ 
ly that Wayne, who has 
been described as a su¬ 
perpatriot by his more lib¬ 
eral critics, was actually 
"stooging" for "Fidel 
(Castro) and all the other 
Communists who want the 
treaties signed." 

While some of the mail 
was clearly of the crank 
variety In Montgomery's 
view, other letters were 
written by persons whom 
he felt were sincerely 
upset that their hero had 
supported the treaties. 

To those, who had 
signed and included their 
address, Montgomery 
sent a reply. 

“I explained that John 
Wayne is a public figure * 
who has never shied away 
from an issue and that 
some people are bound to 
disagree with him,” 
Montgomery said. He also 
noted that just as Great 
Western doesn't inquire 
into the politics of its em¬ 
ployees, It took the same 
position with Wayne. 

Montgomery was re¬ 
lieved. however, to dis¬ 
cover that the Wayne 
commercial had favor¬ 
able — rather than unfa¬ 
vorable — impact on the 
saving public. 

Fans have been swiping 
Wayne posters from GW 
branches as fast as 
they're put up, and the

association has been 
swamped with requests 
for copies. Montgomery 
says GW plans to offer 
them as a giveaway soon. 

When Great Western 
announced it had signed 
Wayne last December, it 
caused quite a stir in the 
Savings and Loan and ad¬ 
vertising industries. The 
all-time box office king 
had made one earlier ven¬ 
ture into TV commercials 

— for a headache remedy 

— and reportedly was so 
unhappy with the results 
that he vowed never to do 
commercials again. 

But GW and its ad agen¬ 
cy. Dailey and Associ¬ 
ates, were determined to 
land Wayne. It took six 
months to persuade the 
Duke to sign the three- 
year contract at $350,000 a 
year. Two one-yoar op¬ 
tions, if exercised, would 
bring the total to $2 mil¬ 
lion-plus. 

Wayne, commenting in 
an interview on the hate 
mail said: “It's unfortu¬ 
nate. but those things hap¬ 
pen.” After making an un¬ 
printable comment about 
his association with the 
headache remedy pro¬ 
ducer. Wayne said of 
Great Western, "I'm very 
pleased to work for that 
outfit." 

Asked whether he really 
has a voice in writing the 
scripts, Wayne said, "A 


voice? Hell, 1 write them. 
That young man at Dailey 
(the ad agency) who 
worked with me thought 1 
was a big pain at first, but 
now he's sold on the re¬ 
sults." 

Wayne said that when 
he signed the contract “1 
told them I'd make three 
commeelals at a time so 
they wouldn’t run the 
same goddamn one over 
and over because people 
would get sick of watching 
it. But they’ve shown the 
first three so often that I 
want to make some new 
ones.”

“They're getting lots of flack from their 
neighbors, Ilurren said, “Every time they turn 
around, someone different asks: ‘How about 
channelling some free booze to us?’ and other 
rude comments and it’s just not fair." 

If Mair is truly concerned about security at 
the warehouse, he should modernize the ware¬ 
house operation and set up more efficient 
methods of checking stock rather than threaten¬ 
ing the introduction of armed guards, he said. 

Earlier, Mair said he is prepared to turn the 
warehouse into an armed camp if necessary to 
stop thefts, which he estimated totalled $1 mil

CROWN POINT, lnd, 
(Reuter) — Indiana's “hair 
hoaxer,” accused of posing 
as a physician and persuad¬ 
ing women to cut their hair 
and apply caustic solutions to 
their heads, has been found 
not guilty of all charges b> 
reason of insanity. 

A county court jury here 
deliberated for eight hours 
before returning the verdict 
in the trial of Joseph Smie- 
tana, 32, who was ordered 
held in custody pending psy¬ 
chiatric testing. 

Smietana, an unemployed 
longshoreman, had been 
charged with two counts of 
practising medicine without 
a licence and three counts of 
making annoying telephone 
calls. 

More than two dozen north¬ 
ern Indiana women got tele¬ 
phone calls in 1976 from a 
mysterious “doctor" who 
warned them of a parasitic 
disease and urged them to cut 
their hair and apply caustic- 
solutions. 


At least 12 of the women 
were injured by burns, in¬ 
cluding one who followed the 
doctor's orders to apply light¬ 
er fluid to her head and hold it 
over an open flame. 

Smietana, who did not tes¬ 
tify during the trial, was ar¬ 
rested in January, 1977, when 
a woman he had called held 
him on the phone while police 
traced the call.

LONDON, Ont>(CP) — 
Judd Buchanan, federal min¬ 
ister of state for science and 
technology, said Friday un¬ 
necessary spending on social 
programs was depriving sci¬ 
entific research of the in¬ 
creased financial support it 
needed. 

The Ontario MP told sci¬ 
ence teachers attending a 
professional development 
session that payment of fami¬ 
ly allowance benefits, re¬ 
gardless of income levels, 
was a disservice to other 
areas which deserved more 
federal support. 

By withholding cost-of-liv¬ 
ing increases in family allow¬ 
ance payments to more afflu¬ 
ent families, the government 
would give itself more finan¬ 
cial leeway. Buchanan said. 

He told the 160 teachers 
that it would be more benefi¬ 
cial if the government used 
money spent on increases in 
family allowances to support 
scientific research. 





Radiation hastening ‘old-age’ diseases? 


VANCOUVER (CP) - An 
American cancer researcher 
say> her work Indicates that 
an Increase In the general 
population's exposure to ra¬ 
diation Is increasing the risk 
of diseases normally asso¬ 
ciated with old age. 

Dr. Rosalie Bertell of Buf¬ 
falo, N.Y., said her study in¬ 
dicated that exposure to ra- 
dlatlun from x-rays, uranium 
mines, nuclear power plants, 
nut-leap bomb fallout and 
other sources is causing sig¬ 
nificantly Increased risk of 
cancer, heart and kidney 
malfunction, diabetes, hard¬ 
ening of the arteries, anemia, 
respiratory diseases and 


many varieties of benign 
tumors. 

“Radiation exposure 
mimics what happens in the 
aging process." she said In an 
interview. “It doesn't mean 
you'll feel any different at 33 
than you did at 32. for In¬ 
stance, or that you'll die any 
sooner. But you'll just live on 
with these diseases." 

Bertell, 49. senior cancer 
research scientist at the 
state-run Roswell Park Me¬ 
morial Institute In Buffalo, 
said the adverse effects of 
low-level radiation leakage 
had been consistently un¬ 
derestimated by government 
and industry since the Second 
World War.

same goes for that other form 
of art peculiar to this land, 
ikebana or flower arranging. 

More familhtr to outsiders, 
thp lea ceremony is another 
component of local culture 
and one whose purposobs not 
unlike that of gardening: You 
don't just gulp down a cup of 
green tea as you would in a 
restaurant. Instead, you fol¬ 
low prescribed etiquette, a 
ritual, and at the end you 
realize the ceremony aecotn- 
pllshcs its objective, to give 
you a break from life's hectic 
pace. 

While this mostly volcanic 
region abounds with under¬ 
ground springs said to allevi¬ 
ate or cure a host of mala¬ 
dies, the high quality of the 
clay found here, and the 
area's highly skilled artisans, 
accounts for the beauty of the 
local pottery. 

In Kagoshima you can In¬ 
spect several major kilns 
where the delicate Satsuma 
pottery is produced. Satsuma 
being the name which Identi¬ 
fies the ^ rca's unique style, 
textures and colors. 

Nearby is Miyama, a vil¬ 
lage where almost everyone 
is a top ceramist. There are a 
dozen or so potteries there, 
producing both the dark 
glazed Naesfiirogawa-yaki 
''masculine” pieces and the 
light hand-painted Ryumon- 
gi-yaki “feminine” style, as 


they have without Interrup¬ 
tion since the 16th century. 

Observing today's potters, 
basket weavers, fabric dc 
signers and other artists and 
artisans should be coupled 
with a look at the art pro¬ 
duced by their ancestors, 
something you can enjoy 
without trouble since muse¬ 
ums devoted to just such ex¬ 
hibits abound throughout 
Japan. 

Here the place is the Shoko 
Shuscikan Museum next door 
to the Iso Gardens. Built In 
1855 for the production of 
glass, guns and ceramics, the 
structures now house a splen¬ 
did collection of glassware, 
pottery and furniture.

Island* afftphubby of mine 
(If you hadn't guessed!). So 
ate beache*. The word 
caresses me In every tongue 
— plage In French, playa in 
Spanish, praia In Portuguese. 
Somehow In 10 or 15 years of 
chasing Islands and beaches I 
had not only missed Barba¬ 
dos but had failed to absorb 
the necessary Intelligence on 
her wondrous west coast. 

My criteria for great 
beaches are. 1 admit, rather 
lofty. One, the sand has to be 
fine and firm but soft enough 
to tickle the toes and cushion 
a recumbent body, Two. the 
beach must be long and undu¬ 
lating with lots of hidden 
curves. Three. Ihe shoreline 
must be studded with exotic 
rock formations or coconut 
palms, seagrape, casuarina. 
Four, the water has to be 
clear and luminous but not so 
gentle It can't slap you off- 
stride. 

By one of these standards 
or another, all the beaches 1 
had toed earlier this winter 
had failed. Tortola's were too 
short, Hilton Head’s too 
straight. Haiti's too retnote. 

Barbados may be best 
known for its production of 
sugar cane and cricket play¬ 
ers. but we beach aficionados 
recognize the little British 
Commonwealth island for Its 
classically contrasting shore¬ 
lines. On the Atlantic side, 
where I stayed, at Sam 
Lord's Castle. Ihe surf tum¬ 
bles in on a brisk wind, and 
sea and sky meet somewhere 
in a blue mist. There is a 
force, a drama always pres¬ 
ent. 

Just a few miles across Ihe 
island, the west coast faces a 
flat, clear Caribbean. This Is 
the Platinum or Gold Coast 
along which most of the ex¬ 
pensive hotels are strung out. 
Don’t be deceived. This is not 
a top-heavy hotel strip where 
ladies in gold lame stretch 
out in the shadows of con¬ 
crete cubes. Most of the es- 
tablisments are small, ram¬ 
bling, and not a threat to the 
almost unbroken 14 miles of 
matchless beach. 

My exploration of the west 
coast began on a cloudless 
Friday morning (tempera¬ 
ture 28 degrees C) just north 
of the capital city of Bridge¬ 
town where the beach starts 
its meandering course to¬ 
ward -Speighstown, Ihe sec¬ 
ond largest city. My two fel¬ 
low voyagers and i huddled 
on the beach in front of Cun- 
ard's Paradise Beach Club 
and decided we y;ould hike 
until we (l) dropped or (2) 
reached the Sandy Lane 
Hotel, about a third of (he 
way up the shore. 

Travelling light is ihe key 
lo beach louring. There may 
be a rocky headland to climb 
along the way, or you may 
want to take on coconuts or 
conch shells. When we asked 
Ray Burrowes at the Prin¬ 
cess activities desk if he’d 
keep our excess baggage 
while we hiked to the Sandy 
Lane, he shot us the kind of 
look Columbus must have re¬ 
ceived back in Genoa. He

Well, we did. And when we 
got to the posh, Palladlan- 
style resort where dozen* of 
tourists (paying $190 a day 
double) lay smartly on their 
chaises, we three disheveled 
Crusoe* rewarded ourselves 
with hamburgers at poolside. 
After lunch we squeezed onto 
a crowded bus (a retooled 
truck really) arid rode back 
to Paradise Beach. Ray Bur¬ 
rowes wasn’t there to hear 
our story, but he might not 
have believed it anyway.

said we might manage the 
three or four miles — but not 
entirely on the beach: we 
would never get past the 
rocks. 

At the outset I frankly 
doubted we were on a classic 
beach. But once we left the 
last lounge chair behind and 
had rounded the first sandy 
curve. 1 know this was sacred 
ground. The sand felt right 
underfoot, the casuarinas 
bent to the shoreline, and 
coral boulders reared up at 
water's edge, slapped by the 
not-too-genlle surf. Best of 
all, we three were all but 
alone. 

Once wc passed a young 
Barbadian standing patiently 
in the surf holding a cane 
fishing pole. Further on, a 
boy lay beneath a tree beside 
his bicycle, gazing out to sea. 

Barbados beaches are pub¬ 
lic. Even in front of hotels, 
Ihe sand belongs to passersby 
as much as it does lo paying 
guests. There are shaded, 
public lanes leading down to 
the beach from the coastal 
road. From one of these lanes 
emerged a Barbadian man 
wearing only tattered shorts 
and carrying gf large card¬ 
board box. He didn’t know it, 
but he waslo be our pathfind¬ 
er. our guiding light. 

Walking just ahead of us, 
the man encountered a mas¬ 
sive set of boulders blocking 
the beach. He hoisted the box 
overhead, waded in waist- 
deep and picked his way 
around the rocks. We fol¬ 
lowed. Crabs scuttled over 
the spiny coral. The ^urf 
dashed past us. rolling in to¬ 
ward darkened grottos. Civi¬ 
lization returned. In front of 
the Barbados Beach Village, 
an attractive little hotel that 


rambles through seaside 
cliffs, the boys at the water 
sports desk offered lo sail us 
the remaining way for $5. 
With the tide rising, they said 
we'd never reach the Sandy 
Lane via the beach.

PRETORIA-lull possible J 
that the famous white lions of 
Tlmbavatl, now in the Pre- { 
torla zoo. have a wild rela¬ 
tive? There is reason to think 
so. 

A South African tour guide. 
Bruce Barton, who special¬ 
izes In areas like Kruger Na¬ 
tional Park, has had a wild 
white lion under surveillance 
-for some time and Is of the 
opinion that it Is a Tlmbavatl 
relative. Barton's lion, like 
the Tlmbavatl animals, has a 
while coal and eyes of normal 
color. 

Barton first heard of the 
lion from a resident ranger at 
Kruger and set about trying 
to track It down. He eventual¬ 
ly came across it In the Huto- 
ml Triangle region of Kruger 
— a location close enough to 
where the Pretoria white 
linns were found to substan¬ 
tiate the belief the animals 
might be related. 

The unusual lion, chris¬ 
tened 01' Whitey, was an esti¬ 
mated two years old vthen 
first sighted. He was then liv¬ 
ing with a pride of some 17 
lions.

Lions tend to move away 
from the pride at about the 
age of three or four, and there 
were fears that 01' Whitey, 
because of his color, would 
not be accepted by any lion¬ 
ess. Another fear was that, 
like the Timbavati lions, he 
would be hard-pressed to 
catch prey because of his 
give-away colors. 

But it doesn’t seem to turn¬ 
ing out that way. Recently 01 
Whitey, now some three 
years old, has been seen in 
the company of several 
Kruger lionesses, which to 
Barton indicates that he is at 
least virile and acceptable to 
the females.

LAUSANNE. Switzerland 
— Alpine athletea like to 
think skiing is the national 
pastime. 

Don’t you believe It. 

It's eating. 

To a North American visi¬ 
tor. It Is both a paradise and a 
paradox. With the Swiss de¬ 
voting too much time to big 
breakfasts, elaborate lunches 
and delectable dinners, why 
aren’t they fat? 

My conclusion Is that they 
expend a great deal of energy 
digesting (hose meals and the 
between-meals snacks that 
are irresistable. 

Switzerland opens a whole 
new world for the junk-food 
junkie. It has no junk food 
The absence goes unnoticed 
for the substitutions are di¬ 
vine. 

Walk In any Swiss city and 
see for yourself. Sidewalk 
cafes offer frequent slops for 
small cups of steaming hot 
chocolate awash with thick 
cream. 

If compulsion keeps you 
walking, the armoa drifting 
through the open doors of 
pastry shops will tantalize. 

Go in. Give in. Face the 
decisions. 

Glass cases hold trays of 
two-bite-size pastry shells 
filled with imaginative mix¬ 
tures of fruit, custard, nuts 
and candied flower petals. I 
dare you to resist. 

Climb yet another cobble¬ 
stone-paved hill as hunger 
overwhelms you. Behold! A 
chocolate oasis awaits you. 

Swiss candy stores make 
dreamy anticipation a neces¬ 
sary step to buying. Baskets 
are stlcked by the door. Take 
one. In polished wood half¬ 
barrels are perhaps 30 
choices of individually 
wrapped chocolates, filled 
with fruits, nuts, creamy or 
chewy centres, or with fruit- 
flavored liqueurs. Bright foil 
wrappers keep the chocolates 
antiseptic but do not camou¬ 
flage the intoxicating aroma. 

With the willpower of a 
martyr, you may be able to 
browse without buying more 
than a pound of these varied 
delights. That won’t be more 
than one of each kind. But 
you can afford to be miserly. 
There are more shops offer¬ 
ing other varieties within a 
. mile. Buy, munch, and walk 
on.' 

LaUsanne is a delight to 
study on foot. It is stacked up 
a terrace hillside from Lake 
Leman. (Residents of Gene¬ 
va at the tip of the lake call 
the same water Lake Gene¬ 
va) Some sidewalks are so 
steep they become stairs. 

The city snuggles between 
the lake and the Alps: has a 
benign climate.

The French-speaking city has 
dash, flair and beauty. 

Delicate spires top 
churches: crenelated towers 
mark the corners of for 
tresses; fountains and flower 
boxes accent the winding 
streets. Art galleries and mu¬ 
seums abut the most elegant 
boutiques where the Swiss 
and visitors shop together.

The ratings are based on 
three nights’ bed and break¬ 
fast, two hotel a la carte din¬ 
ners, one average restaurant 
dinner, three bottles of house 
wine, five whiskies, one hotel 
lunch, two snack meals, and 
a five kilometre taxi ride. 

On this basis the index 
ranges from 35 for Nicosia to 
160 for Frankfurt. Sme other 
key cities in descending order 
of cost—Paris 145, New York 
124, London 100, Tokyo 98, 
Chicago 95, Montreal 88 (only 
Canadian city listed).

Office-death 
firm is sued 

VANCOUVER (CP) — The parents of a woman Shot to 
death two years ago have filed a writ in B.C. Supreme Court 
c (aiming damages because their daughter’s employer failed 
to take measures to protect her. 

The writ was filed by Elizabeth Lillian Garbutt, adminis¬ 
trator of her daughter's estate, who is claiming damages 
under the Families’ Compensation Act against Facit-Addo 
(Canada) Ltd. and Dennis Fea. 

The suit arises from the death of Doreen Garbutt, who was 
killed in the Facit-Addo offices in Vancouver on March 5, 
1976. 

The 35-year-old office manager was shot and killed by a 
disgruntled former employee who broke into the office 
warning that “action would be taken” if they failed to pay 
him $100,000 for what he considered wrongful dismissal. 

Guy Jean Barnier, then 36, also shot Fea, 39, the com¬ 
pany’s branch manager, but he survived

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Educators urged to assess themselves- 

STOP, TEACHERS TOLD 


if teachers take time to 
stop and think about what 
they are doing, and take the 
elemental step of letting their 
pupils know what it Is. both 
will be better motivated, two 
education professors told 
Saanich district teachers Fri¬ 
day. 

Dr. Barry Cook of Simon 
Fraser University, who said 
education was one of the ”ru- 
shlest” fields of endeavor 
today, said teachers should 
occasionally turn an old 
axiom around, and “don’t 
just do something, stand 
there.” 

Human beings are not ba 
lanced unless they "stand 
still, and listen Jo the silence 
from within," Cook said. 

By assessing their own 
goals more carefully, teach¬ 
ers could better teach their 
pupils "strategy formation” 
which they can apply to all 
areas of life, rather than ro¬ 
telearning with only limited 
application, Cook said, 

"Formal education Is here 
to slay, but what is taught 
and to whom it is taught is 
going to change drastically. 

Cook also came out 
strongly in support of sabbat¬ 
icals which provide oppor¬ 
tunities for reflection which 
are often missing during the 
regular working year. 

University of Victoria edu¬ 
cation professor Paul Butter- 
worth said motivation sprang 
from two other factors, car¬ 
ing and instruction. 

“Do you really care about 
your students and how they 
are learning? If you do care 
you will organize your class 
so that children will be suc¬ 


cessful. And If your children 
learn successfully they will 
have motivation," 

Many current educational 
concepts, such an "motiva¬ 
tional seta,” "contingency 
contracting," Adlerian psy¬ 
chology, and behavior modi¬ 
fication are often used as 
gimmicks In the classroom, 
Butterworth said. 

“There is no way a child 
can be motivated to do some¬ 
thing he is failing," he stated. 

In organizing a class to pro¬ 
duce highly-motivated stu¬ 
dents, a teacher should first 
write down the “Instructional 
outcome.” A teacher who is 
uncertain about what he is 
trying to teach will communi¬ 
cate that uncertainty to stu¬ 
dents. 

"If you want somebody to 
learn something, you have to 
tell them what it is.” 

In the absence of this step, 
pupils will play games with 
the teacher, such as "psych¬ 
ing the teacher out" or writ¬ 
ing the kind of paper they 
think is likely to get them a 
good grade. 

Recent educational re¬ 
search shows that if students 
know what they are to learn, 
and what they will be tested 
on, they will be more inspired 
to learn It, Butterworth said. 
If education becomes a 
guessing game, the only stu¬ 
dents likely to learn are those 
who already know the an¬ 
swer. 

Once children know what 
they should learn, the teacher 
should make an attempt to 
learn how much they already 
know. 

Butterworth recounted the 


story of a child who frustrat¬ 
ed a kindergarten teacher be¬ 
cause she refused to say the 
sounds of the letters of the 
alphabet. He observed the 
' hlld during class, verifying 
the teacher’s observations. 
But he also noticed during the 
recess that the child was 
reading Dr. Seuss books to 
other children. 

Grade 5 students with 
Grade 3 reading ability are 
not motivated to learn be¬ 
cause they can't, Butter¬ 
worth said. A lengthy diagno¬ 
sis is not necessary for this 
step, he said. A brief check at 
the beginning of the year 
should be sufficient. 

Finally, teachers should 
make corrective remarks. In 
a test where one groups was 
given letter grades, a second 
group had their mistakes cir¬ 
cled. and a third group had 
mistakes circled and correc¬ 
tions made, there was no 
change in the performance of 
the first group, a slight im¬ 


provement In the perfor¬ 
mance of the second, and a 
significant change in the per¬ 
formance of the third. 

Evaluation and testing, he 
stressed, should be an Inte¬ 
gral part of the teaching pro¬ 
gram. 


"There are only two good 
reasona for evaluation: To 
find out what the kid knows 
and to find out how well 
they are learning. Evaluation 
is of no motivational value if 
it comes at the end of the

SECURITY TIGHTER FOR UN ENVOYS 


UNITED NATIONS (AP) - Many UN 
delegations have posted additional guards 
and tightened security at their missions in 
the last few months, a period marked by a 
sudden Increase in terrorist acts and kid¬ 
nappings in Europe and Latin America. 

Most of the guards are foreign security 
agents with diplomatic immunity, and some 
are skilled in the martial arts. A few of the 
envoys they protect also carry weapons, 
even into UN headquarters. 

Col. Harold Trimble of Canada, the UN’s 
security chief, says there has been a noti¬ 
ceable increase in the number of body 


guards accompanying visiting foreign digni¬ 
taries. 

"How do 1 know? It's a simple question of 
arithmetic When these officials dine up 
there (with Secretary-General Kurt Wald 
heim), our boys take their security men to 
the cafeteria, and (here is no doubl there has 
been a noticeable increase over the past few 
months.” 

Trimble says the 236 men under his com¬ 
mand have taken special precautions fol- 
. lowing the recent spate of terrorist kidnap¬ 
pings abroad, but the colonel refuses to 
discuss them, saying that would be "giving 
our plan away." But some remote television 


cameras have appeared at strategic corners 
and random pass checks have become more 
frequent. 

Some diplomats continue to bring guns 
into the UN building in violation of the house 
rules. But Trimble admits there Isn’t much 
UN guards can do since the diplomats are 
not searched. 

A West European official says security is 
so tight and elaborate at some missions that 
they resemble "a maximum-security pris¬ 
on." 

The official, who asked not to be identi¬ 
fied. says "prudent" governments should 
step up security at their UN missions be¬ 


cause "they are practically sitting ducks " 
He claims that the foreign diplomats in New 
York are among the least protected In the 
world. 

The U.S. mission is watched over by uni 
formed guards and all visitors are scanned 
by television cameras. 

Heavily-protected diplomats include the 
ambassadors of the United States. Soviet 
Union. Egypt. Israel, Jordan, Syria, Iraq 
and Cuba 

U.S. federal agents are assigned to the 
office of the Palestine Liberation Organiza 
lion, a target of frequent threats by the 
militant Jewish Defence League

Saturday from U.S. astro¬ 
nauts Gerald Carr.

A hospital In Greater Vic¬ 
toria, Rest Haven at Sidney, 
has been mentioned in a B.C. 
study as one of three hospi 
tals in the province which are 
ritfid in their application of 
the abortion law 

The study was made by the 
B.C. Federation of Women 

Women seeking abortions 
in B.C. sometimes face emo 
tionai harm and risky delays 
because of arbitrary inter 
pretation of abortion laws by 
hospitals, the study found. 

It observed that hospital 
abortion committees were 
generally liberal in their in 
terpretalion of the abortion 
laws, but the,,availabf!ity and 
promptness of service varied 
from region to region. 

Researcher Jenna Jordison 
said that in some areas 
women were unable to get 
factual information on abor 
lion laws from doctors or hos¬ 
pitals. 

She said red tape and foot- 
dragging by medical author 
it ion. including some hospital 
abortion committees, result- 
id in delays of “two weeks ai 
an absolute minimum, and 
often much longer. 

The abortion situation in 
R C. puts women in a degrad 
ing, powerless position, sub 
iect to the personal and often 
arbitrary predispositions of 
mainly male lawmakers and 
medical personnel."' 

Jordison said the,study, 
which surveyed 36 hospitals, 
singled out Kelowna General 
Hospital. Fraser Canyon Hos 
pilal in Hope and Rest Haven 
at Sidney as “rigid in their 
application of the law " 

It's not impossible to get 
abortions in those hospitals, 
hut they are not very sympa 
thetic to those cases which 
they don't see as a dear 
health danger to the 
woman ' 

Dan Cher veil ka Fraser 
Canyon administrator, 
agreed that abortions were 
very difficult to obtain at his 
hospital 

“Most of the doctors on our 
resident staff have the per¬ 
sonal opinion that they don t 
want to gel involved in abor 
lions." Chervonka said. 

Kelowna General adminis¬ 
trator Colin Flliott said: 

“We re not a rubber stamp 
and we don't provide abortion 
on demand, but anybody who 
.has a well-documented need 
can get an abortion " 

Rest Haven administrator 
1).L. Dunsfield said his hospi 
lal owned by the Seventh 
Day Adventist Church, "has 
an abortion committee the 
>ame as any other hospital 
and we obey the law." He 
refused to comment further 

The federation survey. 

< ompiled through interviews 
with hospital administrators, 
physicians and local women's 
groups and released Friday, 
indicated that 20 of the 36 
hospitals canvassed required 
ihe husband's consent for 
abortion, even though this • 
was not required by law 

In nine hospitals, legal 
papers were required to 
prove separation. Jordison 
said many smaller hospitals 
insisted that abortions take 
place before the 12th week of 
pregnancy, but then imposed 
red tape restrictions that 
made this virtually impossi¬ 
ble!. 

“The delays mean that 
women must face costly and 
time-consuming travel to 
those larger centres where 
they can get abortions with¬ 
out having to meet a residen 
cy requirement." she said. 


“We feel that the decision 
on whether to have an abor 
tion should be made by^he 
woman and her doctor, not 
the abortion committees" she 
said. “This would prevent un 
necessary delays, as well as 
putting the responsibility 
where it belongs 

She said the federation

position was that abortions 
should preferably be avail¬ 
able within eight weeks, and 
definitely within 12. 

Jacqueline Simpson, head 
of the federation’s health' 
committee, noted that sever¬ 
al communities reported a 
complete lack of readily 
available information on 
birth control.

Bodycomb is a freelance 
inventor, a vanishing breed 
lie’s out of work now, and 
hasn’t had much success sell 
ing the Sonic Whistle to De 
troit or the conservative pulp

An Australian by birth. Bn 
dycombhas 15 Canadian. IS 
and British patents on vari 
mis inventions such as ski 
bindings, a rotary engine, a 
process that prevents eorro 
sion on steam turbines in 
large power stations and the 


use of recycled dry-form fibre 
in corrugated board plants to 
reduce pollution 
“I was the first person to 
drive a rotary engine in Aus 
tralia. It was shown by the 
Australian Petroleum infor 
mation Bureau at the Mel 
bourne auto show in I960,” he 
said Friday in ah interview. 

Bodycomb used to work for 
(he Australian department of 
agriculture, developing farm 
equipment. 

lie moved recently from 
Montreal to North Vancou¬ 
ver. While back Fast he tried 
10 get the pulp and paper 
industry interested in a mono 
rail system to replace con 
volitional road building and 
reduce environmental dam 
age to forests 
lie- had no more luck with 
(lie industrv there than in 
B C 

Basically, he said, the Sonic 
Whistle does these things 


• It instantly chemically con¬ 
verts “black liquor" (a chem 
ical from the pulping proems) 
by oxidizing it. The process 
usually takes hours. 

• It can scrub flue gases in a 
mill and reduce air pollution 

The Sonic Whistle comes in 
different sizes—from a small 
four-inch model to a larger 
adjustable 34-inch model. 

The 34-inch model. Body 
comb said, w as developed for 
high-speed spray coating of 
paper, particularly for the 
manufacture of colored new s 
print. 

The Sonic Whistle runs on 
low-pressure air, but the 
problem with tTi enlarge/ 
model is the noise it makes, a 
"sonic scream." Bodycomb 
said. 

The Sonic Whistle also has 
applications for the automo 
bile industry. It could do these 
things. Bodycomb said: 

• Improve atomization of gas 
oline to the carburetor. 


• Remove lead “particu¬ 
lates” from car exhaust. 

Bodycomb said he received 

• $1 for each of his patents 
because he was working for 
companies, not himself. But 
he is not bitter about the pal 
try monetary return. 

“The patents are in my 
name and act as references." 
he said. 

Bodycomb hauls a working 
model of his Sonic Whistle 
around in the trunk of his car 
to show to prospective cli¬ 
ents. 

He said he’s been inventing 
things ail his life, so he’ll still 
keep plugging. 

“It’s very hard for an in¬ 
ventor to get anybody in¬ 
terested in his work, particu 
larly in the pulp and paper 
industries 

'“Inventors in research 
work for companies are al- 
most gone now-. Companies 
are hiring PhDs right out of 
school instead."

Dr. Richard Ring said the 
discovery puts the winter 
moth, a long-time resident on 
the "10 most wanted” list of 
injurious insects, on the west¬ 
ern coast of North America 
for the first time. 

"It appears that the winter 
moth has been doing most of 
the damage, while the Bruce 
spanworm has taken the 
blame." Ring said. 

The two are different spe¬ 
cies from the same genus, 
and the best way to tell them 
apart is the egg cases, which 
are distinctly different. 

The larvae of both are 
small green worms which 
strip the foliage off trees and 
then let themselves to the 
ground on slender silken 
threads. They mature on the 
ground, and in the fall the 
wingless females climb up 
trees to deposit their eggs in 
niches in the bark. 

The main defences against 
the insects are sticky bands 
around tree trunks to impede 
the progress of the migrating 
females, dormant oil sprays 
during the winter, and pesti¬ 
cides during the spring and 
summer to kill the voracious 
worms 

The Bruce spanworm is a 
native North American, but 
the winter moth is a Europe 
an import which Canadian of¬ 
ficials thought they had suc¬ 
cessfully confined to Nova 
Scotia for 40 years. 

Fedenal officials insisted 
the local pest was the Bruce 
spanworm. and were expect¬ 
ing its activity to decrease 
last year as part of a cyclical 
pattern. Instead, it was worse 
than ever. 

The secret identity of the 
pest was discovered by 
Simon Fraser University bi¬ 
ology graduate student David 
Gillespie, according to John 
Fitz-Gerald of the Agricul¬ 
ture Canada plant quaran 
tine division. 

Ring said he and a gradu¬ 


ate student at UVic are also 
doing some studies on the 
local winter moth. 

Fitz Gerald said federal of¬ 
ficials have ordered two spe¬ 
cies of bugs from England—a 
fly and a bee—which they feel 
are the moth's worst natural 
enemies, in an effort to con¬ 
trol the pest.

"The registered nurses em¬ 
ployed in the nursing depart¬ 
ment are 100 per cent in 
support of Mrs. Youlden. She 
has been an excellent direc¬ 
tor of nursing." 


Fight for control over Blenkinsop Lake heats up

A long-time Blenkinsop Valley farmer engaged in a 
battle with Saanich over control of water from Blenkinsop 
Lake, has been ordered by the water rights branch to 
stop diverting water to properties for which na water 
rights licences have been issued. 

John Pendray, 4160 Blenkinsop Road, was ordered to 
halt the unauthorized irrigation of lands adjacent to the 
Mount Douglas golf course and property owned by Jas 
bina Holdings Ltd., on Blenkinsop Road after a formal 
complaint was lodged with the branch by Saanich. 

Pendray iold The Colonist he had been irrigating the 
lands for 15 and 10 years respectively because there was • 
sufficient wtter in the lake to provide for the needs of all 
the licence holders. 

"Because none of the liccncees complained. 1 felt it 
was all righi to irrigate Ihe properties which 1 lease," he 
said 

P.G Odynsky. the branch's Victoria water district cngi 
peer, said in an interview that Pendray was ordered In 
erase further diversion and use of water from the lake, 


and to restrict his use of water to Ihe quantities au¬ 
thorized by the licences he holds. 

Tife order was served as a battle continues between the 
municipality and the licence holders over control of the 
half-mile-long lake which covers 10 acres. 

Both parties have applied for licences to store water, 
the difference being that Saanich wants it stored for 
flood control while Pendray's application is to store for irri¬ 
gation purposes. 

Pendray. who says he constructed an illegal weir on 
his own land two years ago, is adamant that “we (the li¬ 
cence holders) want to control the lake level, not the 
municipality. It's imperative we have the water up in the 
spring." 

But Dr. Robert Langford, chairman of Saanich's staff 
environment committee, accuses the branch of issuing 
licences for a greater volume than the amount of water in 
the lake. "The water supply is definitely over used, vir 
tually sucked dry by irrigation." 

One option for owners of large lots, he says, would be a 
series of wells, with the owners of smaller* lots using 
Ihe municipal water supply 

Langford said some of the self-perpetuating licences Is 
sued in Saanich should be revoked, especially those not 


being used bui which are renewed by the holder each year. 

Some are being used on small tributaries by people 
who are on the municipal water system, he said 

"Multiple use of water, not the total use of water is the 
goal now," he added. 

According to the branch's stream register, Pendray and 
Rayonier of Canada each hold three licences. Rayonier’s 
first licence was for its tree farm operation. Issued April 
17,1951, it was for 10-acre feet of water to irrigate 20 acres of 
low-lying land adjacent to the lake. Subsequent applications 
covered 17 and 23 ajpes. 

Pendray’s first application was made a few weeks after 
Rayonier and covered 10 acres. He later received li¬ 
cences to irrigate 14.8 and 25 acres. 

Other licences have been issued to Kenneth Patterson, 
eight acres; Kenneth Cronk. 11.6 acres; Robert Philip- 
chalk. 8,4 acres, and William Street, 4.25 acres. 

Odynsky said his department was not aware of any 
complaints about a shortage of water for irrigation 

He admitted, however, that licences are not monitored 
and it is only after complaints about illegal nr over 
use of water that inspectors investigate 

"This is what happened in the Pendray case He was 


running a line under Blenkinsop Road to irrigate Ihe ad,id 
cent lands." - 

Odynsky saifthe situation would he monitored to ensure 
licence regulations were obeyed 

The licence application by Saanich was received three 
days prior to Pendray's and would be given first consider¬ 
ation. he said. 

Municipal administrator William-Jremayne said Saan- 
ich would like to govern the waier level to control down 
stream flooding and regulate all licences for water from the 
lake. 

“We have heard that some of the licencees have been 
over-pumping," he said. 

Tremayne said further meetings would be held with 
the valley residents to see if an agreement could be 
reached. 

But Pendray . spokesman for the group, doubts the issue 
will be resolved because "we both want control of the lake ” 

Meanwhile, the branch is not accepting any further ap¬ 
plications for irrigating land in the valley as it considers 
the lake is now fully licensed for this purpose 

Odynsky said he could not agree, however, that licences 
issued covered a greater amount of water than the vol¬ 
ume of the lake. 
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Oakalla jail bars soft—prober 


VANCOUVER (CP) - The 
Iron ban on some of the win¬ 
dows at the Lower Mainland 
Regional Correctional Centre 
(Oakalla) are so soft they can 
be cut with a table knife, a 
corrections branch Inspector 
said here at a public In¬ 
quiry Into conditions for 
women In British Columbia 
jails. 

In addition, a hacksaw 
blade used In a recent escape 
attempt still Is hidden in the 
Oamrtla women’s jail, said 
Inspector Alan Nichols. 

Nichols also said that at 
Oakalla: 

• Jail staff have quit re¬ 
porting assaults by prisoners 


because reports about them 
are treated In a nonchalant 
way: 

• A woman guard at the 
jail was required to take her 
supervisors to dinner to show 
her gratitude for a promo¬ 
tion; 

• The former director and 
deputy director were told a 
year ago about allegations of 
sexual misconduct between 
guards and prisoners at the 
jail: 

• A male guard and female 
prisoner were transferred at 
the same time to the same 
minimum-security correc¬ 
tions centre after it was al¬ 
leged they were too friendly. 


Nichols said he recom¬ 
mended new window bars at 
the jail after an Inspection In 
1974. 

The bars were replaced on 
the second floor, but no 
changes have been made to 
the ground floor living quar¬ 
ters, he said, so prisoners 
"bang an ordinary table knife 
on something hard a few 
times to make a aerated 
edge” and use It to cut the 
bars. 

"One bar is enough," he 


said. "Most of the girls are 
quite slim." 

Nichols said management 
lost control of the women's 
jail during the three-year 
tenure of director Robert 
Burns and his deputy Stan 
Hobeth, who were replaced 
last December when the at¬ 
torney-general's department 
ordered the public Inquiry. 

"Certain Inmates could go 
directly to management and 
ask for and get things that 
had been refused by line staff 
in the jail,” Nichols said. 


Most cases of prisoners as¬ 
saulting guards were dealt 
with at tne warden’s court 
level “In such a nonchalant 
way that the staff quit report¬ 
ing them."

The first hurdle will be ob¬ 
taining formal permission to 
appeal from a three-judge 
panel of the high court com¬ 
prised by Mr. Jiistice Louis- 
Phlllippe Pigeon and two re¬ 
cently-appointed members, 
Mr. Justice Willard Estey 
and Mr. Justice Yves Pratt. 

Sources here believe the 
permission is likely to be 
granted because of the case's 
constitutional implications 
and its bearing on the touchy 
subject of national security. 

But there are hints that the 
Keable commission will go 
beyond merely procedural 
arguments Monday and try to 
get the high court to modify 
the February order which 
shut the inquiry down tight. 

This raises the question of 
whether the'commission 
might start work again Im¬ 
mediately while awaiting a 
final Supreme Court decision, 
a process which could take 
‘‘months. 

Commission officials have 
steadfastly refused to dis¬ 
close their strategy. 

But a Supreme Court offi¬ 
cial confirmed Friday that a 
request for a partial stay in 
execution of the Appeal Court 
ruling would likely be heard 
Monday. » 

Most of the 823-page re¬ 
quest for leave to appeal Is 
devoted to fine legal points, 
such as whether Commission¬ 
er Jean Keable exceeded his 
powers In publicly tabling 
confidential RCMP docu¬ 
ments and in demanding ac¬ 
cess to others despite opposi- 
tion from former 
solicitor-general Francis 
Fox. 

But the documents filed 
w ith the high court also argue 
that even if the appeal fails, 
the commission should have 
the right to continue work on 
a variety of other subjects.

WASHINGTON (AP) - A strange atmo¬ 
spheric effect upon the noise created by 
supersonic military aircraft caused most of - 
the mysterious booming sounds heard over 
the East Coast this winter, according to the 
Pentagon. 

The U.S. Navy said that at the time of 
most of the atmospheric booms there were 
also supersonic training flights that could 
have caused them. 

Its report eliminated explanations such 
as gas bubbles from underaea garbage, uni¬ 
dentified flying objects, secret government 
research: meteorites and gas escaping from 
the earth's crust. 

The report, by the Naval Research La¬ 


boratory. was released a week ahead of 
schedule after two scientists with the Na¬ 
tional Aeronautics and Space Administra¬ 
tion said the booms were caused by a combi¬ 
nation of supersonic aircraft and extremely 
cold weather. 

The NASA scientists. Harvey Hubbard 
and Domenic Maglleri, say the noises are 
sonic booms bouncing off air masses and 
being reflected back to earth by warm air 
above frigid air masses. 

The booms began last December off the 
Atlantic coast from New England to South 
Carolina, raising speculation among resi¬ 
dents of their origin

The finance minister told 
Opposition Leader Joe Clark 
that the government deli¬ 
berately chose to make a 
public offering rather than to 
place the bond issue private¬ 
ly. He rejected Clark's sug¬ 
gestion that the government 
was turned down when It 
tried to sell a bond Issue pri¬ 
vately. 

The government can get 


lower Interest rates and more 
flexibility In setting maturity 
dates for the bonds through a 
public Issue. Chretien told the 
Commons. The rate of Inter¬ 
est Ottawa must pay will not 
be known for some time. 

In the meantime, the gov 
eminent has borrowed (200 
million U.S. from a special 
$1 Vi billion standby credit 
with Canadian chartered 
banks. 

The purpose of all the bor¬ 
rowing is to build up depleted 
reserves of U.S. dollars so 
that Bank of Canada traders 
can continue buying unwant¬ 
ed Canadian currency and 
keep Its value up. 

Chretien repeated Friday 
that the dollar Is floating— 
“we have no figures in mind 
as to the level the dollar 
should be at"—and said the 
government intervention In 


February waa only “to en¬ 
sure that the floatlng-of the 
dollar Is done tn a reasonable 
way." 

Chretien acknowledged 
that the weak dollar value Is 
putting pressure on the Infla¬ 
tion rate. But he said busi¬ 
nessmen are sending him tel¬ 
egrams every day telling him 
how much the weaker-valued 
dollar aids export sales. 

He rejected James Gillies' 
(PC—Toronto Don Valley) 
urging to bring down a new 


budget now. It's too early to 
tell the effect of (2 billion of 
personal Income tax cuts and 
(900 million of corporate tax 
cuts and Incentives that have 
been offered In the past year, 
he said. 

(Included In the finance 
minister's (2 billion estimat¬ 
ed personal Income tax cuts 
is about (700 million that re¬ 
sults from indexing of Income 
lax deductions. However, 
most economists consider 
this is simply a restoration of 


buying power lost because of 
Inflation, rather than a tax 
cut.)

The hard-talking coach 
said there is a good possibili¬ 
ty the club will be trading for 
an experienced running back 
and he plans to have about 
eight candidates for the two 
positions when the camp 
opens in late May. 

And what about quarter¬ 
back. an almost perennial 
problem position with the 
Lions since Joe Kapp left 
in the mid-1960s? 

"We may bring in a young

Wales seals 
triple crown 


LONDON (Reute\ — 
Wales became the first coun¬ 
try to win the triple crown for 
three consecutive seasons 
and Scotland suffered Its first 
whitewash in 10 years after 
another round of the Five- 
Nations Rugby Union cham¬ 
pionship Saturday. 

In Dublin, Wales clinched 
another triple crown—vic¬ 
tory over the three other Brit¬ 
ish Isles teams in the tourna¬ 
ment—with a hard-fought 
20-16 victory over Ireland, 
while in Edinburgh, England 
achieved a predictable 15-0 
win against luckless Scot¬ 
land. 

Centre Steve Fenwick 
scored all but four of the 
Welsh points through four 
penalties and a try. The other 
Welsh try came from winger 
John Williams and It proved 
crucial as Ireland had drawn 
level 13-13 after being down 
13-0 at halftime. 

Tony Ward, Ireland’s daz¬ 
zling young fly-half, scored 12 
of his side's points through 


three penalties and a dropped 
goal, while captain John Mo¬ 
loney scored a try. 

England scored its first 
tries for a year in crushing 
Scotland and the try by 
winger Peter Squires was his 
first in the championship for 
four years. 

Malcolm Young converted 
Squires' try and Paul Dodge 
kicked a 60-yard penalty to 
give England a deserved 9-1 
lead at halftime. 

The Scots scored their op¬ 
ponents with early second- 
half pressure, but England 
was clearly superior and 
prop Barry Nelmes barged 
over for a try in the 66th 
minute. It was also converted 
by Young. 

Wales and France, which 
have six points each for three 
games, meet in a champion¬ 
ship decider in Cardiff on 
March 18, while England and 
Ireland, at least assured of 
/some points, clash at Twick¬ 
enham on the same day.

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Ruinous outlook 
if Quebec splits 


TORONTO (CP) - A King 
slon, Onl., engineer says sep 
oration from Canada would 
■ ripple the Quebec economy 
because Quebec would have 
to import most of Its food and 
oil and would not have the 
money to buy them. 

Constantine Lafkas. who 
specializes in energy and nat 
oral resources, said energy 
and food were the two most 
important requirements for 
an Independent state—and 
Quebec was poor in both. 


He plans to present his 
findings at a seminar to be 
held at Queen's University in 
Kingston. HU Information 
comes from Statistics Cana¬ 
da, the federal energy, mines 
and resources department 
and the Quebec government. 

Lafkas said Quebec pro¬ 
duced 13 per cent of Canada's 
food value and consumed 
about 25 per cent of the na 
tional total. 

He estimated the province 
produced about 80 per cent of

its own food requirements. 

Quebec, however, has only 
six per cent of Canada's ar¬ 
able land and much of that U 
fit only for pasture, he said. 

Without federal transfer 
payments, the Income from 
corporate head offices in 
Montreal and favorable trade 
with the rest of Canada, Que¬ 
bec would be faced with 
crushing foreign debts, 
Lafkas said, 

He calculated that for the 
year 1974, the latest for which 
complete statistics are avail¬ 
able, Quebec would have had 
a foreign balance of pay 
ments deficit of about 84 
billion if it were independent 
and had to pay world prices 
for its oil. 

A separate Quebec could 
possibly reorganize its econ¬ 
omy and become a viable in¬ 
dependent state, but this 
would require great expense 
over many years and would 
involve widespread disloca 
tion of industry and jobs. 
Lafkas said. 

Quebec is the world's lar 
gest per capita importer o( 
energy in general and of oil in 
particular, he said. 

H also uses 20 per rent 
more oil per person than the 
rest of Canada, excluding Al¬ 
berta, and the United States. 

The province imports more 
than 80 per cent of its energy 
supplies. More than 70 per 
cent of its energy is fueled by 
oil, Lafkas said. 

He said federal oil subs! 
dies had given Quebec some 
protection against soaring in¬ 
ternational oil prices, reduc¬ 
ing the price of a barrel 
shipped to Montreal by about 
$2 from about $14.50. 

But if the province were 
exposed to the full impact ol 
world prices, its imported oil 
bill now would amount to 
more than $3 billion, to be 
paid in foreign exchange, he 
said. 

In the 1975-76 fiscal year, 
net federal spending in Que¬ 
bec amounted to almost $3 
billion, his figures show.

Greenpeace going up for air 


VANCOUVER (CP) - The 
Greenpeace Foundation will 
launch this year's seal-hunt pro 
test with a North American pub 
licity tour in an executive aircraft, 
says foundation president Pal 
Moore. 

Moore said the flight, aboard a 
donated turboprop aircraft, would 
begin in San Francisco on 
Wednesday and end March II in 
St. Anthony, Nfld., the base for the 
protest of the harvest of harp 
seal pups. 

On the flight will be Congress 


men Leo Ryan, a California Dem 
ocrat and chairman of a House 
of Representatives environment 
committee , and Jim Jeffors, a 
Vermont Republican and long 
time environmentalist. 

The Greenpeace flight would in¬ 
clude news conferences In Wash 
Ington, D.C. and Ottawa. Moore 
said. 

Leaving San Francisco on the 
Daly plane will be Moore, leader 
of the expedition, and several 
other Greenpeace members. 

Those joining the plane in San 


Francisco will include actress Pa 
mela Sue Martin, who play* 
Nancy Drew in the television se¬ 
ries the Hardy Hoys; actress Tippi 
Hedren, who has been in several 
Alfred Hitchcock movies; and 
Dutch actress Monique Van Der 
Ven, who Is well-known in Europe. 

Also on board will be Indian 
activists Sacheen Littlefeather. 
who refused an Academy Award 
Oscar on behalf of Marion Brando 
in 1873, and a 78-year-old spiritual 
leader who uses only the name 
Semu. 


In Ottawa, Moore said. "The 
Americans will ask the Canadian 
government to take notice of the 
U.S. Marine Mammals Protection 
Act which forbids the killing’ of 
any marine mammal under the 
age of eight months and prohibits 
the importation of seal products 
into the U.S." 

He said Greenpeace would have 
a contingent of 35 In St. Anthony 
and the U.S. Congressmen “will 
travel with us to the ice floes as 
well as some of the show business 
personalities.”

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Self-power 
for Indians 
out for now 


VANCOUVER (CP) - 
B.C.’a native Indians want 
self-determination and In¬ 
dian Affairs Minister Hugh 
Faulkner says they're wel¬ 
come to It, but first they must 
prove they can handle it. 

Faulkner, speaking to 
about 150 delegates at the 
closing meeting of a three- 
day conference for Indian 
leaders, said Indians must 
demonstrate accountability 
in handling government 
money and responsibility in 
carrying out Improvement 
programs before ministry 
controls are relaxed. 

“The problem Is to strike a 
balance between adequate 
control procedures and self- 
determination at the band 
level." Faulkner said, adding 
that money for self-improve¬ 
ment programs would have 
to come from redistributing 
the current Indian Affairs de¬ 
partment budget, because of 
current federal fiscal re¬ 
straints. 

Faulkner said serious ad¬ 
ministrative deficiencies had 
been uncovered by a .special 
Inquiry into federally-funded 
Indian socio-economic pro¬ 
grams in Alberta. The ongo¬ 
ing Inquiry Is headed by Jack 
Beaver, former president 
and chief executive officer of 
Churchill Falls (Labrador) 
Corp. Ltd. 

Beaver was appointed by 
Faulkner Wednesday, with 
the concurrence of National 
Indian Brotherhood president 
Noel Starblanket, to be spe¬ 
cial adviser to the depart 
ment and the NIB on econom¬ 
ic and social changes for 
Indians. 

Later, Faulkner said he fa¬ 
vored a charter system for 
the transfer of power from 
the department to the band 
councils. He said under the 
system each band would re¬ 
quest specific powers to be 
tranferred and would have to 
demonstrate responsibility in 
managing their affairs. 

Meanwhile, native Indians 
living on B.C. reserves were 
asked Friday by the Union of 
B.C. Indian Chiefs to consider 
withholding the seven-per- 
cent sales tax on their B.C. 
Hydro bills. 

The union also decided to 
encourage Indians to tum out 


in large numbers for i court 
action in Vancouver April 10 
when a Skldegate Indian will 
claim exemption from the tax 
on grounds that the federal 
Indian Act prohlblta direct 
taxation of Indians living on 
reserves. 

A two-pronged resolution 
was passed supporting Lil¬ 
lian Brown in a class action 
that could lead to the repay¬ 
ment of sales and other taxes 
collected from reserve resi¬ 
dents. 

In proposing the resolution, 
union president George Man¬ 
uel said Indians on reserves 
In other provinces didnot pay 
provincial taxes because of 
the exemption extended them 
under Section 87 of the Indian 
Act, and that the Intent of the 
motion was to sensitize the 
B.C. government to its cal¬ 
lous position.

Hydro pushes 
*supermarket* 


BOISE, Idaho (AP) — B.C.'s government-owned elec¬ 
tric utilities could be a major electric supermarket for Idaho 
and other western states, but there are no guarantees the 
sale of hydroelectric power would be cheap, a B.C. Hydro 
official says. 

The hydro power would be cheaper, however, than elec¬ 
tricity generated from thermal plants, the official, who was 
not named, told the Idaho Statesman, on Friday. 

. B.C Hydro would be willing to enter into negotiations 
with Idaho Power, particularly because Idaho Power 
reaches its peak load requirements In the summer, while the 
Canadian system peaks In the winter, the official said. 

He asked that his name not be used “because this can 
become very political and might Jeopardize future talks with 
potential customers". 

“While we do perform maintenance on our hydro facili¬ 
ties during the summer, we might be willing to change to 
accommodate Idaho Power, assuming an agreement was 
reached." the official said. 

But he said there could never be any near-term contract 
between the two utilities for a firm supply of power. «* 

“We have never done that. We do not see any possibility 
of our being able to enter Into a firm power contract for the 
exporting of power until 18M at the earliest.” 

Several Idaho officials, including Governor John Evans 
and members of the Idaho Public Utilities Commission staff, 
visited B.C. Hydro officials recently to determine If the 
utility might be willing to sell power to Idaho Power Co.

Citing Miranda's case, he added his voice to those of 
lawyers, politicians and other military officers who argue 
that Brazil cannot evolve democratically until military 
leaders pardon hundreds of political opponents who have 
been Jailed, exiled or deprived of their political rights under 
emergency legislation 

Miranda's case has been taken up by the press and by 
amnesty proponents who think a pardon for Miranda, now 
IS. could open the way to amnesty for hundreds of civilian 
opponents of the regime 


Miranda was a member of a team of parachutists who 
performed 827 rescue operations, logging i.IWO hours of 
flight lime In the lottos. During student protests against 
the military leaders In 1908. the 40-member team was 
assigned a special "anti-subversion" mission. 

Military leaders ordered 13 paratroopers to infiltrate 
student demonstrations In Rio de Janeiro, and disguised as 
military and federal police, to shoot to kill protesters 
throwing objects at police. 

Miranda was on leave when the team got Its first assign 
ment and his colleagues agreed privately to shoot but not 
kill On his return. Miranda complained to higher-ups 
about the use of the rescue team as a political assassination 
squad, and was transferred to a military hospital in distant 


Recife. In the Brazilian northeast. A year later he was 
cashiered by the military Junta under emergency legislation 
and accused of "ideological disloyalty." although he had 
been cleared of any guilt by military investigators. 

Miranda's case was taken unsuccessfully but sue h 
recognized military figures as the retired army general 
Kduardo Gomes, a presidential candidate in 1945 and 1950 
Miranda has shied away from publicity. "This is a 
problem to be resolved exclusively in the military area," he 
Is quoted saying. “If I speak, I will be betraying the mutual 
confidence of several important military leaders who for 
years have offered their support and affection." 

The Geisel government says its chosen successor, Gen 
Joao Baptists Figueircdo. head of the national intelligence 
service, will lead the way toward Democratic reforms

"That color dailies” or 
comments like "nobody wore 
a dress like that In those 
days” are the bane of the¬ 
atre designers who stick to 
their encyclopedia of cos¬ 
tumes and books on architec¬ 
ture as a sailor does his 
charts. If designers fudge 
their history, then there's 
usually a reason. 

So Jack Simon wants It 
known that that "hideous lit¬ 
tle walking suit" worn by 
Irene Mayeska In the early 
50s portion of Same Time 
NexI Year really Is from the 
late 40s He wasn't trying to 
put anything over on the audi¬ 
ence; he was just taking a 
little artistic licence for the 
sake of appearance. 

Plays set within the life 
span of the audience are the 
most exacting for designers, 
according to Simon who. as 
Bastion's first resident de¬ 
signer has been consistently 
the best thing about this sea- 


Apparently a lot of people 
remember exactly what ob¬ 
jects and clothing were 
around at what time. 

“You have to be really 
careful," he said. 

In the current production 
Simon has to run the design 
period, from 1951-1975. As for 
the motel bedroom set, other 
than changing a bouquet of 
flowers it remains the same. 

“We’re very lucky there's a 
line in the play that says this 
place never changes." 

But with costumes it was 
different. Hat h scene means 
not just a costume change but 
also an update. Ed Stephen 
son begins with full-pleated 
baggy trousers of the 50s and 
goes into the skin-tight styles 
of the 60s and back to looser 
suits as an older man in the 
70s. Surprisingly enough, par¬ 
ticularly Miss Mayeska's 
wardrobe had to be made. 

“You can’t find stuff that 
old—10 years back is as far 
as most second-hand stores 
go. and then getting sizes and 
colors is another thing.” 

While designers eao “do a 
ltd with very little", there 
isn’t much they can do with 
the popular new synthetics. 

"The age of synthetics has 
been disastrous for theatre— 
they don't dye. they're diffi¬ 
cult to make look worn and 
they don’t drape well." 

On the other hand, natural 
fibres are scarce and expen¬ 
sive. 

Simon's role as a designer 
begins with the script, which 
he doesn't read too closely. 

“I go for Impressions,” he 
said. These are then shared 
with the director who may 
well have his own ideas.

Rarely do Simon's original 
ideas make it on stage. His 
first concept for Comedian* 
was a far more dosed in and 
realistic set than the one the 
director wanted “to reflect 
the environment they were 
really working to escape". 

Experience has shown that 
it is a good idea not to com¬ 
plete costumes until at least 
those who have to wear them 
on stage are generally con¬ 
tent. 


"It all comes back to you in 
the end if you don't. Either 
they start throwing the cos¬ 
tume around or they get ciga¬ 
rette holes .. 

When the women in Alter 
Abraham rebelled at dresses 
exposing their nipples. Simon 
decided to take necklines to 
the limit and paint in the rest 
for the right effect. 

Simon, 29. has designed 
shows literally from coast to 
coast. And it now seems 
slightly incredible that 10 
years ago, when he arrived at 
Vancouver College of Art 
from Williams Lake, he didn't 
know there was "such a thing 
as a designer attached to a 
theatre.” 

He found out about that role 
when he wandered across the 
road to the Vancouver Play¬ 
house's prop shop where he 
began to spend more time 
than fit school. While working 
there, he picked up ideas from 
the classic theatre designer 
Brian Jackson. But, he 
claims, he didn't spend long 
hours designing sets for pro¬ 
ductions that never were. A 
chance came to do a youth 
tour show, then the following 
season a mainstage play. 
After that the commissions 
started coming in. 

Trying to find some sort of 
theatre or design link in 
Simon's past is pointless. 
About the best he can come 
up wilh is his childhood pas-

pic Fish Products, which 
markets single fish eggs in 
Canada as well as In the U.S.. 
This book tells all about fish¬ 
ing single salmon eggs, 
equipment and techniques. 

Although we carry one or 
two bottles of eggs of differ¬ 
ent colors in our tackle box. 
we have seldom used 
them...too messy and compli¬ 
cated. But we frequently fish 
with a salmon egg fly 
bounced along the bottom of 
rivers. Our favorite fly Is the 
muddler minnow and we use 
it at all times of the year, 
with good success. 

But Akers tells some se¬ 
crets that could make it sim¬ 
ple — and more productive — 
to use single eggs. 

“The hook used in fishing 
the single salmon eggs is a 
small one. sometimes gold 
and sometimes silver in 
color, and called quite natu¬ 
rally. an egg hook. The size of 
the egg hook depends largely 
on the size of the egg being 
fished and also the size of the 
fish sought," he explains. 


WHEN SELECTING your 
egg hooks be sure to pick 
those with a short shank so 
that when you bait them, 
you will be able to roll the egg 
on with ease without having 
part of the hook protruding. 

Ideally, he says, one egg 
should completely cover the 
hook since fish have very 
sensitive mouths and may 
throw the bait if they feel the 
cold steel of the hook before 
you feel them. 

When using No. 15 and No. 
16 very small hooks for 
smaller or elusive fish use a 
light leader, three-quarter to 
one and one half pound test, 
and be sure to keep a loose 
drag on the reel. A sensitive 
tipped rod will also help avoid 
broken leaders and lost fish 
on small hooks. 

A swivel is often used In 
fishing single eggs since it 
tends to reduce the twisting 
of the leader and the line. 
Akers advises a barrel type 
without snap, and recom¬ 
mends a size 14 swivel which 
will handle up to six pound 
test leader. 

He recommends a slip sink¬ 
er because of its versatil¬ 
ity. It can be used in all styles 
of trout fishing and especially 
for the “hit and run.” 


THE "HIT AND RUN’’ 
occurs after you have cast 
your bait, allowing H to settle 
to the bottom. A trout takes 
the egg very gently — a hit. 
He starts to move off with it. 
He feels no dragging — the 
line you see. is sliding 
through the lead.

takes off and you strike him. 
Any other type lead weight 
attached to the line would 
bounce along the bottom and 
might convince the trout not 
to fully swallow the egg. 

Do not place the hook 
through the the oil sack, 
which is the small dark spot 
on the egg, Akers empha¬ 
sizes. 

Roll the egg onto the hook, 
Bury eye of the hook into egg 
when possible, he says. If 
double egg is required thread 
hook and line completely 
through first egg. Use a 
twisting motion^back and 
forth to eliminate'tearing of 
the egg. Place second egg 
on hook as with a single egg 
and pull first egg down to 
second egg. 


COLOR AND TYPE is im¬ 
portant when fishing single 
eggs and that is something 
we didn’t really realize, al¬ 
though we knew different 
types and colors of egg were 
available on the market. 

You use different type eggs 
for lakes and streams. 

Akers says you should look 
for a soft-milky (milking) 
egg with soft skin for lake 
fishing. A good lake egg will 
milk out its oil and fluid 
in less than three to five mi¬ 
nutes, leaving a much lighter 
colored egg, filled with one- 
third to one-half water, but 
still fully round. 

Because a good lake egg 
milks out It Is wise to change 
your bait fairly often. 

Look for the labels on eggs. 
Some say for lakes or for 
Streams. Some list type of 
skin and milking qualities. 
Look for natural or naturally 
cured baits. 

For streams the egg should 
should have a firm skin with 
a sticky constituency inside, 
so it will stay on when cast¬ 
ing. 

Color Is important as a 
bait egg is a form of natural 
food. 


NATURAL BAIT in its nat 
ural surroundings is the key. 

Dark days and dark water 
call for dark bait eggs. 

Bright days and clear 
bright water call for bright 
bait eggs. 

Red Is considered a dark 
color. 

On avferage days, slightly 
overcast, or in early morn¬ 
ings and late evenings, use 
medium reds, oranges and 
natural colored baits. On 
bright days use yellow tones. 

And remember, game fish

to a total housewarming sys¬ 
tem. 

And while the price of en¬ 
ergy goes up. the cost of solar 
healing Is going down. 

till Parker, manager- 
owner of Ark Solar Products, 
distributor for the only Cana¬ 
dian-made line of solar heal¬ 
ing equipment, knows inter¬ 
est Is high In solar energy, 
but feels an Impetus like a 
major jump in conventional 
energy costs, or federal sub¬ 
sidies for solar heating, la 
required for the public to ac¬ 
cept it wholeheartedly. 

He formed Ark about six 
months ago as a wholly-owned 
subsidiary of his consulting 
engineering firm. Ascent 
Structure* Ltd., and distrib¬ 
utes and will install solar 
heating designed and manu¬ 
factured by Solarsystems In¬ 
dustries Ltd., a company 
started by Eric Hoffman, who 
built Canada's first solar- 
heated home in 1970 and last 
year the Pacific National Ex¬ 
hibition prize home, also 
solar-healed. 

"The technology is here, 
although there are-differ¬ 
ences of opinion on the right 
way to go about things. Some 
companies still prefer to use 
rocks to store the heat, while 
we believe water is best be¬ 
cause of its relatively high 
specific gravity." 

He estimated that to con¬ 
vert a reasonably well-insu¬ 
lated suburban dwelling of 
1.500 square feet to solar-as¬ 
sisted space heating would 
cost $0,000 to $10,000. which, 
given rising prices of energy 
and inflation, would amortize 
itself over eight to 15 years. 

In Victoria's climate, this 
conversion would provide 
about half the annual energy 
requirement for heating, and 
assumes that the home is al¬ 
ready centrally heated by 
conventional oil or electric 
forced-air furnace, which 
would supplement the solar 
heat during periods of ex¬ 
tended cloudy days. 

Such an installation would 
require about 750 square feet 
of collectors—double-glazed 
insulated modular panels 
containing a means of heat¬ 
ing the water used as the 
transfer medium, and a stor¬ 
age tank with a capacity of 
about 1.500 gallons, occupy¬ 
ing about 240 cubic feet. 

fears of scaling and corro¬ 
sion have been reduced or 
eliminated by using a closed 
water system, and freezing is 
obviated by a draindown 
mechanism which automati¬ 
cally switches off the pump 
when the circulating water 
drops below a specified tem 
perature. 

But by far the most eco¬ 
nomically sensible use for 
solar heating, given present 
prices, is for warming the 
water in an outdoor swim¬ 
ming pool, a task that con¬ 
sumes more energy even than 
heating a house. Parker says 
the payback time on an in¬ 
stalled solar system to heat a 
pool is only four years. After 
that, the energy is free. 

Another company in the 
solar energy business is Sol- 
can Enterprises, which im¬ 
ports solar panels from Isra

MONTREAL (CP) — Air Canid* hat an¬ 
nounced an experimental discount air fare 
program between six major Canadian cities. 

The program, modelled after the com¬ 
pany's successful Nighthawk operation be¬ 
tween Canada and destinations In Florida 
and the Caribbean, will reduce regular 
economy-class air fare* by 44 to SO per cent 
for passengers travelling during oft hours in 
the evening and at night.

Gary Edwards, 27, who reported the deaths 
of his father and stepmother to authorities, 
remained In Tahiti in an effort to sell the 
Spellbound. 

Gary Edwards said his father died after 
he was struck by the boat’s boom and fell, 
and his stepmother, despondent over the 
death, killed herself with a pistol shot.

Garden Notes 


WEEDY ROSE BED (H. B., Saanich- 
ton) 

It wouldn't be safe to use a 2,4-D 
weedkiller close to roses during the 
growing season, as the fumes would 
affect the foliage and health of your 
roses. 

However, there Is a contact weed¬ 
killer called WeedRIte which gives off 
no fumes, cannot contaminate the soil, 
and Is quite safe to use close to valued 
plants as long as it doesn’t actually wet 
them. 

It will kill the topgrowth of the couch 
grass and the horsetail in your rose bed, 
but not the roots. If applied regularly 
throughout the season, the horsetail and 
couch will be weakened gradually and 
will eventually die. The best way to 
apply is with a Weedrlte Sprinkle Bar 
fitted to your watering can. 

Horsetail thrives in acid and poorly 
drained soil, so It would probably pay 
you to lime the infested bed to correct 
excessive acidity, and dig a small 
drainage trench around the rose bed to 
improve drainage. 


SHALLOW TURF (G. McM., Victoria) 
Since there Is no depth to the grass in 
your lawn, it would appear that the soil 
just below the roots has “panned” or 
formed a hard, impervious layer. 


This Is a fairly common condition, 
usually leading to poor, unthrifty grass 
which turns brown unless watered al¬ 
most constantly in summer. Such 
lawns, too, are very likely to be Invaded 
by moss. 

About the most practicable remedy 
Is to aerate the lawn with a hollow -tined 
fork or other aerating Implement. 

This fork Is a special tool that 
punches holes in the sod, removing 
cores of soil, and by piercing the panned 
layer, air will be admitted, stimulating 
bacterial activity In the soil and permit¬ 
ting water to penetrate to some depth. 

Aerating is an arduous and time-con¬ 
suming job if done by hand, though, so if 
your lawn Is large, It would pay you to 
get a lawn maintenance firm to come in 
and do the work with their motorized 
equipment. 


HEN MANURE (Y. H., Duncan) 

Hen manure is a very valuable fertil¬ 
izer, but is very strong and caustic when 
fresh. I saw a valued hedge which had 
been given a generous dressing of fresh 
poultry manure; it looked as If It had 
been scorched with a blow torch! 

A good way of dealing with it is to dig 
a trench about a foot deep and as wide 
as your spade, and place the droppings 
in this as they accumulate, sprinkling 


each layer with a dusting of superphos¬ 
phate and a Jlttle soil. 

When the trench Is filled, dig out the 
manure as needed and use as a top 
dressing for‘The lawn or for feeding 
flowers, vegetables and shurbs. 


HYDRANGEA CARE (D. L„ Nanaimo) 

This Is not a good time to prune your 
overgrown hydrangea, for the buds of 
this year’s flowers are already formed 
at the branch tips and any pruning now 
would remove this year’s display. 

For a minimum loss of bloom, do 
your pruning Immediately after the 
flowers fade, thereby giving the shrub 
plenty of time to produce new buds. 

The off-again, on-agaln blooming 
habit of your shrub Is probably due to 
frost damage. In a severe winter and in 
especially exposed sites, the flower 
buds are often killed by frost, resulting 
in a flowerless plant the following sum 
mer. In districts and sites where such 
bud loss is common, it pays to rig up 
some kind of winter protection for hy¬ 
drangeas after the leves fall. 

A burlap or plastic screen on stout 
stakes around the plant will protect 
against cold winds, or you can spray the 
buds and stems with Wilt-Pruf. a liquid 
plastic preparation sold in some garden 
shops.

WASHINGTON - I think 
for me the saddest thing 
about Watergate is that 
members of the old Nixon 
gang have turned against 
each other. Who would have 
ever dreamed that on the 
David Frost show former 
President Nixon would have 
implicated John Ehrlichman 
and Bob Haldeman, whom he 
considered his “sons," in the 
coverup of a third-rate 
burglary? 

Who would have thought 
that John Ehrlichman would 
write a fiction novel based on 
President Nixon showing him 
in such an unfavorable, light? 
How could anyone have pre¬ 
dicted that Bob Haldeman, 
one of the great White House 
stonewallers, would let down 
his hair and blow the whistle 
on Nixon, Charles Colson and 
Henry Kissinger? 


Whatever they did in the 
past I always said to my wife, 
"At least you have to admire 
them for their loyalty to each 
other.” 

I always dreamed the 
Nixon crowd would meet to¬ 
gether on the Tenth Anniver¬ 
sary of Watergate and have a 
nostalgic reunion, reliving 
those wonderful days when 
they were all fighting in the 
White House bunker. They 
would kid each other about 
putting on weight and tell out¬ 
rageous lies about their Wa¬ 
tergate War experiences. It 
would be a scene out of 
“White Christmas,” with 
John Dean calling up every¬ 
body and saying, “Let’s go 
out to San Clemente and show 
the old man that, while the 
rest of the country may have 
forgotten him, those of us 




who fought with him still 
really care.” 

I could see them gathering 
on the lawn overlooking the 
blue Pacific and everyone 
would break into “Hail to the 
Chief” as Nixon came out in 
the suit he wore when he was 
president. There would be 
tears in his eyes as he looked 
at those familiar faces, and 
then he’d say. “I want you a|l 
to shape up. I’ve never seetj 
such a bunch of sloppy White 
House aides in my life." 

Then they would all sit 
around the pool drinking Cali¬ 
fornia wine and listening to 
the tapes, once again think¬ 
ing back on those wonderful 
days when it was “us" 
against “them.” 

It is sad for all of us who sat 
on the sidelines to see these 
men who went through so 


o 

much together now at each 
other’s throats. 

Those of us who thought 
that Watergate was behind us 
now realize that the wounds 
are too deep and the book 
advances too high for any of 
the people involved to stick 
together. 

My wife has taken it harder 
than I have. When the Halde¬ 
man excerpts from his book 
were printed, she said tear 
fully, “How could he hava 
done it to Nixon?” 

I said, “How could Nixon 
have done it to him?" 

Perhaps It's futile for peo¬ 
ple who weren't there to spec¬ 
ulate why these fine, out¬ 
standing men would turn 
against each other at this 
stage of the game. My own 
theory is that it never would 
have happened if Checkers 
had been alive.

Prescriptions for “success” are fly¬ 
ing all over the place these days, and 
there seems to be an insatiable market 
for them, although success is not some¬ 
thing that can be taught. 

Because “to teach” and “to learn” 
are complementary verbs, we assume 
that they are also relational words, like 
"uncle” and “nephew.” Obviously, you 
cannot be an uncle without a nephew (or 
niece), and you cannot be a nephew 
without an uncle (or aunt). 

But there are many things that can 
be learned that cannot be taught. Writ¬ 
ing happens to be one of them. People 
are born writers, but they can learn to 
become better ones. However, they can¬ 
not be taught writing. Virtually every 
“creative writing” course is a fraud or a 
frivolity. 

The same situation obtains in regard 
to “success,” no matter how you happen 
to define it. All the men and women who 
have achieved success made it without 


anyone teaching them how. They 
“learned” in a different way — from 
examining themselves and others, from 
trial and error, from marshalling their 
particular resources in a special way, 
from a combination of conscious and 
unconscious drives harnessed together. 

And most of them could not tell you 
how or why they made it, although some 
imagine they can, and spin elaborate 
theories or Golden Rules that work only 
for those who don’t need them. 

Im some cases, of course, sheer luck 
is the determining factor — happening 
to be in the right place at the right time 
with the right ingredients. This is espe¬ 
cially true in money-making success, 
which may be the result of shrewdness, 
or dumbness, or luck. 

Julius Rosenwald, who developed 
Sears, Roebuck into a financial giant, 
once said, “I never could understand 
the popular belief that because a man 
makes a lot of money, he has a lot of 


brains” — and was fond of telling the 
following story: 

“A certain man won a million dollars 
on number 14. When asked how he had 
figured it out, he said, ‘i had a dream. 
One night I saw in my dream g great big 
9. and next I saw a 6, so I used by brains 
and figured that 9 and 6 are 14.’ ” 

This is by no means to suggest that 
luck, or accident, is the dominant factor 
in success of any sort. But neither is it 
the consequence of a thought-out set of 
rules, or principles, or maxims, or posi¬ 
tive attitudes, or any mental or emo¬ 
tional rubric. Do what they will. 9,999 
people out of 10,000 will remain what 
they were. 

The ones who get rich and successful 
ajp the ones who sell the books and the 
courses. It is the bookies who go South in 
the winter, and the bettors who go 
broke. No one can teach you to pick a 
four-legged winner, any more than a 
two-legged one.

URGED 

OTTAWA (CP) - CP Rail 
president Ian Sinclair says a 
proposed constitutional 
amendment to ban strikes In 
the public sector must be 
"accepted as fundamental." 

The $330,000-a-year busi¬ 
ness executive, speaking on 
(TV's Question Period, said 
he recognised that no politi¬ 
cal party could ban strikes,

no offset to." ■ 

Sinclair proposed the con¬ 
stitutional amendment, put¬ 
ting the policy beyond 
changes in government, to 
the national unity task force 
last week 

An interviewer referred to 
Sinclair's salary, which was . 
recently made public follow¬ 
ing a court case In the United 
States. 

Unions will likely Increase 
wage demands when controls 
are removed in April. Busi¬ 
nessmen will resist because 
Canada is not competitive 
enough, Sinclair predicted. 

He blamed the decline of 
Canada's economy on a "mil¬ 
itant labor thrust,” including 
public sector strikes. 
"Strikes should be an impos 
albility.” 

Later he added that he was 
referring only to government 
services and was not seeking 
a strike ban at CP Rail.

Dear Dr. Thosteson: I got 
herpes from my husband and 
his “girl friends." 1 don’t un¬ 
derstand why I got it worse 
than my husband did. He just 
had a burning. I had a million 
blisters and it was painful. 
Can 1 give the herpes to 
someone else'? 1 divorced him 
and haven't had sex for two 
years since for fear of pass¬ 
ing it on. 1 also had gonor¬ 
rhea. also from my husband. 
Anon. 

You drew a real dandy, eh? 

Genital herpes Is a rapidly 
Increasing cause of venereal 
disease. It is caused by the 
herpes virus II (different 
from "HV I,” which causes 
cold sores). 

An attack tends to be “self- 
limited." that is, the blisters, 
redness, and soreness sub¬ 
side. But they do have the 
nasty way of flaring up. I 
presume yours was ade¬ 
quately handled at the time 
— dye and light treatment, of 
some other form of treat¬ 
ment. All treatments have 
had some degree of success, 
but the fact that there are so 
many should tell you that no 
single one is really 100 per 
cent effective in each case. 

After two years of no sex, 
it’s time to check with your 
gynecologist. He may be able 
to tell if you are still infected. 
Meanwhile, your present 
partner (if any) should use a 
condom. A check for the gon¬ 
orrhea germ should be made, 
because this can lurk in the 
female without obvious 
symptoms. 

I don’t hear the term “free 
love” used much nowadays. 
It was once a popular euphe¬ 
mism for promiscuity and 
never was always entirely 
“free” — not medically. You 
are paying now for your hus¬ 
band’s philandering. I hope a 
lot of you teenagers read this 
letter. V.D. is beginning to 
run rampant among your age 
group. 

Dear Dr. Tbosteson: I am 
told 1 am a borderline dia¬ 
betic. Can you please tell me 
what this means? It was ex¬ 
plained that sometimes my 
pancreas works and some¬ 
times it does’t. )s this cor¬ 
rect?

That’s it, roughly. 

Other terms for It are la¬ 
tent or chemical diabetes. It 
means that under certain 
conditions of stress (such as 
pregnancy, infection, or se¬ 
vere emotional strain), sugar 
appears in the urine and 
blood sugar becomes abnor¬ 
mally high. It can occur in 
some after a meal. 

Don’t be lulled by the term 
"borderline diabetes." It will 
progress to overt or definite 
diabetes easily unless you 
take precautions to keep your 
weight down and avoid ex¬ 
cess starch (carbohydrate) 
foods. You should be checked 
periodically (once or twice a 
year) by after-meal blood 
sugar and urine tests.

Filmmaker 
brushes 
with Russia 


By JIM GIBSON 


When Theodore Holcomb got back to New York from 
Russia in 1972, he flew to Los Angeles to get the rushes on 
six months of filming. 

As he recalled in an interview over tea at the Em¬ 
press last week, the first viewing of those rushes was 
not the happiest experience of his 20-year ; career as a 
documentary filmmaker. 

“I sat down for three days and watched it unroll and I 
got sicker and sicker as it was constantly being inter¬ 
rupted by x-ray fogging." 

But still the results were better than he feared after 
his 30.000 feet of film from six months had passed 
through the x-ray equipment at customs on his departure 
from the Soviet Union. He Insists the little detour through the 
x-ray machine was "a deliberate effort by the KGB” to ruin 
the film. 

FATES WERE WITH HIM 

But the fates—"something mechanical went wrong”— 
were apparently with him as only about 20 per cent of his 
filming was destroyed. 

“I sat down and decided to see what I could put togeth¬ 
er,” he recalled. After nine months of solitary editing in 
his New York studios, the result was The New Russia, the 
1974 Hollywood Film Critics documentary award winner, 
which is to be shown twice Monday night at the McPher 
sop. Holcomb is to answer questions following the 52-mi¬ 
nute film. 

Holcomb's meeting with the KGB at the airport wasn't 
his only brush with Soviet law. While filming at the Moscow 
bird market, he was marched off to police headquarters and 
almost found himself signing what amounted to a confess 
ion.of wrongdoings against the Soviet state. He waited 10 
days before police returned his $20,000 Eclair camera 
with the suggestion that filming the Exposition of Econom¬ 
ic Progress was far more worthwhile than Russians 
bartering over caged birds. 

UNCOMMON COURTESY 

Surprisingly enough, Holcomb and his assistant were 
able to wander about Russia—they filmed in 12 of the 
15 Soviet republics—without guides and interpreters. It 
was a courtesy not often extended to foreign filmmakers, 
particularly those who pride themselves on making candid 
documentaries. And Holcomb gets a little hazy when ex¬ 
plaining just how he was able to swing it. Apparently per¬ 
mission came within 24 hours of asking in Washington. 

"Some people in government felt privately that a film 
like this should be made.” 

But just which people he wouldn’t say other than "they 
were definitely not dissidents but people more interested in 
opening up life in the Soviet Union. 

"If you know the facts of a situation and the reality of a 
situation then It's better than dealing with someone than 
making false suppositions," is the best clue he could give 
as to who were his helpful friends. 

And while the courtesy of escort-free shooting might 
seem like carte-blanche, he was still bound by the “catch¬ 
all of not taking any pictures which would be detrimental to 
the Soviet Union.” 

“You can’t talk about the U.S.S.R. without criticizing 
it,” he insists. 

NETWORK THREATENED 

Holcomb doubts tbat he could ever return to the So¬ 
viet Union. When a CBS affiliate showed his film, accord¬ 
ing to Holcomb, the Soviet UN ambassador threatened to 
expel the network’s Moscow bureau. 

Holcomb thinks the Soviets would be particularly 
sensitive to the film's portrayal of the many nationalities 
within the U.S.S.R. 

“It shows quite clearly that the Soviet government is 
the old Russian empire in disguise, yet they damn every¬ 
one else as imperialists.” , 

And while Holcomb’s film captures the vastness and di¬ 
versity of Russia, he doesn’t like it to be labelled a travel¬ 
ogue. A pictorial is more descriptive, he claims. 

"It shows the western world what the people are like 
in the Soviet Union so we can have an understanding that 
there are people behind the bombs and missiles pointed in 
this direction.” 

If Holcomb gives the impression of being a subtle 
propagandist, he insists it’s misleading. 

FLEEING POLITICS 

“My whole life has been fleeing politics; I try to look 
at the country from a humanist point of view." 

Holcomb's start in film making amounted to a bapti¬ 
sm by fire. He learned on the job when he decided In the 
50s that someone should capture Africa on film before it 
entered its now period of transition. 

“I was eminently unemployable. I had three univer¬ 
sity degrees and had written the Great American Novel 
which had failed," he recalls of his qualifications then as a 
film maker. 

He arrived in Africa with the advice to “let your sub¬ 
ject move, don’t move your camera and use an average 
exposure of 5.8;” 

Apparently he has refined this advice over his seven 
films He’s working on his next. This time he holds up 
his light meter to China. 


i‘Wrong’* funeral 
but song played 


EDMONTON (CP) — Deb¬ 
bie Willick of Edmonton had 
a premonition of death a 
month ago. 

She and her fiance were 
listening to Elvis Presley 
sing My Way. She told him if 
anything happened to her, 
she wanted that song played 
at her funeral. 

It was played at a funeral 
Feb. 25. But it was for her 
fiance, RCMP Constable 
Lonnie Neely. 23. stationed In 
Blairmore, Alta. 

Lonnie went to Mexico on 
holiday with some RCMP 
friends. On Feb. 19, he came 
home in a coffin. 

Mexican authorities said hr 
fell from the balcony of a 
resort hotel In Mazatlan, but 
Canadian Embassy officials, 
his RCMP friends and Dr 
William Parker, Manitoba’s 
chief medical examiner who 
examined the body, had 
doubts about what really hap¬ 
pened. 

RCMP Constable Mike 
Duffy, Lonnie's friend and 
room-mate In Blairmore. 
said Lonnie might have been 
murdered for the $800 he was 
carrying. He said the bruises 
on the body were more con¬ 
sistent with a beating than 
with a fall. 

Debbie. 22, said in a tele¬ 
phone interview Friday from 
her parents' home in Spirit- 
wood, Sask., that she met 
Lonnie 1% years ago at a 
hockey party In Peace River. 
Alta., where she was working 
as a telephone operator and 
he was stationed with the 
RCMP. 

It was love at first sight, 
she said. By the second date, 
they started talking of mar¬ 


riage and had soon mapped 
out a long life together. 

Lonnie stayed at Debbie’s 
apartment In Edmonton the 
night before he left on his 
trip. She kept having the feel¬ 
ing that something was 
wrong. 

Some friends Joked that she 
should take out one of those 
Inexpensive insurance poli¬ 
cies in case Lonnie was killed 
in a crash. Somehow, she 
couldn't laugh. 

When Lonnie was leaving 
Friday night, Feb. 17, she ran 
to him and pleaded: "Lon¬ 
nie, dooR leave me." 

Monday morning. Feb. 20. 
as Debbie was getting ready 
for work, she got a call from 


one of Lonnie's Mountie 
friends. He asked to come 
over. But before he got there, 
Debbie said she sensed what 
had happened. 

In the hiture, Debbie said 
she wants to take up where 
Lonnie left off. 

He was a good cop. He’d 
been shot at five times, and 
that bothered them, but he 
still loved his job. And Debbie 
still plans to join the RCMP 
herself. 

People crowded the church 
balconies and basement 
when funeral services were 
held for Lonnie in Swan 
River. 

"So many people loved 
him," Debbie said. 


Puppies seized 
from pet-store 

ABBOTSFORD(CP) — Four dead puppies and 14 under 
nourished dogs were seized by the Society for Prevention of 
Cruelty to Animals and RCMP In simultaneous raids on a 
pet-selling operation, following complaints that dogs were 
kept chained without food or water. 

SPCA official Richard Green loaded the garbage- 
bagged carcasses into a van as other investigators packed 
three-and four-month-old St. Bernards, collies, beagles, 
spaniels and German shepherds into other vehicles.

CPR will quit Quebec 
if French is imposed 


WASHINGTON (AP) - 
Early returns in balloting 
showed striking coal miners 
voting 2-1 against a tentative 
contract Saturday as a con¬ 
cerned Carter administration 
threatened swift action to 
order the miners back to 
work if the 89-day walkout 
continued. 

Administration officials 
said President Carter was 
ready "to move immediately 
and decisively”—very likely- 
invoking the strike-halting 
provisions of theTaft-Hartley 
Act as early as Monday—if 
the pact were rejected. 

With 264 of the United Mine 
Workers’ locals reporting, 21,- 
824 miners had voted against 
the pact, and 9.854 had voted 
for it. That represented about 
one-third of the Y94 UMW 
locals, or about one-fifth of 
180.000 union members. 

Miners in many large 
locals in West Virginia and 
parts of Ohio and Pennsylva¬ 
nia were scheduled to vote 
today. Both pro-contract and 
anti-contract forces had pre¬ 
dicted the final vote would be 
close. 

Carter was being advised 
of the vote count as he spent 
the weekend at Camp David. 
Md The walkout has forced 
power curtailments and in¬ 


dustrial job layoffs in scat¬ 
tered locations. 

Late Saturday afternoon, 
an administration source 
close to Carter said the presi¬ 
dent was “extremely con 
eerned about the progress of 
the vote.” The source also 
left little doubt that Carter 
was ready to seek an 80-day 
back-to-work order under the 
Taft-Hartley Aet as early as 
Monday if the miners reject¬ 
ed the agreement. 

Under the Taft-Hartley 
Act. the president would ap 
point a three-member board 
of inquiry to make a report on 
the strike. On the basis of the 
report, which would contain 
no recommendations, the 
president could have the at¬ 
torney-general seek a court 
order directing miners back 
to work for an 80-day “cool¬ 
ing-off’’ period. 

Administration officials 
said affidavits to support tne 
requested back-to-work order 
had already been drawn up. 

They also said they be¬ 
lieved the president had se¬ 
lected his appointees to the 
board of inquiry and the gov 
ernment could be prepared to 
be in court as early as 
Wednesday. 

Officials said it might be 
Monday before the outcome 
of the moners’ vote would be 
known.

Californians flee storm-battered homes 

Floods , mud still deadly 
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LOS ANGELES (AP) — 
Thousands of residents fled 
their homes in storm-battered 
areas of Southern California 
and northern Mexico on Sat¬ 
urday as floods and mudslides 
killed at least three persons in 
suburban Los Angeles. 

As the latest of a series of 
rainstorms appeared to be 
subsiding, mudslides sent a 
hospital parking lot tumbling 
onto a downtown freeway, 
but police spokesman Carl 
Berlin said no cars were 
trapped and nobody was in¬ 
jured. Other freeways were 
also blocked by mud. 

In Ensenada, Mexico. 20.- 
000 people were left homeless 
by floods. Ensenada Mayor 
Luis Gonzalez Ruiz said Mex¬ 
ican President Jose Lopez 
Portillo had declared the city 
130 kilometres south of the 
California border a disaster 
area. 

A 14-year-old boy drowned 
in a flood control channel 
leading into the Sepulveda 
Basin in the San Fernando 
Valley. He was riding his bi¬ 
cycle along the channel when 
ho slipped into the raging 
waters 

In Los Angeles, mud col¬ 
lapsed the back of a subur¬ 
ban Woodland Hills home, 
trapping a maid and a child 
inside. The maid was killed 
but the child was rescued by 
a 17-year-old youth who lived 
nearby, a fire department 
spokesman said. The spokes¬ 
man said three other homes 
in the suburb slid down a 
hillside. Twenty-five homes 
in Topanga Canyon were re¬ 
ported flooded 

Another resident was killed 
in the exclusive Bel Air sec 
tion of Los Angeles. 


Portions of at least two 
freeways in metropolitan Los 
Angeles were closed as were 
numerous city streets. 

Several dams in the foothill 
area north of the city were 
near capacity and flood con¬ 


trol spokesmen were con 
eerned that further rains 
could pose severe problems 
The Army Corps of Engi 
neers used earth movers to 
cut through California 128 in 
Fillmore to let water from 


swollen Sespe Creek pass 
through. 

In neighboring Ventura 
County, sheriffs helicopters 
were airlifting people off roof¬ 
tops of homes, a police 
spokesman said. 


Ottawa won’t allow 
veto of automation 


OTTAWA (UPI)-The fed 
eral government will not 
allow the Canadian Union of 
Postal Workers a veto over 
automation and is not afraid 
to face a strike, according to 
Postmaster-General Gilles 
Lamontagne. 

"We re there to serve the 
Canadian people — that’s 
very important,’’ Lamon- 
lagne said in a radio inter¬ 
view Saturday. 

"If we are sincere *nd 
think that we have the best 
technological changes to help 
to have a better post office 
system — I mean better de 
livery, better letter-sorting j 
and all that — well I think 
we’re the ones to decide,” the 
recently-appointed cabinet 
minister said. 

"The union can give their 
opinions and discuss with tfC' 
how we are going to do that.” 
Lamontagne said, “but to 
have a veto on something like 
that, we can’t accept." 

Lamontagne said the dis¬ 
pute with the CUPW, whose 
contract expired last June, 
was not primarily over 
money, since the members 
were protected against any 
rise in the cost of living. 


Mechanization was a greater 
problem, he said. 

"If we suggest technical 
changes and it does affect 
very badly the workers, I 
don’t think the governent is 
stupid enough to go ahead,” 
he said. 

The postmaster-general 
called on union president 
Jean-Claude Parrot, who 
earlier in the week said the 
union was preparing for a 
strike, to slop threatening a 
walkout. 

“If he keeps saying that all 
the time, we’ll take certain 


means that we have in this 
position to avoid a strike one 
way or another.” 

Lamontagne said he had 
not ruled out accepting a 
-union proposal that the post 
office be turned into a crown 
corporation. 

But. he said, government 
experience with crown cor 
poralions such as Air Canada 
and the Canadian Broadcast 
ing Corp. proved the erown 
corporation structure was no 
guarantee of smooth labor 
relations. 


"We do not believe that 
they have jurisdiction ... in 
the language that we use in 
our head office of Canadian 
Pacific,” Sinclair said in an 
interview to be shown today 
on television. (See also Page 
63.) 

"And the language of our 
Head office is English, will 
continue to be English and 
must be English,” he said. 
“We re a transnational cor¬ 
poration and we could not 
operate our head office in 
French. ” 

The CPR chairman said he 
would fight any attempt to 
apply the language laws to 
tfie company headquarters. 

"But to contest it means 
that somebody’s got to try to 
enforce it.” he said, "and 
there's no evidence of them 
trying to enforce it on Canadi 
an Pacific to this day 

"1 think that a lot of people 
don't seem to realize that up 
until now, at least, they have 
not in Quebec tried to force 
head offices of companies 
such as ours to operate in 
French." 

Sinclair, who is on the 
board of Sun Life Assurance 
Co., which announced plans 
to move from Montreal to To¬ 
ronto, said that switch was 
justified because the com¬ 
pany was finding policy 
holders were losing confi 
deuce in the company's abili 
ty to meet its obligations. 

in a couple of areas we 
are having difficulties in at 
trading the kind of people we 
need and the flexibility we 
need,” he said. But. Sinclair 
added, the problems had not 
been large enough to force 
CPR "to fake the traumatic 
step, and we’ll be pushed 
very hard before we do.” 

"Having said that, if we 
can’t operate effectively and 
efficiently there, we ll 
leave,” the CPR chairman 
and chief executive officer 
said. 

CPR has been based in 
Montreal since it was formed 
to build Canada’s first trans¬ 
continental railway almost a 
century ago. In the interven¬ 
ing years. CPR has diverse 
fied into a wide range of in 
ternational activities, 
including mining, hotels, air 
lines, shipping and real es¬ 
tate.

OTTAWA (UPI) - Mon 
treal may be able to retain 
many of the head offices in 
Canada but the financial 
centre of Canada has shifted 
permanently to Toronto, the 
chairman of (he Canadian 
Pacific Railway says. 

"In any other country you 
look at as one financial 
centre—the U K. it's London. 
Germany it’s Frankfurt. 
United States . . . it’s still 
New York,” lan Sinclair said 
in a television interview . 

"In Canada it is now. with 
out question. Toronto," he 
said. 

He said some parts of 
CPR's operations were being 
shifted to Toronto. 

The "day-to-day financial 
functioning” was moved. Sin 
clair said, because "our fel 
lows were on the go all the 
time back and forth.” 

"When I first went to Mon 
treal. 1 would think that the 
casualty insurance business 
was largely centred in Mon 
treal,” he said. "Now the ca¬ 
sualty insurance business is a 
combination of underwriting 
and finance, and Toronto 
pulled that, and the casualty 
insurance business is a To 
ronto business.” 

However, Sinclair said, 
there was a future for Mon¬ 
treal holding head offices 
such as his own. which has 
3,500 employees. 

"They must be very, very 
careful not to destroy what I 
call the head office industry 
in Quebec, which is Mon¬ 
treal. 

"It can be destroyed through 
stupidity. It can be destroyed 
through not giving a damn, it 
can be destroyed deliberate¬ 
ly.” 

The activity of the head of 
flees creates employment for 
many other persons through 
out the city, he said. 


Israel took uranium—CIA

Carl Duckett, the Central In¬ 
telligence Agency head of sci¬ 
ence and technology, was in¬ 
cluded by mistake in an 
unclassified document on the 
theft of nuclear materials re¬ 
leased last week. Ihe paper 
said. 

The statement said the CIA 
had evidence that Israeli 
agents in 1968 spirited away 


the ship carrying the urani 
um between Antwerp and 
Genoa. 

Following ils mysterious 
disappearance, the ship 
reappeared with no trace of 
its cargo or original crew. An 
inquiry by the Western Euro¬ 
pean Euratom organization 
was abandoned Ihree years 
later. 


The Observer said Lyndon 
Johnson, then president of 
the U.S., knew about the CIA 
conclusions but asked that 
they not be transmitted lo 
U.S. defence or state depart 
ments.

loria West was given a $1 million Neighborhood Im 
provement Project grant. The federal government under 
w rote 50 per cent of the program, the provincial govcmmenl 
and the city of Victoria financed 25 per cent each. 

When it's completed, the new community centre will 
have cost close to $100,000. and the community will bene¬ 
fit from every cent of it. 

The structure is pleasing to the eye. The outside is dark 
brick, the inside a combination of brick and cedar. 

THE CENTRE HAS a total of 6,500 square feet of space. 
There's a large family room with an open fireplace. That 
room will be used for a multitude of activities, including 
the showing of films, serving lunches to community group 
meetings, reading stories to children. 

There’s a gymnasium, a kitchen, a meeting room, a 
counselling room and a large area for exhibits. 


An outdoor terrace with benches, flower boxes and a 
barbecue overlooks Banfield Park. ' 

The community centre will be managed by the YM 
YWCA, but there wttl be heavy community involvement in 
the planning of programs and activities. 

Kay Wood, former N.I.P. co-ordinator, says the com 
munity will decide what the centre is to offer 

PROGRAMS ARE to include classes in arts and crafts, 
baby-care and dancing. There will be programs for the hand¬ 
icapped and a lot of teenage activities, she says. 

“We’ll also have a city council meeting scheduled to 
take place here in April," Mrs. Wood says.

Sanctuary request denied 


Firearms battle flares up again 


COURTENAY — A battle 
between environmentalists 
and hunters, which has been 
outstanding at the regional 
district level, flared up again 
when a letter was received 
from Sam Bawlf, recreation 
minister. 

His letter denied a request 
to make Woodhous Slough a 
sanctuary. The area is near 
Oyster River and has been a 


hunting ground for many 
years. 

The letter raises doubts 
about the legality of a eonlro- 
versial firearms bylaw, 
which the Comox-Stratheona 
Region Board passed last fall 
and which banned hunting on 
the slough. 

Although the bylaw passed 
three readings locally, it has 
been in Victoria since that 


time awaiting government 
approval. 

In his letter, Bawlf said he 
apologized for delay in reply¬ 
ing but added: “Recent con¬ 
troversy has requird a rela 
lively-detailed assessment of 
the current situation. Our 
ministry has received numer¬ 
ous letters requesting that 
either sanctuary status be 
applied to Woodhous Slough 


nr that recreational hunting 
be allowed to continue" 

Bawlf said the position of 
his ministry was that no regu¬ 
lation changes would be pro¬ 
posed unless severe conflicts 
can be shown to exist be¬ 
tween sportsmen and other 
groups, or there is a signifi¬ 
cant effect on waterfowl pop 
ulation. 

His letter continued by 


pointing out the slough was 
one of the few remaining 
local areas which can be used 
by hunters in the fall. 

The matter of the gun con¬ 
trol bylaw brought opposing 
groups to C-SRD meetings to 
argue both sides of the case. 
Local residents and environ¬ 
mentalists as well as natural 
ists complained the hunting 
was causing safety hazards 


NORTH COWICHAN COUNCIL SPLIT 


Estuary battle intensifying 


DUNCAN — North Cowi 
chan’s representative on the 
provincial government’s 
Cowichan estuary task force. 
Aid. Graham Bruce, has told 
council that “he wished to 
disassociate himself from 
council and sit on the task 
force as a member of the 
community.” 

His move came following a 
heated debate by North Cowi¬ 
chan aldermen between those 
favoring industrial develop 
ment in the Cowichan estuary 
and those who favor waiting 
for the estuary task report, 
before reaching any conclu¬ 
sions. 

Bruce said his disassocia 
lion was th^ only course open 
to him. following council’s 
adoption by a 4-2 vote of an 
Aid. Rex Holletl motion to 
adopt Option C of the 1971 


task force report, which 
would allow limited industri¬ 
al expansion in the estuary. 

Aid. Ron McKinnon, who 
voted for industrial growth in 
the estuary, disagreed with 
Bruce. 

“I can understand Aid 
Bruce's feelings, but as he 
was an elected official, he 
should represent North Cowi¬ 
chan on the task force. You 
will just have to wear two 
hats,” McKinnon said 

Mayor George Whittaker, 
who also favored industry in 
the estuary, said: “We should 
release you from your com¬ 
mitment to council while you 
are on the task force.” 

i just want it known that 
I'm not following council’s 
opinions concerning develop 
ment of the Cowichan es¬ 
tuary.” Bruce said 


Aid. Hollett said council 
should adopt Option C be¬ 
cause Environment Minister 
Jim Nielsen had written 
council, asking for clarifica¬ 
tion of its stand on the status 
quo position previously fa¬ 
vored by North Cowichan. 

Aid. Birgitte Meagher, who 
voted to oppose industrial de¬ 
velopment m the Cowichan 
estuary, moved that council 
not approve of Option C at 
this time but keep the matter 
open until after the task force 
findings were made known 

Hollett replied: “Option C 
has teen supported by the 
(Cowichan Valley) regional 
district. We should lake a 
more positive approach and 
say yes to development 

“The minister has asked u.s 


for indications. He has to 
have an answer. I would like 
to see Option C adopted. If the 
task force comes back with 
findings that say no to devel¬ 
opment in the estuary, then I 
think we should take a second 
look 

Bruce asked Hollett if IIol 
lett could tell him what the 
term limited industrial ex¬ 
pansion really meant. 

Hollett admitted he did not 
know but added that ‘‘if the 
nine or I I government agen¬ 
cies do not object, then I think 
industry should go in there ” 

Bruce then asked Hollett 
“Would you think that West 
ern Energies pellet mill; Is¬ 
land Shake and Shingle mill; 
Hidden Valley sawmills and 
log haulout facility; B.C. For¬ 
est Products log storage fa¬ 


cility. a pulp mill, and 
Doman Industries dredging 
of a channel for accommo¬ 
dating wood-chip barges for 
shipping chips from the mill 
site, could be limited indus¬ 
trial expansion?” 

Hollett replied: “You are 
putting me on the spot. I’m 
not qualified to answer.” 

“That’s my point,” Bruce 
said. “If we approve Option 
C. we are approving some 
thing that we don’t know all 
the facts about.” 

When the vote to approve of 
option C was taken, the mo¬ 
tion passed with Mayor Whit 
taker. McKinnon, Hollett and 
Aid. Dennis Hogan voting for 
it. and Bruce and Meagher 
opposing the motion. 


On the other hand hunter.* 
and members of hunting 
clubs said money and time 
had been spent to upgrade tfie 
slough as a waterfowl nesting 
site. Money had even teen 
received from Ducks U'fllim 
ited to help maintain the 
slough’s environment. 

Bawlf’s letter leaves the 
whole matter of the firearm 
bylaw in the air. 

Meanwhile, a group of in¬ 
terested people in (Courtenay 
is working toward the aim of 
presenting information to a 
commission sctVeduled to 
conduct hearings here in 
March. 

Some 10 people represent 
ing various groups interested 
in food, met recently to de 
cide what type of presenta¬ 
tion might be made to the 
Food Comm»sion, a non-gov 
ernment, independent in¬ 
quiry now being made. 

Some of the concerns ex¬ 
pressed from the initial 
meeting* attended by five 
people, are labelling and 
quality of food.

NEW LOOK URGED 

Profit isn’t 
dirty word, 
says expert 


COURTENAY — Particulars about the word 
profit, misconceptions, concerns and a few sugges¬ 
tions, were named as the topics of an address by 
Dennis Culver. The president of the Chartered 
Accountants of B.C. was a luncheon speaker at the 
regular Rotary Club meeting. 

Culver said thea-e were 3,250 members in B.C. and 
that the number should double in the next decade. 

“The word profits stimulates the flow of adrena¬ 
lin,” Culver said, adding the wdrd means different 
things to different people. 

He said expressing profits in a new way would 
clarify the working of the economic system and 
avoid misunderstandings on the part of employees, 
business, governments and society at large. 

Profits, he said, customarily refer lo the final 
figure at the bottom of the annual income stale- 
ment. Traditionally, this has been regarded as the 
shareholders’ return on investment but it really 
consists of two distinct forms of earnings — one of 
which is available to shareholders and one which is 
not available for distribution but must be retained 
by tbe business for its protection and growth. 

There are four parts to profits, Culver said. They 
include the portion paid to employees, the portion 
representing taxes paid to society, the portion that 
constitutes a return to the shareholders, and the 
portion that is retained by the company for corpo¬ 
rate protection and growth. 

“All four groups profit from a successful busi 
ness operation and the share of each ought to be 
more clearly shown.” he said. 

He said he felt greater emphasis should be given 
to those elements in their constitution of the profit 
figure by developing a profit figure before taxes 
and renumeration are deducted, and then subtract 
ing them one by one. 

“Just as profits are compared to the year before 
or related to rate of return, so should the employ¬ 
ee’s share be related to some index to show 
progress or productivity,” he said. 

In conclusion he told the meeting: “In the gen¬ 
eration of profits the employees, the investors, 
society, and the business itself have not only the 
right to participate in profits, but a responsibility to 
help produce and protect profits. ” 

Culver said many chartered accountants might 
disagree with his theory and he was looking 
forward to a meeting with them in the evening. 

Culver, born in the Okanagan, is a graduate of 
University of British Columbia and is owner and 
senior president of his own firm. He is the father of 
nine children including twins, active in community 
life and was a serving officer in the Canadian Army 
during the Second World War.

Board farmers lock horns with urban colleagues

The farmers on the Capital 
Region Board ganged up Fri 
day in opposition to suggest 
cd changes in their land tax 
status, but their citified op 
position will get another 
chance to push the issue at a 
full board meeting next week 

The regional planning com¬ 
mittee was discussing a re¬ 
port prepared by the plan¬ 
ning department to go on to a 
provincial standing commit¬ 
tee on agriculture. 

The provincial committee 
is reviewing the provincial 
agricultural land reserve and 
the prospects for the next 20 
years. 

Planners had suggested 
that ways should be found to 


discourage the use of farm¬ 
land by “non bona fide farm 
ers”, and felt that one way of 
doing that would be lu in¬ 
crease the $1,600 annual in¬ 
come orilerion needed before 
2 to 10 acre lot owners could 
qualify as farmers. 

The planners pointed out 
that in the region about half 
of the parcels assessed as 
farmland are less than 10 
acres, with many owners liv¬ 
ing in high-value suburban 
homes but paying little in the 
way of property tax by un 
dertaklng a m inimum amount 
of part-time farming. 

Municipalities then had dif¬ 
ficulty financing local ser 
vices because of those low 
taxes, and the planners fell 
thal the $1,600 criterion for 


gross annual income was loo 
*liiw to discourage part-time 
farming and suburban growth 
in rural municipalities. 

North Saanich Mayor 
George Westwood and Saan¬ 
ich Aid. John Mika agreed 
with that argument, but ran 
into strong opposition from 
three farmers on the commit¬ 
tee-board chairman James 
Campbell. Central Saanich 
Aid. Dave Hill and Metcho- 
sin's Mac Tipton. 

The recommendation was 
deleted. 

The three then joined to 
defeat further recommenda¬ 
tions that the actual farm 
house and residential land 
pay taxes on a residential 
basis, and that the provincial 
government be asked to pay 
the difference between farm 


and residential taxes on the 
farmland 

Al (his point an irate West 
wood wanted to know if the 
votes were valid since Camp 
bell, ex-officio on the com 
mitlee. was voting, and if he 
had not attended there would ■ 
have been no quorum for the / 
committee. When he was as f 
sured that everything was as 
it should be, he insisted that 
the board should see all reec 
ommendations. including 
those rejected by the com¬ 
mittee. 

The committee then wvm • 
on to decide that if land wfere 
removed from the farmland 
classification, the difference 
between residential taxes and 
farm taxes for the previous 10 
years should be charged as a 
lien against the property pay 


able when the land was sold. 

The committee was unani¬ 
mous on that, and on a rec¬ 
ommendation thal the pro 
vincial government should 
seek ways of stimulating 
productive use of agricultural 
lands. 

They split again however 
on whether the land commis¬ 
sion act should contain guide¬ 
lines “designed to minimize 
conflicts between non-agri- 
cultural use of land and suc¬ 
cessful farming operations on 
land reserve." Westwood was 
opposed to that, since it was 
suggested that buffer zones 
might be established beside 
land reserves, and he felt 
that would mean less resi 
dential land in a municipal! 
ly.

They did. however, agree 
that the provincial govern 
ment should provide guide¬ 
lines in the municipal act so 
that local governments could 
ensure a “comfortable rela¬ 
tionship" between agricul¬ 
tural and non-agricultural 
uses, and they all wanted 
changes in regional planning 
controls. 

They want provincial gov¬ 
ernment approval of official 
regional plans, and following 
that, endorsement of commu¬ 
nity plans by regional govern¬ 
ment. At present, while the 
Capital Region Board gets to 
see local plans, there is no 
legal way that it can require 
municipalities to change 
plans that do not conform to 
regional policies.

Pauline l ohnson 

VAGABOND of the WEST 


.Mar. 10 this year falls 
on a Friday. Nothing 
significant about that 
except that 117 years 
ago, Pauline Johnson 
was born. 

Spin the years ahead for a mo¬ 
ment, so that you can picture Pauline 
on television, her slender figure in an 
ermine-trimmed Indian costume, 
whisking across time from the con¬ 
cert stage to the electronic medium. 
She is swaying slightly, her powerful 
voice electrifying her audience with 
recitations of poetry, her hazel eyes 
and olive red complexion aglow with 
emotion. 


NO WRITER was more loyal in 
battling for her people, nor more 
Canadian in her poetic expression. 
Chiefswood was the name of the fami¬ 
ly estate, now a Pauline Johnson 
museum at Brantford, Ontario, which 
included 200 acres of gardens, stables, 
walnut groves and wild life, known to 
the Indians as the Great House. 

Chief Johnson, Pauline's father, 
was called Onwanonsyshon by his 
people, meaning “he who has the 
great mansion.” Titled visitors from 
abroad, artists and writers were 
entertained with elegance by 
Pauline's parents. Her father was of¬ 
ficial interpreter on the reservation. 
He was also head chief of the Six Na¬ 
tions Indians and a full-blood member 
of the Wolf Clan. Pauline was proud of 
her heritage. 

Her real success began with the 
reading of one of her poems in 
Toronto in 1892. Little did she realize 
then that she would be giving recitals 
on the prairies, east and west coasts 
and in all parts of Canada. 


HALF MOHAWK, half EngUsh, 
Pauline was the granddaughter of 
John Smoke Johnson, an Indian war¬ 
rior of the Mohawks, principal tribe 
of the Iroquois. Johnson was a son of 
Jacob Johnson, who was the godson of 
Sir William Johnson, British colonial 
leader of Johnston Hall. 

Miss Johnson's mother, Emily 
Howells, was of English ancestry and 
Emily's third cousin Was the 
American novelist and essayist, Wil¬ 
liam Dean Howells. 

Emily was brought to Brantford 
frotal Ohio by her married sister to es¬ 
cape an unhappy home life. One of her 
first jobs was to nurse the young Chief 
Johnson through a bout of typhoid. 

Later, when they wanted to marry, 
neither family was in favor. No son 
could be chief, born of a white 
mother. 

However, they married in 1853 and 
had four children. Emily Pauline was 
the fourth. 

Frank Yeigh, president of the 
Young Liberal Society of Toronto, 
where she recited her first poem, 
became Pauline's first manager. He 
booked tours for her throughout North 
America. 
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IN THE SPRING of 1894, Pauline 
made her first trip to England. As the 
literary lioness of London's season, 
Pauline was never more eloquent. 

Towards the end of 1894. she began 
, another of her tours across Canada. 

Three years later, she met Walter 
McRaye, who became her friend and 


manager, and who made so many con¬ 
cert tours with her, as she recited Dr. 
Drummond's Habitant poems. 

She was 35; he was 20. He called 
her the well beloved vagabond.” 
Together they appeared in a few 
prairie cities before going their 
separate ways to complete their con¬ 
tracts.

In 1899, she was off on another tour 
with McRaye. They covered Canada 
from metropolis to ghost town, from 
plushy concert hall to bare bam. They 
gave concerts in quaint fishing vil¬ 
lages in Newfoundland, in remote 
parts of the Cariboo, in the barroopi 
of Jerry Bryce s hotel at High River. 
Alberta, in grain, elevators, in any 
area where they could reach people 
who had perhaps never seen a con¬ 
cert. 


PAULINE HAD a deep love for 
British Columbia. During her 850- 
mile concert tour with McRaye. fol¬ 
lowing the old Cariboo Trail north, 
she writes: “I slept like a baby, 
laughed like a child, and ate like a 
lumberjack.” 

Lac La Hachc was where she and 
McRaye recited the night Premier 
Richard McBride was present. He 
sprang onto the stage after their per¬ 
formance to make a speech. Later, he 
joined McRaye, the Mohawk Princess 
and members of the audience in danc¬ 
ing the night away. 

The two performers barnstormed 
their way through the heart ol the 
Cariboo. Some of their stopovers are 
mere ghost towns today; others have 
vanished, such as Cascade and 
Columbia. Cache Creek, on the other 
hand, is now a thriving community 
and so is Hope. 

In 1906, McRaye and his partner 
went to England, opening their tour in 
the great Steinway Hall in London. On 
this visit Pauline meCChief Joe of the 
Capilano Squamish Indians. Three 
years later, he would be telling her 
the stories and ancient legends of his 
people. But that was all in the future 
and would be published, with the the 
help of friends, as Legqifds of Van¬ 
couver, after Pauline became ill. 


WHITE WAMPUM, her first book 
of verse, was published in 1903. Flint 
and Feather comprised White Wam¬ 
pum and Canadian Bom and included 
a few of her unpublished poems. 

It was printed in 1912. The Moc¬ 
casin Maker, a collection of Pauline's 
short stories, was produced a year 
later. Two of her best known poems 
are The Song My Paddle Sings and In 
the Shadows. 

In 1913, Pauline died of cancer in 
Vancouver, the city she loved 
McRaye remained a faithful friend 
right to the end and was with her 
when she died. Flags were lowered to 
half mast, civic offices were closed, 
and thousands lined the streets to 
mourn her passing. A large number of 
Indians stood silent and sad 
throughout the service. 

Her body was cremated and a 
special funeral service was held in 
Stanley Park, her ashes buried near 
Siwash Rock, as she had wished. A 
memorial cairn was erected close by 
in her honor. 


THE QUALITY of Pauline 
Johnson’s poetry has been ignored by 
many contemporary critics. Yet she 
developed a unique style of melody, 
color and rhythm. Perhaps It was the 
blend of two races, casting a spell. At 
any rate, and perhaps for many 
reasons, Mar. 10 is remembered by 
some as the birthday of a well 
beloved vagabond. ”

II not. they are driven out by the 
owner. 

But il they are open for settlement 
never was territory claimed so 
melodiously, lines run so swiftly or 
corner posts marked with such a 
vocal flourish. Never, ever,, was 
Keep Out!” proclaimed so sweetly. 
That remarkable vocal organ, the

syrinx, certainly comes into its own In 
spring. Not least because each bird 
tries to take in as much territory as 
possible, to ensure the family food 
supply. 

WHEN I LIVED on the Florida 
flyway 1 saw some very peculiar 
robins indeed come spring. They flew 
U£. down, sideways, crashdived into 
bushes, staggered around on the 
ground and jostled each other for any 
water available 

In fact, they behaved in a scan¬ 
dalous fashion which some bird lovers 
insisted must be rabid, while others 
blamed it on overeating. The others 
were right. Those birds were 
swacked. stoned, sozzled on Brazilian 
pepper tree berries. Such luscious red 
berries, but what thirsty hangovers 
you could get from them. 


yard into a whirlwind of beating 
wings and golden animated patches of 
color.” writes Mary bauphince, an 
artist living on the South Shore near 
Lunenburg. Nova Scotia. 

She mentioned the "bitterly cold 
weather this winter” and goes on to 
say: "But we are enjoying a greater 
influx of birds than we have had four 
years. To see a white throat or a song 
sparrow in winter was an event to 
record.” 

Winter finches — which include 
the evening grosbeak — were either 
missing or very scarce around 
Campbell River on Vancouver Island. 

FOUR BLACK PLOVER on the 
Oyster River and a great horned owl 
at Shelter Point have been two more 
surprises for upper V.I. bird 
watchers.

With Cilean Douglas 
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Bundies may be "for the birds”, 
but who is to say the birds haven't an 
inkling of the coming ice age 
predicted by scientists? 

Perhaps in training for it were the 
robins that turned up this year as 
winter residents in at least two places 
where they had not been noticed 
before. 1 saw two here and four more 
were sighted in the Sayward Valley 
busily eating holly berries. 

Near the Salmon River on Van- 
covuer Island bird watchers have 
been surprised by two very tame pine 
grosbeaks.

"THIS MORNING about 50 even¬ 
ing grosbeaks turned our trees and 


The coast merlin, which nests at 
Upper Campbell Lake, turned up 
around Sayward this year. Its more 
familiar, but not as attractive name 
a pigeon hawk: a small falcon, not 
much larger than a robin. The spec ies 
nesting at the lake is very dark brown 
with the typical pointed wings, nar¬ 
row tail and rapid wingbeat of the 
falcon. 


THE ENDANGERED peregrine 
falcon or duck hawk, about which 
there is so much controversy these 
days, is on my own bird list and so is 
the hovering, tail-pumping sparrow 



hawk. But I haven't seen either one 
for a couple of years now. 

Definitely not pigeon hawks, were 
those arsonist birds which started a 
fire with their droppings on the arch 
which welcomes you to Reno Nevada, 
"the biggest little city in the world.” 
They were pursely and simply 
pigeons — which are neither pure nor 
simple. I wonder how they 11 cope 
with the swivel rods the city is going 
to put on the arch now? My advice 
would be to watch the entries for our 
log rolling contests this summer. 

Also watch those swing sets on the 
beach or in the park. A lot of balanc¬ 
ing takes place there, especially on 
rainy days. Birds line up on the top 
bars, almost wing to wing, and the 
seats are always occupied. 1 must ad¬ 
mit I haven’t seen any of them taking 
rides. 

ONE METHOD of learning about 
the birds and the bees is to have them 
right at home, as the Don Denkos do 
350 birds and twice as many bees. 

Another is to live more and more 
with nature, learning her intricate, 
lovely ways with bird and bee and 
blossom. Any old excuse will do for 
shore and upland wandering in 
March. 

A bee and snow together can be a 
true sign of mountain spring. There 
are others. Black bears and yellow 
arum, of course — and how thin the 
bears look, how plump the arum! But 
most of all the rivers, in full spate and 
roaring their glory song. 

★ ★ * 

HERE TT IS the robins which an¬ 
nounce spring. The other day 1 was 
watching one plump fellow carolling 
from the top of my woodshed. 

A tree bough cracked nearby and 
suddenly I noticed that the bird had 
closed his bill and though the song 
went on it was as though he were 
humming it. 

I remembered seeing a hermit 
thrush do the same thing and now I 
realized that in both cases there had 
been a noise nearby. Evidently the 
birds felt that it wasn't dangerous to 
them. Did they subdue their songs in 
order to listen better, to sense their 
surroundings more — or so that an 
enemy would not hear them if there 
really was danger? 

Hopefully a parliament, legislative 
assembly, municipal council in spring 
session somewhere in Canada will be 
debating how to protect bird life. One 
such debate in the British House of 
Lords was immortalized by Peter 
Henniker in "Peers on the Wing: * 

“WTiy should their busy lordships 
such trifling things debate? Have they 
no weightier questions, no high af¬ 
fairs of state.' to which the nation 
answers it can trust those leaders 
best who kqow the importance of a 
small bird's nest.” 
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A true story of early days of the 
settlement of Cameron Bay in the 
Northwest Territories of Canada. 


(.OLD! SILVER! RADIUM! 

It was 1931 when these hyp¬ 
notic words were headlined in the 
newspapers across the country. 
Like the great Klondike gold rush 
of ’98, humanity responded to it. 
starting the craziest stampede 
into the Canadian Arctic, the like 
of which will never be seen 
again. 

Gilbert Labine, prospecting for the Eldorado 
Gold Mines Ltd. made the discovery in 1930 that 
started it all. The news of his find leaked out slowly. 
Not until Dr. Hugh Spence of the department of 
mines in Ottawa visited the property late in 1931. 
verifying the richness of the deposit in silver and 
radium, did the public become aware of ijt. Like a 
spark which starts an explosion, his word was the 
spark that started the rush to Great Bear take the 
following year, known as "The trail of ’32. ' 

"SIDEWALKS OF SILVER” Gold greater 
than the Klondike," Radium worth $70,000 a 
gram” . . such were the superlatives given to 
reporters by promotel's and speculators returning 
from the area. 

The news of the early thirties consisted mostly 
of the latest bankruptcies, stock market crashes and 
lines of unemployed. Newspapers therefore were 
eager to print anything of an optimistic nature. 

The remoteness and inaccessibility seemed to 
add credence to the exaggerated claims. On the 
largest lake in Canada, a lake in Canada's sub 
arctic, further north than the Klondike, a storehouse 
of wealth had been found. 

Established mining companies and veteran 
prospectors were able to afford aeroplanes to take 
them in. However the unemployed and dried out 
larmers, anxious to get off relief, formed the ma¬ 
jority who answered the irresistible call 

AS IF HEEDING a Pied Piper's flute, they con¬ 
verged on every tributary of the Mackenzie River 
system in the spring of 1932. 

Working long hours, they built the crudest and 
clumsiest of crafts that ever floated. They ripped 
grain bdxes apart and fashioned them into barges 


Watering- troughs were reshaped into skiffs, along 
with scows and boats, canoes and kayaks they 
were put in the rivers. Those who could not afford 
to buy or build, hitch-hiked down stream as they 
had ridden the rods across the continent for the past 
two years. 

If the conveyances which carried them down 
river were varied and unique, they matched the 
character and moods of those they carried. 

These included, an orphaned lad of 17, from Dr 
Bamardo s Homes in Britain whose cheerful laugh 
and happy disposition endeared him to everyone, a 
crusty 72-year-old carpenter, from Victoria B.C.. 
whose temperament and traits were so adverse, no 
one would travel with him; a man with a wooden 
leg. another who had competed in long distance foot 
races, with world champion Tom Longboat. There 
was a white Justice of the Peace from Alberta, and 
a colored refugee from justice from Alabama; an 
unemployed chemistry professor from Notre Dame 
University and a deaf mute from Manitoba. These 
were but a few of the hodge-podge, mish mash, con¬ 
glomeration of humanity that chose the water route 
lo the new Eldorado. 

* ★ * 

LL'RED AND DRAWN forward by the dreams 
ol riches at their journey’s end. driven and pushed 
onward by the nightmarish realities they had left 
behind, they floated down the mighty Mackenzie 
River, then paddled and poled up the treacherous, 
tortuous, ice-filled Great Bear River and across 
Great Bear lake. 

They often lived hours of doubt in the space of 
minutes as their frail crafts were buffeted by the 
sudden storms that blew up on* this inland sea 

Towards the first of August, this storm bat¬ 
tered flotilla began straggling into die town ol 
Cameron Bay. headquarters and post office for the 
mining settlement. If hardship and disaster had 
been their lot in the past, they were nothing com¬ 


pared to the hunger and disappointments they now 
faced. 

The gold was non existent, this had been a 
promoter's opinion and not a fact. The only 
resemblance to gold being in. Labines company's 
name. The Eldorado Gold Mines. 

There was lots.of silver, the price being only 30 
cents an ounce, it did not pay for the mining, refin¬ 
ing. and shipping it out. 

THE RADIUM ORE, pitchblende, was the 
richest in the world. However it necessitated min- 
. ing seven tons of ore. shipping it out to a refinery 
being built at Port Hope, Ontario, before the one 
gram of radium, worth $70,000, could be extracted 

The country had been staked from the Arctic 
Circle to the south shore of the lake purely for 
speculative purposes, most of it good for nothing 
but moose pasture. 

Of the three companies operating small mines, 
two were closing down for the winter. Only 
Eldorado Gold Mines intended staying operative 
with a reduced crew of nine men. If ever men faced 
a bleak winter, these argonauts at Cameron Bay 
did. Very few came down river with sufficient food 
to last the winter, a winter which was fast up 
proachlng. 

Some hired out as prospectors with syndicates, 
who had no money to pay them, searching the rocks 
for veins of gold which did not exist. 

Some immediately turned around and headed 
back Two of these, two brothers from Detroit. 
Mich... had paddled in to Great Bear Lake, they 
staked 18 claims in a hurry, then paddled out a total 
distance of over 3.500 miles. 

Unable to sell their claims, out of desperation, 
they rode the rods to Toronto, held up the Royal 
Bank at Wesley and Church Streets, shot it out with 
the Toronto police, were captured and spent the 
next 10 years in Kingston Penitentiary 





OFF-COURSE CARIBOU saved miners from starving.

A few were able to get work cutting and hauling 
wood lor the RCMP, mining recording. Signal 
Corps, and other government offices. The more 
robust whip-sawed lumber, a back-breaking job 
Some could not stand the loneliness and disappoint 
inent, became despondent, ended it all by their own 
actions. 

THOSE UNABLE to find employment built 
'luck tents, living mostly on lake trout and white 
fish with which the lake was teeming They were 
eventually saved from starvation by the caribou 
migration Seldom do caribou migrate so far west 
Ibis winter, like manna.from heaven, thoy passed 
by in droves. 

With tiie passing of winter and the coming of 
spring. Eldorado announced the expansion of its 
mining activities and the building of a mill at 
l.abinc Point. This found work for most of those 
who had wintered at Cameron Bay. The others 
found work around town or left for the outside, 
relieving a situation which could have been a dis¬ 
aster 

The unemployed and destitute farmers were 
nol the only ones caught in this zany stampede 

Hurry Keid and his wife from Boise. Idaho, 
came to Cameron Bay with a fortune at that time ol 
more than $10,000. They started a restaurant, flew 
in pigs to eat refuse and slops from the tables 
They soon found out. apart from the pilots and 
mechanics who ate there, the rest of their clientele 
being broke and penniless ate the refuse intended 
lor the pigs. The pigs froze or starved to death 
Iteid and his wife returned to Boise within three 
years, $10,000 poorer and a whole lot wiser. 

VICTOR INGRAHAM built his first hotel at 
Cameron Bay in 1932. He hung a large musk ox 
head over the door and called it the Musk Ox 

Saloon 

His patrons, like Reid's, were penniless and 
had no money to pay for their lodgings. Ingraham 
soon realized this venture would not be a paying 
enterprise. He threw the hotel doors wide open, 
bought a schooner. The Speed, and started 
trcighling supplies from Great Bear River across 
the 250-mile-wide lake to Cameron Bay. 

On one ol these trips late in October, the 
lemperatures were below freezing and the worst 
storm of the year raged on the lake. The loaded 
Speed, with two of her crew, went down. 

Ingraham with another member of the crew 
floated around on a rubber raft for two days on 
Great Bear Lake. At last they were blown ashore, 
miles from any habitation. Ingraham's legs, feet 
and lingers were frozen so badly they had to be am 
putated. 

This did not diminish the ambition or ver¬ 
satility of this man. He stayed in the North becom¬ 
ing quite prosperous, eventually moving to Vic¬ 
toria. B.C . building the Ingraham Hotel on Douglas 
Street, a far cry in distance and accommodation 
from the Musk Ox Saloon in the Arctic. 

WOMEN ALSO became caught in the mad 
rush; one being a wealthy princess from the island 
of Malta, married to a duke of the Romanov 

dynasty. 

The duke, exiled from Russia with the fall of 
the Czarist s regime in 1917, came to Canada, and 
started ranching near Edson, Alta. 

The princess, hearing of the fabulous wealth ot 
< ireal Bear Lake, and not liking ranching, went to 
the States and bought a new aeroplane. She hired a 
hush pilot in Edmonton. Relaying gasoline caches 
on the way. she flew into Great Bear Lake while 
three feet of snow covered the country. 

A slightly-built woman and with snow up to her 
waist, she decided after one day of prospecting, 
ranching in the foothills of the Rockies with her 
Russian duke, preferable to prospecting in the Arc- 
lic with a Canadian bush pilot and left in disgust 

NO STORY of Cameron Bay would be complete 
without mention of Yukon Jess, a woman of gigan¬ 
tic size. Jess had been a madam in the bawdy- 
houses of the Yukon. She had seen the money made 
and lost in the gold rush to the Klondike in '98 

Hearing of tile riches over the Rockies to the 
east, she came to Cameron Bay. Enroute through 
Edmonton, she picked up two glamor girls, with the 
vibrant aliases of Zip and Zoom. These three 
enterprising women soon found there was no money 
lo be got from the starving population in town. 

Within two months, Zip hooked on to a miner 
going back to Ontario, and Zoom latched on to a 
barren-land trapper flying to Edmonton with a load 
"f white fox pelts. Jess did not have the form, 
ligure, or inclination to carry on the business, even 
it paying patrons had been available. A pilot feeling 
sorry for her, out of the goodness of his heart, gave 
her a free ride back to civilization.

Within four years the post office of Cameron 
Bhy was no more — it being changed to the more 
appropriate name Port Radium, radium being the 
chief mineral mined and shipped out. 

IN 1944 the company which started it all was 
expropriated by the federal government. It. in con¬ 
junction with the United States, required the rich 
radium ore to develop the atomic bomb, which 


devastated Hiroshima. The name Eldorado Gold 
Mines Ltd. was changed to Eldorado Nuclear Ltd. 

Today, with silver worth almost $5 an ounce, 
companies are busy mining the richest silver 
deposits in (he world at Great Bear Lake. 

Except for a fly-in fishing lodge, the old site of 
Cameron Bay is a ghost town, haunted by the ghosts 
of those hardy pioneers who paddled, portaged, and 
packed their way In over the trail of '32.

Today (he motorist who 
drives west from Campbell River 
passes mile after mile of sprawl¬ 
ing man-made reservoir. There’s 
more than 30 miles of this im¬ 
poundment, and if the motorist is 
a fisherman, he thinks happily of 
the large trout he should be able 
to hook. o 

As be dumps bis cartop boat in the polluted 
water near Myra Creek, he neither knows, nor 
cares, that he is in the presence of a dead thing that 
was once of incredible beauty. 

IN 1»34 BUTTLE LAKE lay 11 miles by trail 
from the end of a rough road that petered out at 
Walter Sutherlands cabins on Upper Campbell 
Lake. Thence the trail led through virgin stands of 
fir and cedar. The mossy forest floor was starred 
with trilliums. yellow violets and lady-slippers. 

Always the river, newly born in" the big lake, 
ran with youthful vigor on one’s right band. 

Trail s end was a large log cabin fronted by 
I lowering dogwoods. The rowboats and scores of 
mice shared a seldom broken tranquility. i 

I lowered my packboard to the cedar floor and 
looked around at the first of several rooms of this 
so-called "government” cabin. I saw a stove, a box 
bed, a table covered with soiled oilcloth. 

1 leafed through the old exercise book that 
served as a sort of visitor’s registry. "God's most 
Sunday, March 5, 1978 
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... or was it public apathy 
that killed her? 
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beautiful creation”; "this lake is the best we have 
ever seen ; "hiked to a small lake across the river 
... it was full of big-1” I was to agree with all of 
these verdicts in a total of pearly six months of pure 
happiness spent on the banks of this lovely wgter. 

* * * 

LIKE A SWORD-CUT, narrow and deep, the 
lake’s surface then was a peculiar greeny-blue 
color, the ancient merging of sky and untouched 
forest. Half a dozen streams fed the lake. 

Four miles away Wolf River entered, and near 
this spot a group of cabins stood beneath the 
shadow of 6,800 foot Ml. McBride. 

Once a Mr. Titus, a Washington D.C. lawyer 
liad owned this camp, to which he brought an in¬ 
valid son, but now the cabins belonged to Will Reid 
of Long Beach, California. His caretaker, Con Reid 
mo relation), was one of the lake's two permanent 
residents. The other, across- the take, was Harry 
Rogers. 

I rowed slowly across Wolf River's outlet; the 
trout fly drifted down and across the rippling 
water. Came a jerk and sodded battle as a strong 
cutthroat seized the feathered'lure and l happily 
drew him to’ the boat. 

The oars dipped steadily as the boat slowly fol¬ 
lowed the west bank. There was Marble Bay where 
a thin veil of snow water fell past a weathered out¬ 


cropping of marble. Next Phillips Creek with 
notable fishing at its pebbly delta. 

PHILLIPS CREEK ... memory indeed holds 
the door to the past wide open. Once when trolling 
in the deep, a fish took the small silver spinner and 
was lifted in after fighting well. 

Ibis was a very unusual Dolly Vurden, perhaps 
14 inches long, his whole body shimmering with a 
strange golden wash in which the widely-spaced 
spots gleamed like orange stars. I was glad (o 
release him unharmed. 

Almost at the long lake's ending. Myra Creek 
plunged wildly into a perfect rock basin before a 
short run brought it to the lake. 

One May morning I was thrilled to sec scores of 
dark spawning rainbows lying in the bubbling green 
current. The surging wafer rushed through that 
superb pool like a living thing, then escaped placid 
ly to its union with the lake. 

It was not far to the lake's upper end, where 
I’nee Creek abruptly crossed its gravel bar and dis¬ 
appeared in our flooded rift valley. Here a pleasant 
surprise was awaiting me, for 1 was to hook slout 
little land-locked salmon, as silver in color and as 
red-fleshed as any brave grilse caught in the salty 
sea. 

In 19381 lived for two months at this wonderful 
spot, and caught many a pair of these stout little 12 
ounce lighters.

THEY TOOK A FLY sunk well under water, 
and I came to know a certain eddy behind the foots 
of an old tree buried in the gravel bar. The eddy 

behind live roots of an old tree burled in the gravel 
bar. The eddy would take hold of my silver-bodied 
grey hac kle and carry it straight down lo the expec¬ 
tant kokanee. I wonder if they still survive in to¬ 
day's mineral-tainted water? 

At Price Creek 1 lived in a tiny log cabin built in 
Util lor government surveyors. It lacked floor and 
door, but l concocted a stove from three gasoline 
cans, complete with oven, and settled down in 
primitive comfort. Above me lay an untouched 
natural paradise. 

Even in June the snow lay deep on the ridges of 
Vancouver Island s heart, a rugged backdrop ot 
purple rocks and billowing snow slopes dominated 
by the Comox Glacier. It was in this wilderness that 
I saw the only ptarmigan I have ever met on the 
Island 

The tracks of elk lay thick around the 
weatherbeaten shack, and the lake's shallows were 
dimpled with craters where the big deer had up¬ 
rooted water plants to much the juicy roots. Cougar 
prints and wolf tracks criss-crossed the snow slopes 
.is these hunters ranged through the lonely glades, 
the mountain meadows.

THIS COUNTRY at the lakehead was as 
perfect as nature could contrive. 

Today I am saddened by the fact that it is im¬ 
possible tor me to return to a certain crystal-clear 
pool in Price Creek a short way upstream from the 
lake For me this single body ot slowly moving 
water epitomized all of British Columbia's native 
beauty, all that I have loved in this wonderful 
island, this wonderful province. 

To recall it is to evoke something lost forever, 
because my pool has vanished beneath a score of 
feet of impounded water ruisod-by the dam on Up¬ 
per Campbell Lake. Newcomers must take my 
word that the pool was something out of the or- 
• dinary 

Being a fisherman first and a philosopher a 
very poor second, 1 know that 1 can never again 
beach a 16-inch trout in that Price Creek pool as I 
did on the May afternoon so long'ago. The pool's 
west bank was quite steep, and there a pair of 
kingfishers had dug their tunnel-nest. The peevish 
parents shouted raucous insults at me each time 
they returned with small fishes for their hungry 
brood 

I stood on a sand bar backed by the nodding red 
petals ot columbines and admired my handsome 
catch Present ly 1 watched my trout s twin rise un¬ 
hurriedly through the clearest possible water to the 
dimple in the surface where my ginger hackle had 
just alighted. I have not forgotten him ..he sails up 
Irom the polished grey pebbles, and it is so clear 
that I can sec every spot on his tapering green back 
as lie comes up without any fear whatsoever to 
meet me

WHEN I l.EET lor the last time 1 paddled my 
narrow cedar raft down the east bank, camping anil 
iishing. sleeping wherever night overtook me. 1 
lound a loon's nest on the iow shore with its pair of 
long day-colored eggs freckled with black blotches 

I watched the handsome little Harlequin ducks 
and their neighbors the mergansers diving for the 
dinners or roosting on grounded logs. 

Edging past Hcnshaw and Shepherd creeks, 
idly whipping the quivering surface. I hardly cared 
in those dreamy twilights whether or not I hooked a 
fish But I always did catch fish, more than 1 
needed: the barbless hooks slid easily from 
leathery lips and the trout fled away to light again 
some other day. 

Vt last the cedar prow grated on the point 
above Harry Roger's cabin where a lofty poplar 
grew. Came supper with genial Harry, a pat for 
Sandy his mighty cougar hound and another for bos- 
\\ little Skip. And then next morning it was all over, 
with Harry piling my packboard and rods in his 
'mall motor boat. Harry bent over the stern, the 
loud Johnson crackled and we were away on the lust 
four miles to the foot of the lake where the logs of 
the old “government'' cabin showed through a 
Hedge of dogwoods. Then the trail, like a dark tun¬ 
nel between the straight tree trunks, drew me away 
for what proved to be forever

Economists tell us the reason western civiliza¬ 
tion has dominated history is that their economy is 
based on bread . . . one of the most economical and 
stable sources of energy known to man. There are 
many, many kinds of bread and the wise 
homemaker will encourage the eating of some of 
the out-of-ordinary kinds . . . like whole wheat, 
cracked wheat, soybean, oatmeal and whole-ry« 
breads because of their high nutritional value. 

Here is a recipe for Dark Kye Bread ... as 
delicious as nutritious. We think you will want to 
add this to your bread file. 

DARK RYE BREAD . . . one-half cup luke 
warm water, one Up. sugar, one package or 
one tbsp. bulk dry yeast, three-quarters cup 
water, one cup milk', two tbsp. honey, one tbsp. 
margarine, two tsp. sugar, one tbsp. salt, two 
and--a-half cups unsifted dark rye flour, two 
and-a-half cups unsifted all purpose white flour 
(about), one-quarter cup corn meal, one egg 
white and two tbsp. water. 

Measure the half cup lukewarm water into a 
large bowl. Stir in one tsp. sugar and the yeast. Let 
stand 10 minutes then stir well. Meantime combine 
the three-quarter cup water, milk, honey and 
margarine into a saucepan. Heat over low heat un¬ 
til liquids are luke warm. Stir in the two tsp. sugar 
and salt. (If you like caraway seeds include one 
tbsp. of them). Add the liquids to the dissolved 
ydast. 

Combine flours. Add two cups of flour mixture 
to liquids. Beat until smooth. Stir in additional 
three cups (about) of flour mixture to make a soft 
dough. If necessary add additional white flour to ob¬ 
tain desired dough. Turn dough out onto a lightly 
floured board, knead until smooth and elastic, about 
eight to 10 minutes. Place in greased bowl, turning 
to grease top. Cover and let rise in a warm place 
free from draft until double in bulk, about an hour. 

Punch dough down. Turn out on lightly floured 
boards. Divide in half, form each piece into a ( 
smooth ball. Cover and let rest 10 minutes Flatten 
each piece lightly. 

Boll lightly on a board to form a loaf with 
tapered ends. Sprinkle two greased baking sheets 
with cornmeal. Place bread on baking sheets. Com¬ 
bine egg white and two tbsp. water, brush over 
loaves. Let rise, uncovered in a warm place, free 
from drafts for about 35 to 40 minutes or until nice 
and light. .Bake in a preheated 400°F for about 45 
minutes or until done. Remove from baking sheets 
and cool on wire racks 

Next time you are in the mood for baking, try 
adding imported Gouda cheese to your home made 
bread. Ihe semi soft character of the Gouda cheese

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HOLLAND CHEESE BREAD ... one 
envelope or one tbsp. dry yeast, three-quarters 
cup warm water, one tsp. sugar, one tbsp. 
margarine, one cup milk, two tbsp. white 
sugar, two tsp. salt, about six cups sifted all 
purpose flour and two cups shredded Gouda 
Holland cheese (eight ounces.) 

Dissolve one tsp. of sugar In the one-hall cup 
warm water. Add yeast. Allow to stand 10 minutes 
then stir with a fork. Scald milk with margarine. 
Pour into a large bowl, add sugar and salt. Cook to 
lukewarm then stir in yeast mixtures.

Cover with a damp cloth and let rise until 
doubled. Bake in a prehealed 375°F oven for 45 to 50 
minutes or until done. Cool on a rack for 10 minutes 
Remove from casserole. Serve warm or cold.

Truck Trouble In

On November 18, 1976, five 
and one half months after we had 
first left Victoria for Circle. 
Alaska, we reached the Inter* 
national Bridge across the Carchi 
River, separating Colombia and 
Kcuador. The highway in 
Ecuador was excellent as we 
wound through the green and 
lightly treed country side full of 
small farms. 


One day about two hours' drive north of Quito, 
the capital of Ecuador, we tu\d lunch next to a 
rather deserted looking monument. It was a con-

crete replica ol the earth and marked the equator 
We had come a long way but much more lay ahead 

In two hours we were in Quito, a city of about 
750.000 and the second highest capital in the world 
at 9..150 feet. Originally part of the vast Inca Em¬ 
pire that flourished between the eleventh and six¬ 
teenth centuries and stretched over present day 
Ecuador. Peru. Bolivia, northern Argentina and 
northern Chile. Quito has a year round climate like 
spring in Victoria even though near the equator 

This is of course due to its altitude. 

+ The pedple of Ecuador, approximately 80 per 
cent of which are Indian or mestizo, subsist mainly 
off such agricultural products as bananas, cofiee. 
cocoa and sugar Incidentally, the famous Panama 
hats are oddly enough made here and not in 
Panama. 

I.KAVING QUITO the roads turned bad At one 
point we encountered two bulldozers completely 
rebuilding a stretch of the so-called Pan-American 
Highway. The rain started to fall and after five at¬ 
tempts to drive up and over this hill of plowed earth 
we gave up. Skidding the camper over an embank¬ 
ment into a swamp wasn't our idea of a happy 
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ending to the trip. We began a one-day detour 
through banana plantations to the city of Cuenca 

The roads got worse. We drove up and down tlie 
sides of high mountains on narrow dirt roads with 
the valley floor far below. I was glad to be driving 
on the side of the road next to the mountain. 

We then made a near fatal mistake. As with the 
persistent father travelling with his family who 
says that there is probably a better motel down the 
road and of course there isn't, we passed through 
one undesirable looking cluster of shacks too many 

Suddenly it was pitch dark, the children were 
tired and hungry, and there was no place to get off 
the road to park or turn around. Hour after hour we 
crawled along the narrow dirt road clinging to the 
mountain side and hoping we wouldn't meet any on¬ 
coming traffic. It was then that the one thing that I 
most feared above all finally happened Truck 
problems! 

★ * ★ 

ALL THE MOUNTAIN driving had taken its 
toll. The power brakes were failing and even more 
serious so was the power steering. Finally near 
midnight we reached a small town and safety. It 
was one of the most hair raising stretches of the 
whole trip. \ 

The next morning over breakfast we had the 
locar car experts and small children walking 
around the camper trying to figure out our 
nationality. This occurred regularly during the rest 
of the trip. Some guessed the United States. Some 
guessed Colombia although the ‘ Beautiful British 
part of the licence plate constantly created confu¬ 
sion. Finding the power steering fluid low and hop¬ 
ing it was only a small leak I added fluid and headed 
for Peru. 

★ * ★ 

WE REACHED the Ecuador-Peru border in the 
aiternoon and went through the usual border 
procedures common to all countries since Mexico 
Visits to the police, immigration, and customs of¬ 
fices were necessary to get our passports stamped, 
visas in or&er. pay exit charges, have the camper 
papers checked, and inspect the camper 
itself. Lastly we changed our Ecuador sucres 
lor Peruvian soles, with the local street money ven¬ 
dors. That got us out of Ecuador! The same 
procedures were essentially repeated on the Peru 
vian side. After two hours of delays we were on our 
way. •, * 

There are four geographical areas in Peru, a 
country twice the size of France and the most in¬ 
teresting for the tourist in South America. There is 
the long narrow ribbon of desert running the 
country's length of more than 1.300 miles. There is 
the capital city of Lima. There are the magnificent 
Andes where roads and railways reach 15.000 feet. 
Finally there is the jungle and rain forest east ol 
the Andes where the Amazon River 
originates. Our first night we camped on the 
windswept beach where the Spaniard Pizarro had 
landed in 1532 from where he proceeded to conquer 
the Inca Empire in his insatiable quest tor gold. 

* ★ ★ ★ 

EARLY NEXT- MORNING we went to Uie 
water’s edge with the women and children of the 
nearby fishing village and watched the men haul up 
their nets. Some fish were distributed amongst the 
families and the rest were put in large baskets for 
delivery to market. 

Seeing two men on a small raft trying to puli 
something out of the water I focused my movie 
camera, operated the zoom, and was startled to see 
them struggling to pull a shark on to the raft. Once 
they had it ashore it was deftly hacked to pieces 
with the entrails dragged-out to sea. I measured it 
at 12 feet. 

We stayed for a few days enjoying fried oysters 
and fish, swimming in the only warm water on the 
Peruvian coast, and buying large beautiful sea 
shells from curious children for a few cents. 

Driving south we found the roads straight and 
good with little traffic.

We drove for two days through the desert 
bordered by the Pacific. In Oregon, I had seen the 
force and fury of the Pacific. In Peru the Pacific 
was more. It was unconquerable, free, and endless 
Wave after wave rolling onto mile after mile of 
beach. It made Long Beach, British Columbia, look 
tike a sandbox.

JUST OUTSIDE of the city of Trujillo we came 
upon two of the largest pre-Colombian ruins in 
South America. Called the Pyramid of the Sun and 
Pyramid of the Moon these 130 foot and 70 foot high 
pyramids are in an unfortunate state of collapse 
The Pyramid of the Sun alone consists of approx¬ 
imately 50 million -adobe bricks and was con-

structed approximately 1.000 years ago. Much ol 
the damamge was done when the Spaniards in the 
sixteenth century diverted the River Moche in an 
attempt to wash away the ruins and uncover Inca 
treasures. A tremendous amount of damage was 
also caused by the earthquake in May of 1070. 

The area has never been safeguarded by the 
Peruvian government and thieves have dug huge 
craters into the sides of the pyramids for centuries 

Nearby we saw neat rows of adobe bricks made 
of mud and straw lying in the sun to dry and to be 
used for construction as they had been used for cen¬ 
turies. 

Several miles away we came upon the capital 
city of an ancient Empire that flourished before fal¬ 
ling to Inca invaders around 1470. This Imperial 
city c alled Chan C han once ruled the coastal region 
from Central Ecuador to Southern Peru and 
stretches over approximately nine square miles 
* ★ ★ 

OVER THE CENTURIES this city was 
ravaged by the conquering Spaniards who went so 
far as to set up mining companies to recover the 
wealth of this ancient culture. Earthquakes have 
ilso partially destroyed the area. 

Rainfall has had little effect as there has been 
only one measurable rainfall over the past half cen¬ 
tury. 

Restoration has begun slowly exposing in¬ 
tricate friezes of pelicans, gulls, cormorants, and

The author is a 35-year-old lawyer anti 
native Victorian who left Vancouver Island 
in June, 1976, with his wife, Margaret, and 
two children, Lisa, aged four, and Martin, 
aged 10 months. 

Using a pickup truck and camper they 
made their way by ferry and road to Circle, 
Alaska, 128 miles north of Fairbanks and 
the northern end of the Pan American 
Highway System. Then they drove, except 
lor the 250-mile Darian Gap between 
Panama and Colombia, to Cshuaia, Argen¬ 
tina, the southernmost town in the world, 
and located on the southernmost tip of the 
Island of Tlerra del Fnego. The trip covered 
20,000 miles and took eight and a half 
months. It would be a further 15,000 miles 
and three and a half months before they 
again saw Victoria.

WE REACHED LIMA during tile first week of 
December and spent a comfortable few days in a 
hotel while the brakes were being relined and tires 
replaced at the local Ford agency. They were un¬ 
able to fix the power steering fluid leak, however, 
forcing us to daily cheek the fluid level over the 
next few months. 

This bustling city of thj Kt million was founded 
by Pizarro in 1535 and was the capital of all of 
Spanish South America until the individual 
countries fought for and received independence 
from Spain during the nineteenth century.

Traced on the 
deserts and mountain tops are lines extending for 
miles and designs of animals, birds, and fish One 
figure measures 787 feet.

Otherwise, why draw figures that 
can only be seen and appreciated from the air? 

Others feel that the markings are astronomical 
and assisted the people in determining when to 
plant crops. 

The mystery may never be solved especially il 
tile Peruvian government doesn't take steps soon to 
preserve its colorful past. 

In any event, it was another amazing sight and 
like our visit to Chan Chan we were the only tourists 
and had the place to ourselves. 


THERE ARE TWO routes to Uie interior of 
Peru, one route leading east from Lima and the 
other east from from the City of Arequipa in the 
very southern part of Peru.

years, and had made 
many a headline for the 
way He kieked in the 
teeth of thecoalition 
government he was 
fleeted to support. 

It was a minority affair in 19T>3 for 
the senior Bennett; his Social Credit 
held 19 seats, to Socialist Harold 
Winch’s 18. and there were. also, 
handfuls of Liberals and Conser¬ 
vatives. 

They then in a state of shock, cm 
tirely unable to believe they were on 
the way out of B.C. provincial 
politics, after being so long the only 
two parties that counted the ins and 
the outs 

That session Premier Bennett 
deliberately courted defeat on the 
floor of the House; he wanted another 
election which he felt sure would 
return him with a majority. 

His game paid off ; his government 
was defeated. In the election that fol- 
lowed he won a resounding victory. 

SOCIAL CREDIT has been with us 
ever since, except for the 1972-75 
period when the David Barrett 
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son follow father into the rarified at¬ 
mosphere of the Premier’s office. It 
was the last great record to be broken 
by Bennett I. and it will be a long time 
before anyone beats him into the 
niche reserved for the longest-term 
chief push of this province — two 
decades as premier. Too bad, for the 
record, he could not have made it 21. 

No other in our history has the 
place of Mrs. W A. C. Bennett — wife 
and mother of premiers — a very 
special niche. 

In that 1953 session, crowds came 
to see what Social Crediters looked 
like in the mass. 

Many people were surprised Social 
(Tedders had not two heads, though 
more than a few were sure they were 
two-faced — and some peopie still 
feel the same way; such is Uie path of 
politics! 

I’LL SEE HOW MANY of this 
legislative bunch in the picture I can 
recall, without looking into the 
Parliamentary Guide. 

The front row 1 know — all cabinet 
ministers save one (Opposition leader

Herbert Anscomb wouldn't have her 
She turned Social Credit, and Bennett 
rewarded her by giving her the educa¬ 
tion portfolio. 

In the June 1963 election she was 
defeated in Point-Grey, but she car¬ 
ried on cabinet until her death in 
October that year. 

BENNETT HIMSELF: one could 
go on for volumes about him. now the 
Squire of Okanagan, our only elder 
stateman, who every now and then 
bounces out of the past to hammer at 
the present. 

Long may his banner wave, say I; 
they don’t come like him any more — 
to which some old meanies will say 
"thank goodness.'' 

Harold Winch, who, when he 
couldn't make it ir\to the Premier's 
office, was elected to the House of 
Commons, serving there many years. 
What a monumental career he carved 
out for himself. 

Robert Bonner, also into the House 
via a Bennett cooked-up byelection. 

He l received come uppance in 
Point Grey, and then Bennett cooked 
up another byelection, in Cariboo. 

Bonner donned cow boy. hat and 
chaps, and won, though he knew not 
one end ol a saddle from the other. 

Now he's controversial chairman 
ol B.C. Hydro, making us all pay 
more for electricity and gas, telling 
us to wear sweaters if we re chillv. 


mg recruited to run as national Social 
Credit leader, with the eventual hope 
he’ll run the show in Ottawa. 

Mr. Gaglardi is being suitably, and 
politically, coy about this whole mat¬ 
ter. He says there are lots of people 
more capable than he, but, if there

There are nine page boys in this 
picture. Where are they now'.’ What 
do they do? 

In those days there were no page 
girls, as now. Eileen Dailly 
manoeuvred the first page girls into 
the Legislature. They promptly 
refused to wear the traditional caps, 
which, said the wily sex, gave them 
headaches.

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B.C. LEGISLATURE in spring of 1953. 


t aps gave headaches to girls, but not 
to boys.

There's Leo Nimsick, jolly and 
bald, even then, and Hugh Shantz, 
BC. s second Social Credit Mr. 
Speaker.

Rupert Haggen, who, on his death, 
was followed into the House by his 
wife Lois, whom everybody loved. 

Rae Eddie, labor stalwart: I could 
hardly believe him when he told me 
lie was nephew of Senator A. D. 
McRae, capitalist extraordinary, who 
lived in such lush abodes at 
shaughnessy s Hycroft, and 
Qualicum s Eagle Crest. The Rae in 
Eddie was short for McRae. 

Tom-Uphill, locking innocent., as 
becoming one who was given to say¬ 
ing he was elected time and time 
again because, in his very own words, 
the good Lord always looks after the 
righteous.’ 

UPHILL HELD the record a$ 
B CYs most-elected MLA — 11 times 
in all until \V A. C. Bennett equalled 
it in 1972. 

Bill Straith, eminent <J.C. of this 
t Hy. long-time good citizen, and next 
to him are Cappy' Proudfoot and 


Archie Gibbs, who, in Oak Bay. slew 
Conservative great, Herb Anscomb. 

Ed Kenney, a scrapper, cabinet 
minister under Premiers John Hart 
and Byron Johnson. 

Han Harding and Bob Strachan, 
side by side. Harding went from our 
legislature into the House of Com¬ 
mons, in due course tasted the bit¬ 
terness of defeat. Strachan was long 
time Leader of the Opposition, but 
could never make it into the 
Premier’s office. 

FED UP WITH HIM, the socialists 
ousted him as their leader, putting in 
David Barrett, who later made 
Strachan a cabinet minister, and then 
hid hi in away in the agent-general's 
office in London — not a bad place at 
all in which to be hidden away. 

There are two in this picture who 
are in today's legislature — Frank 
Calder and Cyril Shelford. Both were 
out for a time, but got back in, such 
flip-flopping-aboui being among the 
horse-race, infuriating vagaries of 
politics, infuriating to some, com¬ 
forting to others. 

Calder. like so many of our MLAs, 
through the years, including Bennett 
the First, did a political about-face; 
he used to be a Winch-Strachan- 
Barrett socialist, but now he's Social 
Credit, he having become annoyed 
because his chief, Barrett, took 
cabinet minister status from him. 

Shelford was a cabinet minister 
under Bennett the First, but Bennett 
the Second doesn't see Shelford as a 
member of the Inner Upper court. 

I observe socialists John Squire. 
William Moore, future mayor of 


Courtenay, and Arthur Turner, 90 this 
year; Turner made long legislative 
speeches, saying they were necessary 
so his ideas would sink into the fat 
heads of capitalists. Everybody ad¬ 
mired Arthur Turner. 

THERE ARE SO MANY, but 
space is running short. 

I must, however, bring in Nancy 
Hodges. There she is, at her final B.C. 
legislative session, a few months 
later she was defeated, but went to 
her earthly reward, when Prime 
Minister Louis St. Laurent made her 
Madame Senator always an eagerly 
coveted Plum. 

When she was first elected, in 1941. 
as Liberal, she found herself in Coali¬ 
tion with the Conservatives, and she 
didn't like that one little bit. 

She fueded with Premier Thomas 
Dufferin Pattullo, but she and 
Premier John Hart were kissin' 
cousins, as the saying is. She wanted 
to be in the cabinet, but old-fashioned 
Irishman Hart wasn't too partial to 
women in public life. He had other 
ideas for them. 

She was at outs, too, with 
Attorney-General Gordon Wismer, 
and wouldn't support him for Liberal 
leadership, which, at that moment, 
meant the premiership, when Hart 
resigned. 0 

SHE CLIMBED ABOARD the 
Byron Johnson bandwagon, backing 
him through thick and thin, when he 
became Premier, he saw to it that she 
took over as Madame Speaker — a 
high legislative honor. 

When I wrote in this fashion in the 
old Vancouver News-Herald. 


Madame Speaker stopped once in 
Hotel Vancouver lobby and gave me a 
tongue-lashing, telling me I was 
engaging in what she called yellow 
journalism. 

I was so stunned I uttered not a 
word. 1 froze, thank goodness. 

NEXT DAY NANCY and 1 had a 
sort of kiss-and-make-up tea together 

I often felt the sharpness of her 
vocal chords, but I liked and admired 
her. Her chief lesson to those who 
would listen was “don't be lazy 
and she never was. 

I can't tear myself away from this 
picture without mentioning Charles 
Parker, then from Peace River. 

Hon. W.A.C. talked him into not 
running again up there, but. instead, 
in Cowichan-Newcastle, W. A. C 
wanting out of there, in the worst 
way, one. Robert Martin Strachan. 
who wanted Bennett's job, also in the 
worst way. 

STRACHAN MADE IT, and so 

Parker was out of the House, but. to 
make up, boss Bennett found Mr P a 
government iob 

Ah. politics! Weird and wonderful 
— and baffling — are its ways, and 
that, 1 suppose, is why so many peo¬ 
ple, who appear on the surface, in 
their right mipds, succumb to the al¬ 
lure of elected public life, despite its 
many pitfalls. 

A Mistress, you see, whose flutter¬ 
ing eyelids, just cannot be resisted. 

That's politics, and, with alL its 
faults and abuses, I guess it s the best 
system, though we could sure make 
some changes for the belter.

Ninety years ago. Granite 
City rivalled Victoria, Vancouver 
and New Westminster in size and 
stature. 

Today, little remaing of the 
Tulameen mining town. For, 
when the miners moved on, the 
gold camp dwindled in size until, 
but for the occasional vandalized 
ruin, the site hag been reclaimed 
by the forest, 

• * . - 

It was almost a century ago. at the junction ol 
Granite Creek and Tulameen River, a dozen miles 
west of Princeton, that Granite City flourished for 
the brief span of 10 years. 

According to the record, the discover)' which 
sparked a rush to Granite Creek s gravelly banks 
occurred in the summer of 1804, when an American 
cdwboy named John Chance was travelling the 
Dewdney Trail. Bound for Princeton with a herd of 
Washington horses, Chance camped for the night on 
the banks of Granite Creek. 

UPON AWAKENING the next morning, he 
lound that several of his animals, seeking greener

pastures on the other side, had forded the stream 
Rounding them up proved to be hard work and. hot 
and thirsty. Chance knelt beside the water for a 
drink. 

From this vantage point, he spotted a glimmer 
mg of yellow in the gravelly bottom, pooping out a 
handful of pebbles and sand, he sifted the gravel 
through his fingers until only a smudge of black 
sand and some fine tracings of yellow remained 
gold. 

Surprisingly, the cowboy gave little thought to 
his discovery. For his business was horses and he 
had to get his herd to New Westminster. With a 
shrug, he rounded up his animals and proceeded to 
Hope where, after driving them into a livery bam. 
he entered into conversation with the foreman. 
Luke Gibson. 

In due course Chance mentioned his discovery 
in (iranite Creek, when the stableman convinced 
him that, upon Chance selling his herd, he and 
(ilbson should explore the creek as partners. 
Chance agreed and continued on to the Royal City 
There he sold his herd and returned to Hope, where 
he blew most of his stake on a good time 

Only when he was broke and sober did he outfit 
himself for a return to Granite Creek. However, 
when he did return to the spot where he had found 
gold, he was alone, haying, apparently, reneged on 
his agreement with Luke Gibson. Once at the scene, 
with no horses to distract him. he lost little time in 
proving to himself that Granite Creek was rich 
beyond his wildest dreams 

WITHIN WEEKS of Chance s discovery, a 
lusty, brawling mining town appeared on the map 
Before long it was able to boast, with justification, 
that it was the \hird largest community in British 
Columbia, surpassed only by Victoria and New 
Westminster. 

Perhaps the most mystifying aspect of the 
(iranite (reek gold rush is the fact that the 
tributaries of the Tulameen and Similkameen had 
been known as producers of placer gold as early as 
the 1850s. Although the ‘ diggings” of this region 
were rich, and within easy reach of an industrious 
miner, the area continued to be overshadowed by 
its Cariboo and East Kootenay neighbors, bu} a 
handful of enterprising prospectors taking advan 
(age of its wealth. 

Nevertheless, despite its belated start, with 
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John Chance s chance discovery, the rush was on’ 
When word of his strike was flashed throughout the 
northwest, an estimated 500 men downed tools and 
raced for the mouth of Granite Creek, whose banks 
soon blossomed with tents and cabins. For a stretch 
of several miles, both banks of the creek were 
staked and counter-staked, one overwhelmed 
visitor describing the scene as a human anthill, 
with ' campfires everywhere.” 

JUST HOW RICH the diggings were can be 
judged by the fact that, within months, almost 
$100,000 was recovered. Nuggets were coarse, 
almost pure, and traded at $18 an ounce; the most 
valuable individual nuggets ranged as high as $900 

As word of Granite Creek’s wealth continued to 
spread, the inevitable camp followers began to ar¬ 
rive. Soon the original tents and shacks yielded to 
more substantial structures and the river flats vir¬ 


tually disappeared under a maze of hotels, saloons, 
stores, business establishments and cabins. 

At its peak Granite Creek boasted an estimated 
200 structures which straggled along the 
thoroughfares of Granite and Government streets. 
These, for all of their high-sounding names, never 
amounted to more than trails, muddy or dusty by 
turn, between rows of clapboard, canvas and log 

Yet, for all of its undisputed wealth. Granite 
City never earned true respectability. Its popula¬ 
tion soon soared to 2.000 souls. But instead of at¬ 
tracting permanent residents the “city" continued 
to cater to the miners' every need, from business to 
pleasure. 

For the man with a poke, there was an almost 
limitless supply of booze, women and gambling 
Only two of Granite City's women citizens, both the 
wives of storekeepers, were respectable, the others

With a month or so of winter still left to enjoy, 
let s take a walk one sunny, bright afternoon near 
Duck Lake. There’s lots to do, and lots to see. so put 
on warm clothing, get the family moving, grab your 
camera, and let’s go! You can drive out on Channel 
Hoad as far as road conditions will allow, or take 
Highway 3A and park at the north end of Duck 
Lake. Then, a few minutes’ walk away from the 
road into the Management Area itself, you can find 
yourself in a different world. 

Along open water, the rising moist air can 
freeze onto trees and shrubs, creating a lacy 
network of sparkling ice sculptures. Listen closely 
near a patch of bush for a minute, and you may 
meet a group of dapper little black-capped 
chickadees. You may know something about their 


habits from watching them at a bird feeder. Out 
here, watch their feeding activities and see where 
they look for something to eat. Keep your ears 
open, too, for an even smaller bird, hopping up and 
down a tree trunk peering into cracks in its bark. 
See the steel-grey color, the pointed beak, and the 
light stripe over the eye? The one persistent, nasal 
note of his song confirms that you’ve seen a 
nuthatch. 

And. of course, you can’t miss the chattering, 
inquisitive, colorful Steller’s jay. You’ll often see 
these large, blue crested jays in a smaller group in 
• wooded areas, chattering like a group of monkeys. 

There are other activities, besides a winter 
walk, that you might like to try on the Management 
^rea. In spots where the wind has swept the ice 


clear of snow, skating is fun for the whole family or 
with a group of friends. Take a couple of vacuum 
bottles with hot soup of stpw. and have a winter pic¬ 
nic in a sheltered spot. Or squip yourself Avith an ice 
auger or a pick, and try your hand at ice fishing 

Under .the ice, fish continue to feed, of course, 
and all you need to tempt them is some way to 
make a hole in the ice and simple fishing tackle 
Bait? Some people buy maggots; others swear by a 
variety of lures. And nothing’s nicer for supper 
after a day outside than fresh fish.

entertained the miners, many of whom were rieh 
tor the first (and probably last) time in their lives. 

THEY LIVED IT X)P in time-honored fashion 
by flinging their hard-earned nuggets onto the bar. 
pouring down rotgut whisky by the gallon, dropping 
small fortunes at the turn of a card, and enjoying 
the company of the working girls. 

So intent were the miners on having a good 
lime that they never did get around to building a 
church or school, although they did make a start on 
constructing a jail. 

Then, almost overnight ... it was all over. In 
the spring of 1907 much of the town was destroyed 
by fire. Some buildings were rebuilt but Granite 
Lily never regained its momentum and, shortly 
before the First World War, its more substantial 
structures were moved to neighboring Coalmont. 

ACTUALLY, THE SEEDS of Granite City's 
ruin had been apparent for a long time. For, as hap¬ 
pened at so many other gold camps, the source of 
its wealth had dried up. Granite Creek, for all of its 
easy riches, had been cursed from the beginning by 
the fact that none of its claims apparently had 
struck the Mother Lode. 

Many searched for, and many conjectured as to 
the source of tile gold which had first attracted the 
notice of cowboy John Chance in the summer of '84. 
Steadily, its high-paying claims had been picked 
clean. 

Then the prospectors had drifted on, to be fol¬ 
lowed by the syndicates. Using the devastating 
hydraulic monitors to recover ever last particle of 
gold from the original riverbed, the companies 
washed away riverbanks, hillsides and even 
changed the course of Granite Creek itself. 

Then the ravaged stream was left to its 
memories. 


YET, HALF A CENTURY AFTER, the 
treasure hunters come; not in search of gold, bul in 
quest of a missing cache of platinum, the precious 
white gold " which is worth more than its yellow 

cousin. 

Whenever the prospectors had washed thV 
gravels from pan and sluicebox, they had found the ^ 
gold (always within comparatively easy reach at 
Granite Creek, as opposed to most other locations) 
io be accompanied by a shiny, silvery substanew 

Because of Its weight it refused to separate 
easily from the gold and created that much more , 
work for the miners, many of whom cursed the so- 
called white gold which, as far as they were con¬ 
cerned, was worthless. 

Once they had succeeded in separating the alien 
from the gold, most of the mineral was discarded. 
Only One man, as far'as Is known, saved the 
stranger. 

Apparently intrigued by its appearance; 
Johanssen, a Scandinavian, always set it aside. By 
Ihe time he had finished working his claim for what 
it was worth it is believed that he had no less than 
25 pounds of platinum. 

Then it was time for him to move on to new dig¬ 
gings. Johanssen, reluctant to throw the metal 
away, reputedly buried it in a large bucket near his 
cabin. Supposedly he never returned to Granite 
City; in the Tire of 1907 his cabin was destroyed. 

AND THERE, if local legend is to be believed, / 
his hoard remains to this day. Chinese miners 
worked the abandoned claims in following years, 
and modem-day treasure hunters have had their 
turn as well. Nevertheless, Johanssen's “lost 
platinum cache" is thought to have been left intact: 
this, despite the fact that some vandallstic fortune 


seekers have even gone to the trouble of burning 
down surviving cabins to pan their ashes. 

Government records indicate that the gravels 
of Granite Creek and the neighboring Tulameen 
River have yielded an impressive, $1 million in gold. 
and an estimated seven and one-half tons oi 
platinum. Despite this treasure. Granite City is 
gone, only a handful of crumbling log cabins, 
broken bottles and a cemetery recalling the distant 
day when a cowboy stooped beside a river to get a 
drink — and changed the ceurse of British Colum¬ 
bia history.

THERE WAS A SNOWSLIDE 

In Rogers Pass 


Sixty-eight years ago this weekend, snowslides 
in the Rogers Pass section of the Rocky Mountains 
gave me and others some of the most thrilling and 
saddest experiences of our lives.

Activated by favorable weather 
conditions, snowslides narrowly mis¬ 
sed a passenger train we were travel¬ 
ling on. 

One. however, crashed into a party 
of railway workmen, killing 6 2 of 
(hem in what. I believe, is British 
Columbia's worst recorded natural 
disaster. 

In early evening March 4. 1910 (a 
Friday i. in one of the rear comparer 
ments of Canadian Pacific Railway 
Passenger Train 97 bound Tor Van¬ 
couver from Montreal, one of my fel¬ 
low passengers — returning from a 
further-rear compartment — said the 
great roar we had heard minutes 
earlier was the sound of an enormous 
snowslide crashing over tracks 
behind us — tracks we had just 
covered. 

WHILE NARROWLY missing us. 
the slide — reported to cover a thou¬ 
sand feet of track to a height of 50 feet 
— had even more narrowly missed a 
trainman who had been let out when 
we stopped briefly to flag another 
train. 

The trainman, who had run for his 
hie. though the train he was flagging 
got through unscathed, was now 
dusting snow thrown up by the slide 
from him, the man said. 

1 thought he was also giving thanks 
to God. thanking Him for sparing his 
and our lives, for had the train been 
minutes later covering that section ot 
the tracks we would all have been 
engulfed by the slide and buried by it. 

The slide occurred, I have learned 
subsequently, a mile east of Bear 
(’reek Station, about 300 miles east 
and slightly north of Vancouver. 

HORRIFYING US, it warned pas 
sengers there was no route back to 
C algary from whence we had travel¬ 
led that day, only on to Vancouver. 

When we had been at Bear Creek 
Station two or three hours, during 
which time crew of our train and staff 
at the station relayed information on 
the slide to counterparts in Van¬ 
couver. the train advanced to Rogers 
Pass Station, another small .station 
(about 10 miles ahead) though one — 
it seemed to us — at a higher eleva¬ 
tion for we appeared to climb all the 
way to it. 

I have subsequently learned this 
station is at the height of the pass. 

There, a few hours later, as flur¬ 
ries of muffled roars and sharp, 
cracking-like sounds revealed further 
avalanches in the peaks of the moun¬ 
tains around, news reached us we 
would stay there for the rest of the 
night for another — smaller — slide 
occuring about the same time as the 
one which missed us had covered the 
tracks^ mile ahead of us, blocking 
prospects of forward progress. 

PASSENGERS realized slides 
either side of us trapped us, a group of 
about 150 men, women and children. 

Twenty-three-years-old at the time 
and a student in naval architecture at

Cornell University in the United 
States, where I was more Interested in 
revolution in China than studies. 1 was 
on my way home to Canton to visit my 
family 

The situation of being trapped 
should not worry us. however, a 
cheery CPR conductor assured us. 
The railway depot the other side of 
the slide (at Revelstoke) had dis¬ 
patched a trainload of men to .dig 
through it and let us out. 

We should be on our way by mor¬ 
ning, the conductor said. 

Reassured, despite the continued 
muffled roars and whip-like cracking 
sounds of avalanches in the distance 
reminding passengers of a possible 
dreadful fate, most of us in my com- 
jkirtment slept a few hours — until 
about two or three o'clock in the 
morning — when we were awakened 
by other passengers going about the 
train saying there had been another 
slide to come down the mountains and 
cross the tracks, this one an enor¬ 
mous and terrible one which had oc- 
curod at the same site as the one 
ahead where the railway workmen 
were digging to get us out qnd had 
killed all ot them 

THE NEWS of this shocked us 
profoundly, the state of terrible ex¬ 
pectation it brought compounded by 
the now-evil roars of devil-avalanches 
in the night about us. 

We wondered, as not before, if we 
would get swept away by some snow 
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monster roaring down the mountain¬ 
side. 

.Men. including myself, filled the 
sortker that night, discussing our 
predicament and fearfully wondering 
if the terrible news of the death toll 
estimate, which now stood at more 
than 100, was accurate. 

“Were there survivors?'’ we 
wondered 

WHEN DAWN broke Saturday, 
bringing with it the sight outside of a 
blizzard raging about the train. 1 had 
gained a few hours sleep back at my 
berth. Quickly dressing and gulping 
down hot coffee offered in the 
restaurant car, I joined other pas¬ 
sengers in leaving the train to step out 
into the blizzard and down into the 
snow to get ahead to 'the dreadful 
slide site to see if we could help a 
rescue party which by now. we heard, 
had reached the slide from the 
Revelstoke side. 

The next one-half to three-quarters 
of a mile, taking us the best part of an 
hour, proved one of the longest and 
toughest walks 1 have taken in mv 
life. 

In snow up to our waists, in bitter¬ 
ly low r temperatures (compounded in 
my case for 1 was dressed in clothes 
mainly intended for Canton) and in 
the meagre light ot a blizzard-clouded 
morning, we fought our way to the 
disaster site. 

There, though we had to peer to 
see it. 

THE SCENE was one ol blood, 
sweat and tears as the rescuers. 


already having discovered some 
broken bodies of workmen killed In 
the slide, dug furiously into the snow 
— while others held oil lamps tor 
them to see if anyone could be found 
alive. 

As they worked, some men cried 
for — we learned — brothers, fathers 
and sons of them were among the 
dead already found or among the mis¬ 
sing. presumed killed. 

Shortly before his death in Van¬ 
couver a few years ago, when 1 liad the 
good fortune to meet him at his home, 
the emminent British Columbia 
‘railway poet’ Edmund Pugsley gave 
me a copy of his book Reprieve For 
Rogers Pass, in which there is a 
poem, called simply **1910 *. about the 
March 1910 Rogers Pass disaster, a 
section of which describes the scene 
at the disaster site that morning far 
better than I can describe it. 

“WITH THE PERMISSION ot Mr 
Pugsley’s estate, I quote it: 

“And the workmen with their 
brush tools, 

Were.all snow-packed tight 
together. 

Poised with lifted saws and 
axes, 

Faces flushed still from their 
labor. 

(One was Anderson's young 
brother.) 

Now, I ’s’pose we shouldn't 
wonder 

That some rescue men gave un¬ 
der, 

With the strain of their emo¬ 
tions, 

Till they Wished that Major 
Rogers 

Had got lost-before locating 
That pernicious crack ol trou¬ 
ble 

Through thjs snowbound Selkirk 
skyline.’’ 

THE SNOWSLIDE in the 
Rogers Pass at 12:30 a m.. Mar. 5. 
1910. brought British Columbia — so 
far as I know — its worst natural dis¬ 
aster. 

Of the 64 men who left Revelstoke 
on the Friday to dig Passenger Train 
97 out of trouble, 62 of them — about 
half the number European, halt 
Japanese — died. 

The only ones to survive. I under¬ 
stand, was the driver of the train who 
was in his cab at the time ot the slide 
and was thrown clear, and a foreman 
(Anderson) who was down the track 
from the slide relaying some piece of 
information to Revelstoke. 

THERE WAS a great feeling of 
relief by those of us who stood at the 
slide that we too had not been 
enmeshed in it. 

After spending all day Saturday 
and Sunday on the slopes, during 
which time we heard the sounds of 
more slides in the mountains, some of 
us re-visited the disaster site and we 
frequently told ourselves we would 
survive, the train advanced Monday 
morning on a path dug for us through 
the snow by railway workers and we 
came to Vancouver from where 1 
caught a CPR liner and went on to 
China.
